Ottawa, Sept. 380.—(Spectal.)—From 
sencral appearances, it does not seem 
as if Parliament will conclude its 
labors this Week unlesa a change 
comes over the spirit of the parlia- 
mentary dream The fur- 
ther supplementary estimates have yet 
to be tabled, and much depends up- 
on them. If they do not contain any 
very extravagant items possibly Par- 
liament may wind up its business this 
week, and prorogation may take place 
late on Saturday evening, The Gov- 
ernment is working with. this object 
in view. The impression on the Op- 
position side of the House Is that pro- 
rogation can hardly take place before 
Tuesday or Wednesday of next week. 
BRITISH WARSHIP IN TROUBLE. 

A telegram from Victoria, B.C, 
States that H. M, S. Comus will leave 
that port to-morrow for Callao, Peru, 
to assist H. M. §. Wild Swan, which 
is now aground near there and re- 
ported to be in a dangerous position. 
Application for aid was made to Ad- 
miral Stephensen, in charge of the Pa- 
cific Squadron, and he has decided to 
send the Comus to aid the sister ship. 

Advices received here show that out- 
ward shipments from Vancouver by 
the two subsidized lines are of a most 
encouraging nature. The last Em- 
press that sailed had to leave freight 
for China and Japan behind her. On 
the Australian route so much freight 
has accumulated at Vancouver that a 
spegial steamer had to be charter- 
ed to relleve the two regular liners 
Miowera and Warrimoo. 

Mr. J. A. Ruddick of the Agricul- 
tural and Dairy Commissioner's staff 
severed his connection with the de- 
partment to-day,He goes to take per- 
manent charge of the dairy school 
branch of the School of Mining and 
Agriculture at Kingston, Ont., under 
the Ontarlo Government. Mr. Rud- 
dick has been in the employ of the Do- 
minion Government for five and a halt 
years, and during that time has be- 
come well known in almost every part 
of the Dominion,” but especially in 
the west, whére for the past three 
years he has! hee minently identi- 
fled with the deve iont of the dairy 
industry, The dairy school at King- 
ston opens on Duc, 7. 

The Governor-General left Ottawa 
on Monday evening to resume the ser- 
jes of official visits in this province. 
His Excellency was at Picton yester- 
day and is at Essex to-day (Wednes- 
day), It is probable that Her Excel- 
lency will join the Governor-General 
later in the week. According to pre- 
sent arrangements, made some time 
ago, Their Excellencies will leave Ot- 
tawa on Oct. 6th for a short visit to 
British Columbia, unless the session of 
Parliament continues until a later day. 

If the Commoners who did not feel 
like challenging a vote on the pro- 
posal to abolish intoxicating liquors 
from the Commons restaurant had a 
lurking idea that thelr favorite lubri- 
cant would still be procurable in the 
Senate wing that hope Is doumed to 
disappointment. 

To-night when Senator Macd: null 
moved the adoption of the report of 
the Restaurant Committee, Senator 
Perley moved in amendment that the 
sale of intoxicating liquor be abso- 
lutely prohibited after the present 
session. This was defeated by 23 to 16. 
Then Sir Mackenzie Bowell moved 
that the use of the restaurant be re- 
stricted to members of the Senate. 
This carried by 20 to 16, and accorJ- 
ingly thirsty Commoners will have to 
go down town for their drinks. 

There is no doubt about the Senate's 
action being influenced by the de- 
cision of the Commons early in the 
afternoon to cut off the leather trunks 
and stationery boxes of the Senators 
after this session.

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FROM PULPIT TO PRISON, 
Willtam MeNell Took Corning by Storm, 
Hut Pinally as J. MH. Sloane Was 
fiuprisonued tor Fraud 


Corning, N.Y., Bept. 80.—William Mo 
Nell, a theological student, has been sent 
to jnoll at Niugora Valls for 60 days foe 
defrauding an hotelkeeper, McNeil was welk 
known In Corning. He is 28 yoirs old an@ 
came here a year ago, He sald he was a 
brother of John McNeill of London, a wel 
known evangellst. He posed as a preaicm 
ec and theological student. Soclety socom 
opened Its doors to him and be was oue of 
the most lMonized young man ever in the 
city. He was Invited to deliver a sermon 
In the Presbyterian Church aud his effort 
Was well recelved and he became noted, He 
subsequently preached other sermons aud 
maby persons flocked to hear him. He was 
then Invited to become the regular pastor 
of the First Presbyterian Chureb, but de 
clined, saying he bad not yet completed bis 
theological studies. He went from here w 
Hamilton College, where {it is sald he wan 
dismissed for financial difiiculties. 

The next heard of Lins he was in Chi- 
cago, but recently in Syracuse he was met 
by one of his Corning admirers, from 
whom he borrowed $10. Great surprise 
wad caused here by the report that McNell 
had been arrested and sent to jail at Nia- 
gnra Valls, An inquiry confirmed the ro- 
pert. He went to Niagara Valls and re- 
gistered at the Colonade Hotel as James 
H. Sloane, Glasgow, Scotland, und took the 
best sulte of rooms In the hotel. He told of 
his Scotch home among the mountains, 
where his father was a lord, who owned 
thousands of acres. He declared that he 
was one of the confdants of the Queen of 
England. He became acquainted with 
George Kingsley, who owns a fine team 
and who spent much time showing him all 
around the Falls. Sloane borrowed money 
of Kingsley. 

Sloane ordered a champagne supper at 
the hotel for Tuesday night. He gave or- 
ders for covers to be lald for 20 persons, 
and to provide turkey, oysters, and wine 
enough to allow of an abundance for all 
the guests. This done he sent out iuyl- 
tatfons to the feast, the time set for it 
being 40 p.m. Tuesday night. The hour ar- 
rived and the guests arrived, including 
some noted men of the city, but the host 
wus tmlssing. A search was made for him, 
but he was not found. The supper was not 
eaten, nor was it pald for. The search was 
kept up the following day and McNell was 
finally discovered in the barroom of the 
hotel. McNeill would say nothing to the 
police and after spending the night In the 
elty jail was arraigned in the Police Court 
and, pleading guilty of defrauding the 
hotclkeeper, he made restitution to the 
hotelkeeper and a hack-driver from whom 
hy borrowed $10.

In nineteen years 
the James and Younger gangs of ban- 
dits stole $1,038,000, These figures are 
believed to be thoroughly trustworthy, 
and are furnished by “Doc'' Miller, a 
man whose knowledge of the matter 
no one who knows him disputes, 

The dime novel Ananins and the 
builder of western train robbing stv 
ries have both given the impression 
that the men whom the James boys 
and Bob and Cole Younger led could 
have bought out Wall street occasion- 
ally, Sub-Treasury and all, if they 20 
minded The railroad companies have 
sought to give the impression that, 
so far as they were concerned, their 
principal loss was damaged cars, anu 
what they paid the surviving relatives 
of unfortunate employes, As to the 
banks that were robbed, the rallrond 
people were ultra communicative. 

Thus it is that the public has haa 
to choose between several sets of al- 
leged facts. No one ever knew just 
what to believe, but as romance hed 
placed several golden halos around the 
bandits’ exploits, they were credit d 
with having possessed at various times 
vast wealth, 

When Jesse James and Bob Younger 
were in thelr bandit prime they hak 
no surer place of refuge outside oF 
Kansas City or Excelsior Springs than 
the home of "Doc"’ Miller, As a matter 
of fact, the famous Northfield (Minn.) 
bank robbery, the Waterloo of the 
Youngers, was planned in Millers 
house. Naturally he was in a position 
to know the bandits intimately. His 
information is mere trustworthy than 
any Frank James could give, for Jesve 
never trusted his brother, and the 
Youngers openly scorned him. 

“Doc,” or H. S, Miller, Is now a 
deputy under Jo, Shelby, United Stats 
Marshal for the Western District of 
Missouri, and it was a long time be- 
fore he could be induced to reveal 
what no one has ever told before, Fin- 
ally he decided there was nothing to 
be gained by secrecy. Jesse James 15 
dead. Frank ts a guard on the Mis 
souri Pacific Railroad. The Youngers 
are in the Stillwater Penitentiary. Dick 
Little is periodically reported dead in 
Mexico or Arizona, but generally once 
in so often turns up alive at Independ- 
ence, Mo. This being the situation, 
there {s no one left whom the facts 
will injure. That is why they are made 
public. 

One of the most interesting of hs 
revelations concerns the reyenue en- 
joyed by the daring adventurers who 
followed the lead of Jesse James anil 
Cole Younger, as well as the dates, 
locations and number of bank, train 
and stage robberies, from the time of 
the famous Ritchfield raid, led by 
Frank James, in August, 1863, to the 
last one, led by Jesse James, in Sep 
tember, 1881, when all Missouri was 
startled by the robbery of the Chicago 
& Alton express at Glendale, whic 
closed forever the career of these out- 
laws and their associates as land 
pirates. From first to last the period 
covered by the operations of these land 
pirates was nineteen years and one 
month. During that time the total 
number of robberies chronicled by the 
various historians {is 24, classed as fol- 
lows: Banks, 11; trains, 7; stages, 7; 
town looted, 1; fair ground gate re- 
ceipts, 1; steamboat, 1. 

The proceeds of the robberies, as 
given in statements previously pub- 
Jished, and, according to the figures of 
Mr. Miller furnishes, differ widely. Here 
they are, compared:

The robbery of the Missouri River 
rteamboat does not appear in any bock 
on the subjeet so far as can be learn- 
ed, but is nevertheless a fact. 

It will be noted that while the total, 
as footed up in the first column, Is but 
$523,800, that of the second column is 
slightly over $1,000,000. This is worthy 
of attention, because of the oft-repeat- 
ed statement, which has not yet been 
denied, that the average annual ex- 
penditures of the bandit force were 

25,000. This would be impossible un- 
der the figures as they appear in pub- 
ished works, while under those fur- 
nished by Mr, Miller the gang could 
easily spend as much and have a hani- 
some surplus, 

No one knows just what the bandits 
did with their money. Some spent it 
with lavish hand, others saved it, Jesse 
Jame's widow, now living in Kansus 
City, Mo,, is far from being a poor 
woman.

THIS TELLS OF THE MAGIC POWER 
OF THE “‘RUBBIT.” 


Obatinate Wrinkles, Spote and Seams af 


Last Season's Garments May lle Er 


faced If Simple But EMicacious Means 
Are Employed, 


Garments packed away In the early 
spring lie heavily on one's mind these 
September days, No matter how care- 
fully they may have been folded and 
cleaned there will be wrinkles and 
spots enough to make one wish the 
whole lot had been lost by some 
wealthy railway company obliged t¢ 
supply an ample check to replace them 
However, any woman who attacks 
these clothes armed with a “rubbit' 
and an ample bottle of soap bark, n- 
other generous-sized one of gasoline 
and a small box of powdered French 
chalk may snap her fingers at seams 
and spots, 

The first attack must be at the 
wrinkles and if the garments are hung 
over night on the lines in the drying- 
room, or, better still, on not too bright 
a day, in the open air, the wrinkles 
will disappear unless it be from some 
very soft "slinky" fabric, when a flat- 
iron (not as you respect your clothes 
let it be too hot) must be used; In- 
deed, with lisse and satin an iron 
scarcely more than warm will work 
wonders. 

Next, In a clear light, the artist's 
north light if possible, search must be 
made for those subtle mean-spirited 
spots which have a possum-like way 
of hiding themselves. When you have 
one, mark it carefully, for when you 
lay the garment In another light on 
the cleaning board, lo, there will be 
no blemish to be seen. 

The soap bark, which is Invaluable 
also for removing spots from men’s 
and boys’ clothes, is made as follows: 
Pour upon 5 cents’ worth (one ounce) 
of soap bark, to be bought at any 
druggists’, a pint of boiling water; let 
it stand over night, strain through a 
fine sieve, add a gill of alcohol and it 
is ready for use and will keep for any 
length of time. If enough of the Hquid 
is needed to wash out the breadths of 
a gown to be made over, the propor- 
tion should be the same, but a larger 
amount; the alcohol is to be dispens- 
ed with, when used at once or within 
a day or two. Henrietta cloth or any 
soft all-wool or silk material washed 
this way and pressed while slightly 
damp looks every whit as good as new 
and is as clean as a whistle. 

Any house mother or “gude wife” 
who. desires to keep her husband and 
boy and her own skirts spotless should 
never be without a rubbit. It is made 
of rather coarse, soft, all-wool cloth of 
a light color that will not leave lint to 
tattle of its use; there should be two 
or three thicknesses of this, and it may 
be made like an fron-holder, or fitted 
into the wooden arrangement, with a 
“knobby” handle at the top, such as 
is used for blotting paper. This should 
be kept with the bottle of soap bark, 
and when the spring and fall clean- 
ing takes place a second flat rubbit 
should be at hand to lay under the 
spots to absorb moisture when they 
are being rubbed. 

A heavy hand is ruinous in cleaning 
clothes; the rubb! ¢ must be brisk and 
light; there must be no pressing down; 
this gives the threadbare, white look, 
which, once carelessly attained, can 
never be done away with. Where 
spots are postitively known to be 
from grease French chalk laid on over 
night never fails to remove, and will 
not injure the frailest fabric. 

If there is a heap of light or dark 
gloves, either suede or dressed kid,and 
another of soft silk sashes and neck- 
tiles, really magical work may be 
Wrought with the gasoline, Should the 
heap be large do not begin with less 
than a quart, 5 cents’ worth, but be 
careful to keep away from fire or 
lamplight, as this is an explosive. 
Pour half a pint of the gasoline into a 
small wash-bowl, dip them in and rub 
between the hands as you would linen 
in water; use this until it is very dark 
looking, then throw out and. rinse in 
clear; this last will do for the first 
washing of the second lot, and so on 
until the work Is finished. The arti- 
cles will be soft, not stiff and horny 
as when benzine is used, and the 
gloves are so pliable that they need 
not be dried on the hand. 

As odors ascend, it is well to use 
the gasoline, if possible, in the upper 
Stories of a house or in the open air, 
and great care must be taken in air- 
ing the articles, as it will take several 
days and nights for the unpleasant 
odor to evaporate, The open air is the 
best, but the smell will disappear 
eventually if they are hung in any 
open space. They should also be pack- 
ed away in some sweet-smelling laven- 
der or orris root for awhile before 
using; unless stained with perspira- 
tion they will look like new, no mat- 
ter how soiled. 

If the cloth gown was packed away 
after being worn through a season, 
with, for instance, a white waistcoat 
and collars and cuffs, braided with 
black, the whole character of the cos- 
tume and even the color of the cloth 
will be unrecognizabe if these small 
accessories are changed. Cornflower 
blue, braided with hazel brown or 
primrose yellow with black makes a 
delightful change and one to be very 
fashionable for the coming season. 

The change of sleeve this season also 
gives the cunning woman a wonderful 
opportunity for making an old gown 
new, and such a woman Is wise enough 
to know that once a costume has been 
adapted to the lines of her figure and 
is becoming, half the battle Is won 
and makes the old well worth battling 
with.

Sacrificed on the Rail-Handiiog the 


Country's Trains the Mont 


or All Work 


Dangerous 
A Comparison With the 
Kinks of Mining. 


A general impression prevails that 
mining is the most hazardous of all 
occupations, gays the Philadelphia Re 
cord, bul an examination of 
relating to the matter In the Unitod 
States shows that railroading is in re- 
ality three times as dangerous as coal 
mining The number of people « 
ployed by railroads in the United State: 
in 1895, according to the report of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission,wa 
785.034, including officials, clerks, tol 
graph operators Of this number 1511 
were killed and 25,696 injured during 
the year It therefore follows thut 
one employe was killed for each 133 
employed and employe in- 
jured for every 31 employed 
It only the men actually 
employed on the trains be consider- 
ed, known as the train hands, Includ- 
ing engineers, conductors, brakemen 
and others, which are comparable with 
the actual miner, one employe was 
killed for each 155 in the service 
one injured for each 11 in the service 
For purposes of comparison the Penn- 
sylvania anthracite regions may be 
taken, says the Colliery Mngincer, as 
they are admittedly the most danger- 
ous mining districts in the world. The 
mine inspectors’ statistics of Pennsyl- 
vania for 1895 reports 143,610 employes. 
The fatalities numbered 422 and the 
number injured)was 1120. These figures 
ebow that there was one person killed 
for every 340 employed, and one in- 
jured for every 128 employes, In the 
bituminous fields of this state there 
Were 84,904 persons employed. The 
fatalities number 155 and the injured 
419, or, one person killed for each 548 
cinployes and one injured for each 203 
employes. Combining these figures, it 
will be seen that one miner lost his 
life for each 410 employed, and one per- 
son was injured for each 148. These 
ratios, as before stated, show that rall- 
roading is almost thrée times as dan 
gerous as coal mining. 


atatistics | 
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May Never Bo Scaled. 

Professor Ugolino Mosso of Turin, 
has made some interesting experiments 
on the effects experienced in ascend- 
ing to high altitudes. All climbers of 
lofty mountains are aware that at 
great heights, such as the summit of 
Mount Blane, respiration becomes more 
or less troublesome, the heart beats 
rapidly and sometimes irregularly, and 
a feeling of exhaustion, often accom- 
panied by nausea. is experienced, These 
effects arisé¢ largely fromthe rarity of 
the air, and since the atmosphere be- 
comes less dense the higher one goes, 
it is evident that a limit must soon be 
reached above which man cannot as- 
cend. Professor Mosso made his first 
experiments on Mont Rosa, next to 
Mont Blane, the highest peak of the 
Alps, where he ascended to an eleya- 
tion exceeding 16,000 feet without seri- 
ous inconvenience. Returning to Tur- 
in he made his next ascent.so to speak, 
without ascending at all. In other 
words, he produced an imitation of 
the rare atmosphere of a very lofty 
mountain top by partially exhausting 
the air from a large pneumatic cham- 
ber in which he had shut himself. 
When the air in the chamber corre- 
sponded in’ density with that which 
would be found at a height of 24,272 
feet above sea-level, he suffered such 
ill-effects that he could not carry the 
experiments further. The height to 
which, Professor Mosso thus simulated 
an ascent ‘is almost a mile less’ than 
that of Mount Pverest, so that it seems 
improbable that man will ever be able 
to set his foot on the loftiest peak of 
the earth. —

say on the above subject. Comfort- 
able quarters he placed as the firut 
requisite, and we give the description 
and illustration of his barn basement, 
He says: 

We keep the temperature of our 
stable at 30 to 35 degrees, and never 
below 20 degrees in the most severe 
weather. I find the cows eat and dv 
better when not too warm. We use 
a single stanchion with chain tie, The 
stanchion is simply a pole about three 
inches through, mortised into a sill 
und securely fastened at the top. The 
chain tie goes around the neck with 
a large ring that slides easily up and 
down the stanchion. This gives the 
cow much more comfort and keeps her 
just as clean. 

We put the first stanchion 18 Inches 
from the wall or partition, and then 
one every three feet. We then put a 
partition between every other cow, 
The partition should fit tight in the 
manger, and should not come back 
hetween the cows more than 18 Inches 
from the stanchion, We have a drop 
behind the cows of six inches, The 
floor on whioh the cows stand is five 
feet from mapgen to drop, The manger 
is 18 inchés Wide. We left an elght- 
inch space under the feed rack to feed 
grain through, 

This stable has many advantages, 
and I think would be appreciated by 
all. Water is as necessary as the feed 
in the production of winter milk, and 
it is hard for the average farmer to 
supply his cows with plenty of it, of 
the right temperature. A cow cannot 
do her best if compelled to stand in « 
zero wind and drink through the lo 
I would water in the stable, if possi- 
ble. We have a drive well in the feed 
alley. The temperature of the water 
from this well is never below 50 de- 
grees, but I would like to supply them 
with good water 10 or 15 degrees 
warmer, 

Good care is what tells In the long 
run. Milk, feed and water regularly, 
and be sure not to leave them out W hen 
too cold. We only leave ours out long 
enough to arrange the stable when 
the temperature is below 20 degree

When Mr. Laurier moved an amend- 
ment to the report of the Printing 
Committee that hereafter the supply- 
ing of each Senator and Member with 
a leather trunk and box of stationery 
be discontinued, the amendment 
ried without a word of dissent. 


Mr. Bain moved the adoption of the 
report of the Committee on Agricul- 
ture which deals with the provision 
of cold storage and the removal of 
quarantine on thoroughbred animals 
entering Canada Mr Bain lucidly 
explained the leading features of The 
report. 

Dr. Sproule spoke strongly in favor 
rs the report, as also did Mr. McMil- 
an. 

Dr. Montague said the Government 
could count upon the support of the 
Opposition in any efforts made to 
secure cold storage accommodation on 
steamships. From confer- 
ences which he had had with the Im- 
perial Minister of Agriculture in Eng- 
land he regretted to say there did 
not seem to be the slightest chance 
of a removal of the embargo on Cana- 
dian cattle. 

The discussion was continued by 
Messrs, Davin, Oliver, Choquette and 
Dupont, 

The Minister of Agriculture said the 
House would find the Government pre- 
pared to carry out the recommenda- 
tions in the report so far as lay in 
their power. In the matter of quar- 
antine of thoroughbred stock, he had 
reason to believe that the United 
States Government was prepared to 
meet Canada on common ground, As 
ragards the shipment of Canadian 
cattle from United States ports, he 
presumed like concessions would have 
to be granted for shipment of Amerl- 
can cattle from our ports. 

The report of the committee 
adopted. 

Mr. Davin, on motion to go into sup- 
ply, moved an amendment in favor of 
placing coal oll, binder twine and ag- 
ricultural implements on the free list 

Mr. Laurier said there was an elec- 
tion protest hanging over the hon. 
gentleman, which probably accounted 
for his action to-day. Did he not 
think the House would gerlously de- 
cide to give six months’ notice in ad- 
vance what it intended to do with re- 
gard to the duties on these articles? 
The position was a preposterous one. 
Mr. Davin surely never expected that 
his amendment would carry. 

Mr. Davin reminded the Premier 
that one of his colleagues, Mr. Mulock, 
had frequently sought to elicit the 
views of the House on this and similar 
questions. 

Mr. Richardson believed that these 
articles should be placed on the free 
list.He fully realized, however, that a 
resolution, if adopted this session, 
would be meaningless. Mr, Davin was 
clearly influenced by the ‘fact of the 
protest hanging over him. 

Mr. Mulock said that in 1891 he in- 
troduced a resolution in favor of free 
binder twine. Eighty voted for it and 
100 against. One of the noble hundred 
was the hon. gentleman who had 
moved this amendment. (Ministerial 
laughter and applause.) 

Mr. Craig said there was a binder 
twine factory in his town and the 
adoption of this resolution would mean 
that the factory must be closed, Free 
binder twine would not mean cheaper 
binder twine for farmers. He was op- 
posed to the adoption of the amend- 
ment In that respect. 

The House then divided upon Mr. 
Davin's amendment, when a somewhat 
unusual scene was presented. For the 
first time in the recollection of some 
of the oldest parliamentarians groups 
were caucussed and votes were can 
vassed in the chanmifer. As a general 
thing the House apbvided on such 
clear-cut issues thdt every party man 
knows just where ie stands. But In 
this instance party men, especially 
among the Oppositigm side, were a lit- 
tle at sea as bet their protection- 
ist principles and a desire to show 
up the Liberal party. However, there 
Was not much wavering, and the great 
bulk of the Conservatives voted with 
the Government against the motion. 
But it did seem strange, In view of 
thelr protection tenets, to see the 
efforts of the three Patron members 
to shirk the vote, Messrs. Rogers 
(Frontenac), Tolmie (West Bruce), 
and Pettit (Prince Edward), were in 
the House and heard the question put, 
yet it was not until Mr. Davin arose 
and called attention to the fact that 
the hon, members had not voted that 
the three Patrons reluctantly arose 
and voted in favor of the amend- 
ment. The incident was quite an un 
asual one.

After some further talk, Mr. Foster 
remarked that not a word had been 
Sald about the qualifications of these 
three candidates. Mr. Monet had prac- 
tically admitted the partnership. be- 
tween himself and Mr. Geoffrion. So 
far as giving the position to Mr. 
Fiset’s son was concerned, the Govern- 
ment might as well appoint the hon. 
member himself. He asked Mr, Lau- 
rier to give his opinion of the prob- 
able effect of this action upon the 
independence of Parliament. Accord- 
ing to the newspapers, the committee, 
after in the first instance having asked 
the House to dismiss these translators, 
had, not being able to agree upon their 
successors, decided to keep them on 
for the session. And after all, these 
men, having been dismissed for par- 
tisanship, it was proposed to appoint 
partisans in their places. 

Mr. Laurier replied that the Govern- 
ment had in no way whatever inter- 
fered in the matter. As a member 
of the House he simply stood by the 
rule laid down by the Tories in 1888, 
The House had nothing to do with 
the past political partisanship of the 
new appointees. It was only concern- 
ed that from thenceforth the partisan- 
ship should cease. He saw no impro- 
priety in the son of the member for 
Rimouski being an officer of the House. 
Of Mr. Geoffrion’s capability he was 
thoroughly satisfied.

Mrs. Chipman, the mother of Mra 
Sternaman’s first husband, was asked 
if Mrs, Sternaman had anything to 
say with respect to Sternaman’s death 
and replied: “She has lots to say, but 
she will hold her tongue till the time 
comes for her to talk. She has been 
terribly treated, It’s an outrage, She 
has engaged a lawyer and she will 
see that the guilty ones are attended 
to. The Canadian papers have made 
a sensational story out of what they 
infer was a murder, and not only that, 
but they have insinuated that Mrs.

Sternaman was a brother of Mrs. 
Chauncey Sevenpiper of this city. 
Sevenpiper was a patrolman of the 
first police precint, and died about 
three days after the death of Sterna- 
man. He died after an illness Iast- 
ing only four days, death having re- 
sulted from a complication of liver 
and kidney trouble.

Starting out this morning on a new 
ecclesiastical year, I want to give you 
the keynote of my next twelve months’ 
ministry.

The God who hath been on the 
side of this nation since the Fourth of 
July, 1776, will see to it that this nation 
shall not commit suicide on Noy. 3, 
1896. By the time the unparalleled har- 
vests of: this summer get down to the 
seaboard we shall be standing in a 
sunburst of national prosperity that 
will paralyze the pessimists who by 
their evil phophecies are blaspheming 
the Gdd who hath blessed this nation 
a He hath blessed no other. 

The first ray of the dawn I see in the 
gradual substitution of dfplomatic skill 
for human butchery. Within the last 
twenty-five years there have been in- 
ternational differences which would 
have brought a shock of arms in any 
other day, but which were peacefully 
adjusted, the pen taking the place of 
the sword. The Venezuelan controversy 


tin any; other age of the world would 


have brought shock of arms, but now 
is being so quietly adjusted that no 
one knows just how it js being settle 1. 

The Alabama question in any other 
age of the world would have caused 
war between the United States and 
England. How was it settled? By men- 
of-war off the Narrows or off the Mer- 
sey? By the gulf stream of the ocean 
crossed by a gulf stream of human 
blood? By the pathway of nations in- 
carnadined? No. A few wise men go 
into a quiet room at Geneva, talk the 
matter over, and telegraph to Wash- 
ington and to London, “All settled," 
Peace, peace! England pays to the 
United States the amount awarded— 
pays really more than she ought to 
have paid. But still, all that Alabama 
broil is settled—settled forever. Arbi- 
tration instead of battle. 

So the quarrel about the Canadian 
fisheries in any other age would have 
caused war between the United States 
and England. England said, “Pay me 
for the invasion of my Canadian fisher- 
jes." The United States said, “I will 
not pay anything.”’ Well, the two na- 
tions say, “I guess we had better leave 
the whole matter to a commission.” 
The commission is appointed, and the 
commission examines the affair, and 
the commission reports, and pay we 
ought, pay we must, pay we do. Not a 
pound of powder burned, no one hurt 
s0 much as by the scratch of a pin. 
Arbitration instead of battle, 

So the Samoan controversy in any 
other age would have brought Germany 
and the United States into bloody col- 
lision. But all is settled, Arbitration 
instead of battle. 

France will never again, I think, 
through the peccadillo of an ambassa- 
dor, bring on a battle with other na- 
tions. She sees that God, in punish- 
ment at Sedan, blotted out the French 
empire, and the only aspirant for that 
throne who had any right of expecta- 
tion died in a war that has not even 
the dignity of being respectable. What 
is the leaf that England would like to 
tear out of her history? The Zulu war. 
Down with the sword and up with the 
treaty! 

We in this country might better have 
settled our sectional difficulties by ar- 
bitration than by the trial of the-sword.

80 proposed to bonus all the cream- 
erles in the country for the purpose 
of encouraging them to provide cold 
at the creamery buildings. 
This would cost from $200, where there 
is cold storage at present, to $500, 
where it will be necessary to put in 
new storage altogether; and it was 
proposed to give a bonus of $50 this 
year, $25 the next, and $25 the third 
year. As to the benefit of such stor- 
age, sales were made in England last 
week from two creameries in the 
Northwest, the product of the one 
with cold storage netting 2c a pound 
more than the other.

Besides, there would have to 
be bonus for cold storage houses in 
the ports of shipment, but the plan 
Was not complete. Another proposal 
was to spend money in advertising in 
England the results of our cold stor- 
age system, and to expend $1000 in 
stimulating the shipments of eggs to 
the British market.

The storm struck the place at 3,30 
o'clock on Tuesday morning and con- 
tinued for several hours. At 4 a.m. it 
blew a perfect tornado and suddenly 
changed to southeast, bringing in a 
deluge of water, the tide iising two 
feet higher than in the memorable gale 
of 1884, 

At 7 o'clock an immense tidal wave 
come in from the south, carrying de- 
Struction with it. Boats, wharves and 
small houses were hurled from (the 
shore, and, breaking into fragments, 
covered the streets with wreckage and 
rendered them impassable, while the 
torrents of water rushing throusgh 
every open space would take® the 
strongest man off his feet. It was 
this tidal wave that caused the princl- 
pal loss of life, many houses being 
swept from thelr foundations and the 
inmates drowned. 

Of the twenty bodies recovered 
twelve are white and eight colored, Of 
the whites six belong to the Whitson 
family, a mother, four children and a 
young woman visitor. The other white 
Victlins are men, ve not yet been 
identified. Of the eignt colored, only 
one, Peter Woodson, has been identi- 
fled. 

Most of the victims were buried deep 
in mud by the tidal wave, and many 
of the bodies will probably never be 
recovered, 

Deplorable as 
Cedar Keys proper, it is as nothing 
in comparison with the number of 
spongers and fishers who are drowned. 
The Mary Eliza, a fishing schooner, 
reached Cedar Keys yesterday and re- 
ported that at dark Monday night 
nearly 100 vessels were anchored on 
the Sponge bar just below Cedar Keys, 
and that nearly every one of them was 
sunk by the hurricane, 

As these vessels carried from four to 
ten men, the loss of life is horrible to 
contemplate. It is possible that many 
of the vessels were blown into the 
Gulf and rode out the hurricane, but 
the Mary Eliza’s captain thinks by far 
the greater number are beneath the 
water with their crews. 

The men who went down the coast & 
few miles returned to Cedar Keys late 
yesterday afternoon and reported find- 
ing the bodies of eight men, which 
had been washed ashore. Thes men 
were the crew of sponging ves and 
the crews of most of the other Sst Is 
undoubtedly met a similar fate, Four 
men reached Cedar Keys in a dingy. 
They were part of the crew of the 
schoner Rosalie, and report the ves- 
gel sunk and elght of their companions 
drowned. The schooner Gertrude 1s 
dismasted and abandoned 15 miles 
south of Cedar Keys The Mallory !s 
fast in the Suwanee River swamp.

from the north did not arrive so promptly. 
Frelghts were moving uncertainty. As far 
as could be learned Jast olight, all lines in 
Ontario belng pretty well manned 
with elther old or new operators. Assist- 
ant Superintendent Williams made the 
statement that as far as bis division was 
concerned there was a foll complement of 
ngents and operators at work, and that 
only about 4 per cent. of these were stp 
men, Ags far as he knew, there were only 
elght new men between here and) Wind 
sor. elght between here and Owen Sound, 
oud two at Leaside Junction. The strik- 
ers bad gone back to their instruments at 
Toronto JunceUion and Orangeville, while 
at Streetsyille Junetion Agent McHenry 
and Operator Kinsman had just resumed 
their duties. General Superintendent Leon- 
frd spoke In a siniilarly sanguine strain. 

Over against these official observances, 
however, must be placed news more or less 
reliable from other sources, It was as- 
serted at a late hour that most of the men 
between the Queen ey and Smith's Falls 
had again gone ont n obedience to an- 
other order from Montreal. It was Impos- 
sible to verlfy this, but after 7.30 p.m. 
the local despatchers were unable to get 
any telegraphic connection with Smith's 
Falls. 

It Is understood also that an order bas 
Issued from the freight department Iin- 
stiueting all O, & Q. agents to refuse to 
accept apples and other perishable goods 
for shipment, 

A gentleman who came down from Owen 
Sound brought word that freight In that 
direction is altogether tiled up. 

What points most towards ao defeat of 
the operators In this section Is the asser- 
tlon freeiy made that the local members 
of the other rallway orders have deserted 
the strikers. Yesterday a committee of 
conductors, engincers, firemen and train- 
men appointed by a Junction mass meet- 
Ing of railway employes in sympathy dith 
the strikers waited upon General Superin- 
tendent Leonard with a view to bringing 
about a settlement of the difficulty. 

After the meeting Mr. Leonard stated 
that the deputation had gone away 
satisfied that the company had done right 
in refusing to bear the complaints of the 
operators. 

Later, a gentleman who was Introduced 
to the reported by Supt. Leonard 
os Conductor Hassard, chairman of the 
aforesaid committee, gave the scribe an 
account of the In‘>orview referred to. He 
said that a com Ittee representative of 
nll the railway orders yesterday waited 
upon the superintendent to see If they 
conld not arrange an amicable settlement 
of the trouble; that Mr. Leonard had ex- 
plained to them the company’s attitude 
throughout; that each member of the com- 
mitteo bad gone away satisfied that they 
could slo nothing because thelr hands were 
tled Dy the way the operators had gone 
about the business; that they were still 
In sympathy with the strikers, but could 
not apbold them In the action they had 
taken. Mr. Hassard added that the com- 
mittee felt that the railway had done a 
great deal In offering to take back the 
strikers. 

It is understood that at the deputation’s 
request the time for the operators to return 
to work was extended from 2 p.m. to 5 
p.m. yesterday, and that the committee 
carried back to another meeting of the 
men at the Jnnction the result of thelr 
Intercession. It Is alleged, moreover, that 
the operators acknowledged thereupon that 
the sympathizing orders had done all that 
could be expected of them. 

The local authorities continue to labor 
to relleye other divisions of the road. 
Eighteen new men went east In the after- 
noon to try and raise the blockade In Que- 
bec, and Chief Train Despatcher Price Is 
still recelving applications for positions 
from telegraphers willing to fill the vacant 
posts. Many of these have been Instructed 
to report at the Union Station to-day. Many 
of the job-secking messages come from 
American operators out of work, Grand 
Trunk employes, and even Indies, but no 
one included In these three classes Is being 
employed. 

Then, to go outside of the 0. & Q. div- 
ision, and look at the situation elsewhere, 
we may start at the Atlantic const. 

From Halifax no partial freight tle-up la 
reported, and, coming west, the company 
seems to be filling the vacant posts In 
Quebec.

by Train Despatcher Price early in the 
week, got home last night, and his 
story is an entertaining one. From 
North Bay he was forwarded on 400 
|miles to take charge of the station at 
Cache Bay, but he soon found that he 
did not like the place at all, and his 
reminiscences of his brief visit are 
vivid. 

He had occupied the post just halt 
an hour when a mob of men paid him 
a formal call and proceeded to initiate 
him into the ways of the place. Tying 
'a rope around his waist, they dragged 
him out of his office, and dropped him 
into the river near by. Then, pulling 
him out, for twelve long, cold hours 
shivering in his wet clothes, they 
kept him a prisoner on an island, When 
he finally escaped he could get no- 
thing to eat in the place. All +h- in- 
habitants closed their doors in his face, 
and, nearly starving, he walked down 
the track to the next station. Here 
he found that the Cache Bay people 
had wired ahead of him, and when he 
applied at a hotel for food the proprie- 
tor charged him $3 for a meal. After 
other adventures he managed to make 
his way by train to the Queen City. 

Another relief operator at a neigh- 
boring station was surrounded by the 
natives, covered with a mixture of 
tar and flour, and let go with the sign 
“Scab” inscribed in large letters upon 
his back. This unfortunate is said to 
be now walking home, 

The railway is making every effort to 
protect the operators they are continu- 
ally forwarding to this unsettled dis- 
trict, and on Saturday they despatch- 
ed a force of twelve constables from 
Toronto to North Bay. The squad in- 
cluded C.P.R, Detectives Ross, two 
York county constables named Brown 
and ex-P.C.’s Paton and Watson. Po- 
lice are also being forwarded from 
Montreal, and soon the whole north 
shore of Lake Superior will be patrol- 
led by bluecoats. 

Assistant Superintendent Willlams 
last night made this statement in re- 
gard to the strike; 

* We are on the high road to victory, 
and a greased highway at that. The 
despatchers and operators on the | 
Moose Jaw division, the Winnipeg di- | 
vision and as far east as White River 
on the north shore of Lake Superier 
have all gone back to work, There is 
a complete circuit from Montreal to 
Fort William and the Quebec division 
is in good shape.

There is a great deal 
of discontent existing here among the 
operators, who fear that in the col- 
lapse which they see is inevitable with- 
in the next twenty-four hours their 
positions will be jeopardized by the 
action of the committee in Montreal.

. Presents are being received by the 
Baronet and his wife by every ex- 
press and mail from all parts of Can- 
ada, and many from England, some 
most costly, others modest, but all ac- 
companied by a profusion of good 
wishes and congratulations, The gift 
of the family to their parents will 
take the form of a handsome service 
of gold plate. The ornamentation on 
the different pleces consists chiefly of 
laurel leaves and thistles, the latter 
being emblematic of Sir Charles’ native 
province. On the larger articles the 
dates, ‘ 1846-1896," and the monogram 
“Cc, F. T.,” are incorporated in the 
open work at the top of each, the 
whole presenting a very pretty effect. 
The centrepiece itself is very richly 
carved and chased and heavily em- 
bossed. The Senate's gift will be a 
centreplece in gold, and the article 
when finished will stand about 16 in- 
ches In height by about 2 feet in width. 
The design is a remarkably pretty one, 
the national idea being carried out in 
every detail. From an open pedestal 
in the centre spring four arms of bur- 
nished gold, each ornamented at the 
cap with a spray of maple leaves, in 
which will rest a.small bon bon dish 
In cut glass. The pedestal itself is 
composed of burnished gold, also orna- 
mented with the national emblem, In 
the centre of the open space between 
the upright supports rests a beaver, 
finished in dull gold. Upon the body 
of the stand and immediately beneath 
the large cut-glass fruit dish, are four 
shields, upon which are engraved re- 
spectively the family arms, the Domin- 
lon arms enameled in colors, and the 
dates 1846 and 1896.

No. 1 Manitoba Northern wheat shall 
ronsist wholly of wheat grown In Mani- 
toba or the Northwest Territories of 
Canada, and shad] be sound and well 
cleaned, welghing not less than sixty 
pounds to the bushel, and shall be com- 
posed of at least fifty per cent. of hard 
red Fyfe wheat. 

No wheat which has been subjected 
to scouring or brushing for the re- 
moval of smut or other fungold 
growth shall be included in any of the 
above mentioned grades. 

No. 2 Manitoba Northern wheat shall 
consist wholly of wheat grown in 
Manitoba or the Northwest Territories 
of Canada, and shall be sound and 
reasonably clean, of good milling quall- 
ties, and fit for warehousing, welgh- 
ing not less than fifty-eight pounds to 
the bushel, and shall be composed of 
at least fifty per cent, of hard red 
Fyfe wheat. 

No. 1 hard white wheat shall conslst 
wholly of wheat grown in Manitobs 
or the Northwest Territories of Canad: 
and shall be sound and well cleaned, 
welghing not lesa than sixty pounds to 
the bushel, and shall be composed of 
not less than sixty per cent. of hard 
white Fyfe wheat and shall not con- 
tain more than 26 per cent. of soft 
wheat.

Advantages and Disadvantages as Come 
pared With the Crean ery System. 


The question is often asked whether 
it Is more profitable for the individuai 
dairyman to make butter at home or 
to supply his milk to a creamery, and 
have it made up on the co-operative 
plan. As to which plan is the better 
one to adopt will depend nearly alto- 
gether upon the individual himself. 
Some of our most successful dairymen 
have been those who have made a spe- 
clalty of butermaking, and have had 
thelr milk made into a first-class ar- 
ticle at home, 

There are come advantages that the 
private buttermaker has over the <o- 
operative buttermaker, He has con- 
trol of the cows Which produce the 
milk, and also control of the milk from 
the time it Is taken from the cows ‘ill 
it is ready to be manufactured into 
butter. In fact, he has control of all 
the conditions, aside from natural 
ones, that come into play in the care 
of cows, in the handling of milk, ana 
in preserving it in a pure state for 
manufacturing, and if he is a capable 
man, is able to put skill into his work, 
and is willing to give particular atlen- 
tion to all the little details connected 
with the process throughout, he is like- 
ly to carry on a more remunerative 
business than the person who supplies 
milk to hte co-operative concern. 

Then, again, the private buttermaker 
is usually in a position to sell directly 
to the consumer, which is a decided 
advantage, If he is able to secure a 
private customer in some of our large 
towns and cities who Is willing to oay 
a high price for a good article (and 
these are not hard to secure in the 
larger centres), and he can retain that 
customer year in and year out, the suc- 
of his enterprise is assured, 

Many of our most successful dairy- 
men have managed In this way and 
have made a large profit out of thelr 
cows. In 1894 a private buttermaker in 
Western Ontario realized as high as 
$70 per cow profit, after paying 
for the cost of feed, etc., for the year. 
He had a herd of over fifteen cows, 
and, of course, milked them for twelve 
months This is a large return, 
and considerably higher than many 
others have made During the lust 
year or two the prices have not been 
large. However, to the man who 
understands his business, and will de- 
vote his time and attenion to it there 
is still profit for the private dairyman 
at present prices

FAREWELL TO BRITAIN 
The Kassian Visifors to the Queen Take 
Their Departure From Balmoral 
Castle for France. 


London, Oct. 4.—The Czar and Czar- 
ina left Balmoral Castle this morning 
for Portsmouth,-there to embark for 
Cherbourg, France. They arrived at 
Portsmouth this evening at 5.30.

A Dairy Breed That Is Very Popular in 
Southern Germany. 


This is a Swiss breed. The United 
States consular report says of It: 

There are several off-shoot breeds de- 
rived from the pure Bernese, known as 
the Freiburg, the Frutiger, the LIlliez 
and Ormond breeds, but they are all 
more or less Inferior to the pure orlg- 
inal race. As a principle, cross-breed- 
ing has failed in Switzerland, and the 
best results have always been obtained 
from in-breeding from the pure orig- 
inal stock. 

Of these minor spotted 
only one that deserves notice here Is 
the Freiburg, which originated in the 
canton of that name, and is still bred

Mr. Foster asked for a statement of 
the Government’s policy with refer- 
ence to the Atlantic mail subsidy. 

Mr. Fielding, in reply, said that 
ference had been made in the House 
to the passing of the order-in-council 
last February, proposing to cut off any 
subsidies to steamship company 
making its terminus in a foreign port, 
meaning particularly Portland. The 
Impression In some quarters was that 
the contract with the Allans should 
be brought to a summary close. The 
orders-in-council which had extended 
the contract to the Allans’ contained 
the words, “subject to existing con- 
tracts.” In a technical sense there was 
no existing contract, the contract of 
1891 having been extended from year 
to year by order-in-council. It was 
the opinion of the present Government 
that, in view of the very long time the 
Allan Company had been performing 
the service, it was not reasonable that 
they should be summarily disposed of, 
as was proposed ly the late Ministry. 
Under these circumstances the Gov- 
ernment had decided to extend the 
contract until the end of the next 
Season of navigation, when they sup- 
posed it would be terminated. 

Sir C. H. Tuppér: Has notice 
given to the Allans ? 

Mr. Fielding: I do not know if for- 
mal notice has been given. 

Mr. Foster: Has any order-in-council 
been passed to that effect? 

Mr. Fielding said he could not speak 
positively on that point, but if it had 
not, an order-in-council would certain- 
ly be passed. 

Mr, Foster said that for the last ten 
years there had been a growing sen- 
timent In this country that the time 
Was approaching when the money of 
Canada should not be given towards a 
service making its terminus in a 
United States port. In 1889, when the 
fast Atlantic service was under con- 
sideration, the Government stated it 
as their policy to cease granting sub- 
sidies In that way. He detailed the 
steps which led to the subsidising of 
the line from St. John last winter, and 
the adoption of the order-in-councll of 
Feb. 21 this year, declaring it to be the 
settled policy of the Government not 
to subsidise any line making its term- 
inus in a foreign port. Dealing with 
the statement of the Finance Minister, 
who said there was no real contract 
with the Allans at present, Mr. Fos- 
ter stated that the last contract with 
the Allans was on the 24th Dec., 1893, 
to “absolutely cease and determine on 
the 24th Dec., 1892." That contract has 
been extended from year to year hy 
order-in-council up to the present time. 
In September, 1895, it was renewed un- 
til the 25th Nov., 1896, and on the lat- 
ter date it would “absolutely cease and 
determine’ unless renewed again. 
There was a clause in the contract of 
18M. which made it unnecessary 
to give the company notice of the ex- 
Piration of the contract: When the 
order-in-council was passed last Feb- 
ruary it was to the existing contract 
that it would apply; in other words, 
the contract expiring on Nov. 25, 1894, 
As regards the statement that no no- 
tice had been given to the Allans, jie 
met it then by the statement that 
no notice was required. Moreover, the 
Government were stopped from renew- 
ing the contract by their own Min- 
ister of Justice, who, in giving his 
opinion on the militia clothing con- 
tracts, said that no contract was valid 
and binding unless there was an ap- 
propriation for it. The policy of the 
late Government on this question was 
clear and explicit. The Allans did 
not ask for an extension beyond this 
year, because they knew from the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce per- 
sonally, and from the order-in-coun- 
cil, that the policy of the Govern- 
ment had been changed. Moreover, 
representatives of the steamship com- 
panies of Montreal had talked the 
matter over with Mr. Ives, and their 
vessels were during the coming win- 
ter to go to Halifax and St. John, 
and were to receive the proportionate 
share of the annual subsidy of $125,- 
000, Cleurly the present Government 
had determined to go against the 
well-understood policy of Parliament 
and of the late Government. No one 
had even stated that the contract 
would absolutely expire next year. 
No Minister had made such a state- 
ment. 

Mr. Blair: Did you hear the answer 
Sliven by the Minister of Trade and 
Commerce the other day? 

Mr. Foster said he had listened care- 
fully to Sir Richard Cartwright’s an- 
swWer, but there was nothing to indl- 
cate that the contract would absolute- 
ly and deter: next year 

Mr. Blair; The words “and no long- 
er” appear. 

Mr. Foster said they did not so ap- 
pear on the record, He proceeded to 
comment upon the proposed services 
during the winter from St. John and 
showed that if the policy of the late 
Government had been carried out and 
five-twelfths, or over $50,000, out of 
the annual subsidy of $125,000 had 
been given to Halifax and 8t, John 
during the coming winter instead of 
to Portland tho ports would have 
done a far larger amount of business 
and the winter trade would have been 
greatly encouraged Practically the 
aetion of the Government meant that 
they were pulling back with one hand 
that which they were advancing j

Sir C, H. Tupper chaffed Mr, Ficld- 
ing for his friendly professions for 
Halifax, which he had not carried out. 
He quoted a speech of Mr, Ficlding’s, 
delivered at Halifax Nov. 30, 1895, 
as reported in The Chronicle, in which 
he sald: “Halifax should look with 
plensure on thé accomplishment of 
the fast Atlantlo service, For her 
passenger and mall service by water 
and land Canada wants the fastest, 
and that is through the port of Hall- 
fax. We cannot make a success of it 
by sending it up the St. Lawrence, It 
is clear that for a summer and win- 
ter service some point of the Maritime 
Provinces must be selected. If Hali- 
fax has the advantages which we 
think she has, then Halifax will be 
selected,” He trusted that as a Min- 
ister Mr, Fielding would live up to his 
professions. 

Mr. Fielding said whenever he made 
a promise he hoped he would be able 
to carry it into effect, 

Mr. Blair said he could not take the 
statements of hon. gentlemen opposite 
very seriously. Whatever they had 
done last year to subsidise the Beaver 
line, it Was on their own initiation, but 
at the request of a civic deputation 
from St. John. 

The matter then dropped. 

Mr. Foster, on the third reading of 
the Supply bill, said he felt it his duty 
to call attention to the financial situa- 
tion. The estimates for 1895-96 amount- 
ed to $37,832,353, and for 1896-97 to $39,- 
763,259. To the latter amount must be 
added the sum of $400,000, which would 
be required for the meeting of Parlia- 
ment next session, making a total of 
$40,163,259, or an Increase of $2,330,906 
over last year. The estimated ex- 
penditure on capital account last year 
was $3,936,220, and for this year $4,- 
498,091, or an increase of $561,871. The 
total estimated expenditure last year 
was therefore $41,768,573, while for this 
year on consolidated and capital ac- 
counts it was $44,661,350, or an increase 
of $ 2,773 over last year. To the 
estimated expenditure for which the 
Government had provided there would 
have to be added also the amount of 
the supplementary estimates, which 
will come down next session. Look- 
ing at the estimates In detail it would 
be found that the decreases were few 
and far between, while the increases 
were many. In all the principal con- 
trollable items there was a very large 
increase. The principle underlying 
these figures was that in its first year 
the Reform Government started out 
with an estimated expenditure of $2,- 
892,773 greater that the preceding year. 
While the estimates showed an 
expenditure of $44,600,000, the 
revenue at the most was not likely 
to exceed $37,000,000. He did not think 
in the annals of parliamentary gov- 
ernment a finance minister in normal 
times had ever faced Parliament with 
& proposition of that kind. Mr, Field- 
ing had not condescended to give the 
House any information as to the way 
in which he proposed to make up this 
deficit, One would haye thought ‘that 
for the first year at any rate he would 
have tried to have brought expendl- 
tures and revenues somewhat nearly 
on a@ par. Before the year was out it 
would be necessary for the Finance 
Minister to borrow at least $10,000, - 
000 to make himself square. Mr. Fos- 
ter reminded the Government that 
their action was not in keeping with 
the platform as laid down in Ottawa 
in 1893, when they made it one of their 
planks to largely decrease the public 
debt, and to economize in expendl- 
ture, Clearly the professions and 
practices of the present Government 
were not in ‘accord. (Opposition 
cheers.) 

Mr. Fielding said it was an extra- 
ordinary thing for Mr. Foster in the 
last minutes of the session to present 
& marvelous speech, which he had 
done to-day. The country would not 
be alarmed at a comparison of the 
esUmates of expenditure, especially 
coming from a gentleman who had 
the high honor in three successive 
years to roll up a deficit of $6,000,000,

their share of disappointincnts also, if not 

all, at least a portion of them. Cvonsider- 
able dissatisfaction has been expressed for 
years with the. system adopted hy the 

Board in having judging done. This e.m- 

plaint has been principally due to the un- 
gracious cours pursued by somo directors 
exhibiting stock or other exhibitors with 
their oftic:al badge exposed, ‘This has not 
beon entirely overccme, but so much *com- 
plaint has been mado that no director 
should allow an opportunity to pass with- 
out raising his voice against it, should there 
chance to be a member of the board at any 
time who has cheek enough to attempt to 
practico it. Anothor obstacle has been 
what all other socioties have to contend 
with, and there are no persons more to 
blame than tho oflicers of tho society 
in allowing it to continue whero 
they know it exists, Last year, 
your correspondent is informed, 
that several exhibitors, some of whom 
were ladies, actually purchased tho articles 
exhibited out of stores or borrowed them, 
and exhibited as thoir own manufacture, 
&o., according to the usual form of entry 
required to be filled out with the Secretary, 
In other words made a false declaration to 
secure a prize. Tho same thing is supposed 
to have taken place this year. An instance 
is mentivned where a judge exhibite1 one 
year his own grain in a director’s name and 
then judged the grain himself. ‘The board 
had good reason to beli+ve this to be true, 
but took no means to stop it. Without 
further enlarging upon this information 
given the writer by an official as_ being 
detrimental to the fair, we will proceed to 
briefly note a few things concerning the 
show this year. The village as usual was 
decorated very tastefully for tho occasion 
and every accommodation afforded thoso 
who desired it at reasonable prices.

How Long Are Cows Profitable? 

Many dairymen and others who milk 
cows for profit believe that when a cow 
reaches the age of seven or ejght her 
useful years are over, and that she 
should be replaced by one younger. 
But, other things being equal, this Is 
a mistake. A cow that has been well 
cared for, with generous rations anil 
proper attention given to her comfort 
through all seasons of the year, Is bet- 
ter and will make a mere profitable 
return at elght years old than at an 
earlier age; in other words she is In 
her prime, and she will continue in this 
condition several years, and will not be 
considered an old cow until fourteen or 
fifteen years have passed. 

Cows with first calves—at two or 
three years—are generally unprofitable 
in their milk yield, and one really good 
cow between seven and eight years 
old will pay a better revenue than vivo 
that are performing their first year's 
duties in the dairy herd, 

It Is highly sntial that a dairy 
cow, to be profitable, should be a hearty 
eater, for just in proportion to her abil- 
ity to consume and assimilate food will 
she make return to her owner for his 
care and attention. This valuable fea- 
ture can generally be determined very 
early in the animal's life. A calf with 
a dainty appetite is sure to retain this 
undesirable quality after she becomes a 
cow, while one with a rugged constitu- 
tion and greedy, always wanting more, 
becomes the cow with power to con- 
sume food largely, and if bred and con- 
structed for dairy work, this is the 
kind that will pay largest returns. 

These observations from a Jersey 
breeder are more applicable to Jersey 
cattle than shorthorns, whose value us 
barrens Is an important item of con- 
sideration each season.—Farm and 
Home, England.

to have any significance 

In brief, the reason for 
or line, is that “a day” is an arbitrary 
division of time, based upon one ris- 
ing and settling of the sun, and which 
itself is caused by a single revolution 
of the earth When you travel around 
the world aginst the sun you gain a 
day, and when you encircle the earth 
With the sun you lose a day, For 
practical purposes of navigation and 
accurate Measurement of time the as- 
tronomers have agreed to drop this 
extra day into the middle of the Pacl- 
fic.

travel over the 
east to west as 
rapidly as the earth revolves, start- 
ing at high noon, the sun would re- 
main immediately overhead to him for 
the twenty-four hours, There would 
have been no sunrise or sunset for him 
that day. 

So far as the registry of the sun was 
concerned, he would have been stiil 
enjoying the noon hour, while all other 
men on the earth were returning to 
their afternoon labors, going to their 
homes after the labors of the day, go- 
ing to the theatre In the evening, re- 
tiring to bed and to sleep, rising in the 
morning and beginning the next day's 
labors and again to lunch at noon, 
During the course of his long noon 
hour the calendar would have done its 
work, however. 

Let this traveller start at noon on 
this same journey and go as slowly as 
he will—100 years in making the cir- 
cuit—he would have by those slow de- 
grees filched from the calendar one 
full day and no more. He will have 
Seen the sun rise and set not so many 
times by one as the man who has 
remained stationary upon the earth's 
surface. 

When he turns and moves with the 
Same rate of speed in the opposite 
direction to which jt moves it will take 
him just as long to cover the distance 
back to his starting point, but his re- 
lation to the sun, which counts off the 
periods of time, will be remarkably al- 
tered. He will enter the shadow of 
the earth in half the time that he 
would if he remained and allowed the 
ordinary revolution of the big globe to 
carry him out of sight of the sun. 

He will pass through the shadaw of 
the earth in half the time that he 
would if he remained still and will 
emerge into the sunlight again with 
what had been the under side of the 
earth to him when he started. That 
js to say, he will have seen a day and 
a night (noon to noon) while the earth 
had made only half its revolution, and 
he was only half way round. 

He will arrive at his starting point 
at noon of the second day, according 
to his own experience, having passed 
twice through the shadow of the earth 
—night—while the folks at home had 
done so but once. He will have gain- 
ed a day upon them and upon the 
calendar, but that the 180th degree of 
longitude has been called in to set him 
straight. That is the explanation of 
the gaining of a day in traveling the 
world round ifrom west to east—the way 
the world itself is going; and it mat- 
ters not how long the traveller em- 
ploys in the journey, he sees the sun 
rise and set once oftener than the man 
who stays at home, although there is 
no jolting of the heavens to announce 
it.

another illustration of the 
lost day. Imagine a train of cars 
twenty-four miles long on a circular 
track, the last car being just in front 
of the engine—that Is, the train mak- 
ing a circle. 

The train starts to move at a rate 
of speed that will bring the engine 
back to the starting point at the same 
time next day. A man on the rear 
end starts to walk to the engine, and 
a man on, the engine starts to walk 
to the rear end 

They walk at a rate of speed that 
will bring them to thelr destination at 
the same time the train stops. They 
pass each other exactly in the middle 
of the train, and at noon the next day 
the man from the engine has arrived 
on the last platform and the man from 
the last platform mounts the engine. 
They have both, so far as walking is 
concerned, travelled exactly the same 
distance, but, in fact, one has travelled 
forty miles while the other has not 
traveled at all. 

The man who started from Ahe rear 
end of the car has been carried the 
entire distance covered by the train 
and has walked the entire length of 
the train—he has passed the starting 
point twice, The man who started 
from the engine to walk to the rear 
end.of the train has remained station- 
ary with regard to the ground, Walk- 
ing as he has he has seen through the 
car windows hour by hour the same 
trees and signposts that marked the 
point at which he started,

Sir Mackenzie said that his desire 
in bringing the matter up was to have the 
the fullest extent. He 
knew that the object of the late Sir John 
Thompson in having this clause inserted 
in the code was to reach just such classes 
of offenders as the writer of this letter was. 
He was not sure whether the case came 
under the provision of the code referred to, 
but if it did not the law should be amended 
so as to include within its scopo cases of 
this kind, 


Senator Gown had not the slightest 
doubt but that the caso of the writer of the 
letter referred to cameo within the opera- 
tion of the clause of the code. [He thought, 
however, thatitlsy withthe Provincial 
aythoritics of Quobce to institute proceed- 
jogs. Tho Federal Government could, how- 
over, implement such procesdings by 
strengthening the hards of the Crown pro- 
secutor of the Province. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell pointed out what 
course was taken by the Government of Sir 
John Thompson in instituting criminal pro- 
ceedings against Messrs. Larkin, Connolly 
& Oo., and suggested that the same course 
could be taken in the present caso. 

Sir Oliver Mowat said that as questions 
of this kind should be discussel in a man- 
ner free from party spirit, he would not in 
any way deal with 1t from the standpoint 
of party. Tho wrong-doing instanced in 
the writing of the letter referred to, if the 
facts alleged were correct, showed that the 
asking for advice on tho subject of public 
tenders by any Minister was a dangerous 
thing todo. ‘This was the first instance of 
anything of the kind, aud he was quite 
sure some olber method of awarding con- 
tracts would be adopted in the future. So 
far as the question was concerned he had 
been informed that Mr. Petit denied the 
accuracy of the lotter publish as coming 
from him. The Goveroment bud domand- 
od of him an oflicial explanation of his con- 
nection with the matter. As soon as that 
reply was received tho Governme:.t would 
consider what steps were necessary ta be 
taken in the matter.

from Cherbourg, which wasto escort 
the imperial party to that port. 





Arrival at Cherbourg. 


Cherbourg, Oct. 6.—The bad luck 
which seems to cling to the Czar 
showed itself again to-day. ‘he most 


‘ elaborate preparations had been made 
* to recelve the Russian travelers, The 
‘way from the landing stage to 
hall of the arsenal had been covered 
with silk hangings, shields, banners, 
and flowers; the landing stage itself 
Was beautifully draped; venetian 
masts Were erected; floral, bunting 
‘and other decorations were displayed 
; everywhere; but when the work was 
, complete, the weather became threat- 


ening, and later a _ terrific squall 
swept over the city and fort, felling 
the venetian masts to the ground, 


scattering the decorations in all direc- 
tions, and inflicting great damage 
everywhere. This morning, however, 


ed in replacing the damage done, and 
every possible effort was made to 
‘have the arsenal, the landing stage 
| and the approaches bright with fresh 
decorations. 

The French northern squadron, con- 
sisting of 21 vessels, left the harbor at 
8 o'clock, in single file, and with a 
| gale of wind blowing. Before the 
| Warships were outside the harbor they 
were almost completely hidden from 
view by a heavy rainstorm, which 
did further damage to the decorations 
ashore. The gale also increased in 
force, andaheavy sea beganto thun- 
der on the coast. 

There seemed little doubt that the 
Imperial yacht, Polar Star, would re- 
ceive a severe shaking up on her way 
here, and, if the storm lasted, she 
might have difficulty in making port. 
Storm signals were hoisted here and 
along the coast. 

The French fleet was to meet the 
Polar Star at about mid-channel, or 
possibly at the three-mile limit, in 
view of the heavy weather. But 
according to program, the French bat- 
tleship Dupuy de Lome, with Presi- 
dent Faure on board, would push on 
ahead, meet the Czar'’s yacht, salute 
her, and then return to Cherbourg, in 
order to await the arrival of the 
Russian travelers. 

It was not until noon that the news 
was signalled that the Russian Im- 
perial yacht Polar Star had joined the 
French squadron and was proceeding 
to this port with the French warships 
on each side of her, 

The interior of the magazine has 
been decorated and arranged with all 
the exquisite taste of thé French in 
such matters, and with the amazing 
liberality of their present enthusiasm 
for all things Russian, The interior 
of the magazine has been divided into 
a reception hall, a diplomatic hall 
and a banqueting room, and each is 
gorgeously furnished and fitted up. 

A line of rails has been laid in the 
arsenal grounds, the terminus being 
at the door of the diplomatic hall. 
Heré at 9 o'clock to-morrow evening 
the Czar and Czarina will take the 
train for Paris, preceded a few min- 
utes by the special train of the Presi- 
dent, and quitting the arsenal to the 
roar of 101 great guns. 

The Czar and Czarina have planned 
to remain i... days in France, and 
will visit Versailles and the Camp de 
Chazlons, where there will be a most 
imposing review of troops, numb®¥ring 
about 70,000 men. 

The Czar and Czarina arrived at 2 
o'clock this afternoon, and were given 
a frantic ovation by the immense 
crowds that had assembled near the 
Bassin du Commerce, the Avant Port 
and the quais in the vicinity. The 
weather was stormy throughout the 
night, and early this morning the rain 
was falling heavily. This had a bad 
effect on the many beautiful decora- 
tions, but did not dampen the enthu- 
siasm of the multitude, which, armed 
with umbrellas, early sought points of 
vantage from which they could not be 
driven by stress of weather. 

Along the route from the Quai de 
L’Ancient Arsenal, which fronts the 
stern side of the Avant Port, to the 
railway station, were numberless Ve- 
netian masts, which presented a hand- 
some sight last night, but which this 
morning looked somewhat bedraggled 
after having been exposed to the storm.

How to Cure Black Knot, 
A remedy for black knot in 
cherry, plum, ete., is to cut off

most serlously affected branches below ; 


the discased part. Shave the other 
knots off smoothly with the surfac« of 
the limb, then paint all the scars with 
any kind of cheap paint that does not 
contain lead, into which is mixed 4 
spoonful of paris green to a pound of 
paint. This method has proved effec- 
tive among Connecticut Shakers, who 
are very capable fruit growers. Many 


others recommend painting the wound 


with raw linseed oil without any mix- 
ture of the poison. Probably the better 
plan is to entirely cut off every affect- 
ed branch at a good distance below the 
black knot, painting the wound with 
ore of the preparations just named. 
Be careful not to have any sap or 
juice on the knife from near the black 
knot when you cut off the limb, as 
this might inoculate the healthy sap 
with germs of black knot, The 
sachusetts Experiment Statlow 
given much attention to this pest for 
several years, and concludes; ale ais ¥;

internal economy of the “fruit waa 
far out of the common run of eggs 
The larger end of the egg was occupl- 
ed entirely by the white. Near the 
small end there was a filament which 
completely separated the yolk from the 
white 

The yolk was scarcely larger than a 
gZ00d-sized pea The covering of the 
ege. for could hardly called 
shell, considering that it had the ap- 
pearance and consistency of pliable 
parchment, was tough enough to hold 
the whole together, but by alight mani- 
pulation it was broken, and so the egg 
was lost to sclence and to the collec 
tors of Nature’s freaks. Another, how- 
ever, is covered with the same kind 
of a soft shell, but consists of two 
otherwise perfect eggs, the two being 
connected with a band of the same ma- 
terial as the shell and being a part of

not have been necessary. Our grateful 
thanks are due Miss Gordon, the valuable 
and efficient Lady Superintendent, for all 
she is undertaking in the interest of the 
hospital. She has presented a surgical 
table, organized a nurses’ library and hopes 
to give two cots for typhoid fever cases. 
She shows that the welfare of the institu- 
tion is very near her heart and that she in- 
tends todo all in her power to have it 
thoroughly equipped. The fact that two 
graduates of the ‘Training School for 
Nurses, Misses Iludson and Chase, came 
out Ist and 2od respectiyely in their ex 
aninations ut New York Cancer Hospital, 
demonstrates how well fitted Miss Gordon 
is for the position she holds as head of the 
Training School. 

Expenditure for the ycar has not beeu as 
large as that of last, Supply, $1,715.14; 
meat, 3315.40; bread, $178.22; butter and 
eggs, $257.21; milk, $308.48; tea and coffee, 
$65.20; vegetables and fruit, $133.71; soap, 
$49.46; groceries, $344.46; Matron’s salary, 
$400; nurses’ salary, $556.15 ; wages, 3601.88; 
fuel, $501.01; drugs, medical appliances, 
$730.06 ; pensions $75,514; improvements, 
$165.76 ; furnishings, $374.74; light, $351.14; 
telephone, $12.50; dorcas, $10; clothing, 
$16.36; board of inmates of Home, $73.68; 
insurance, $116 37; straw, $12; contingences 
$36.12. The liberal donation from Mr. Corby 
of $100, and $50 from other friends, supple- 
mented the yearly grant of $1,200 from the 
City Council for the indigent, Our custom- 
ary allowance of $25.00 Christmas bampers 
forthe poor, was increased $67.00 by gifts 
from private individuals. The members of 
the Ward Committees have endeavored to 
distribute the money as conscientiously as 
possible. 90 families have been alded, 70 city 
peas nursed in hospital.

During the epidemic in April and May it 
Was necessary to bring in six extra nurses, 
and it is our sad duty to record the death of 
one who willingly came to help us in our 
time of need, Miss Naomi Moshicr. She 
contracted typhoid fever and succumbed to 
the yirulenco of the. disease within a very 
short space of timo, in spite of medical skill 
and carcful and sympathetic nursing. She 
came to us a stranger knowing tho respon- 
sibility of the work and she laid down her 
life without a murmur, Hers was our home 
death, and our own sorrow helped us to 
sympath!ze more deeply with those we had 
seen deprived of their near and dear ones In 
our midst. 

Of our former class of nurses two have 
had a special opportunity to reflect credit 
on their hospital and training school, Miss 
Fannie Chase and Miss Frank Hudson 
went tothe New York Cancer Hospital to 
tuke post-graduate courses and in their ex- 
aminations took the highest number of 
marks ina large class of post graduates. 
Miss Hudson taking 91 per cent and Miss 
Chase 93 per cent of total number ot marks. 

October commences the second term for 
our present class of nurses and 50 
far the lectures have been faithful 
and conscientious in their work, 

Since October Ist 1895 we have had 18 in- 
mates in the Home for the Friendless, 14 
menand4 women. There were 3 deaths, 
1 from jaundice, 1 from chronic nephritis 
and 1lfrom chronic gastritis. At present 
there are 9 inmates. 

The ambulance was taken charge of hy 
the city and given into the care of Mr. 
George McCoy. Since December: Ist 1895 it 
has made 35 runs. 

I wish to thank the members of the Hos- 
pital and Advisory Boards who assisted me 
with their sympathy and advice during the 
past year, thus Pata me encouragement 
and sharing with me the many responsibili- 
ties connected with my branch of the work. 
I also heartily thank the men, women and 
children who so ably assisted me in the 
stamp collecting.

The vessel chartered for this 
purpose is the R.M.S., Aorangl, built 
by the Fairfield Ship Bullding Co,, con- 
structors of nearly the whole of the 
Cunard Company's Atlantic fleet. The 
Aorang) is registered in the high st 
class at Lloyds’, is 889 feet long, 46 
feet beam and 39.9 depth, with a re 
gistered tonnage of 4196 tons, She is 
to be fitted with new machinery and 
boilers to give her a capacity of 5000 
horse power, with a guaranteed speed 
of 16 knots, but it is expected that this 
speed will be considerably exceeded, 
There will be first-class satoon accom- 
modation for 100 passengers, second- 
class accommodation for 60 passengers, 
and third-class for 100, There will be 
complete electric light installation 
throughout, and the steamship will b> 
specially ventilated for tropical voy- 
ages.

facilities for carriage of bulky com- 
modities that are furnished by the 
steamship lines. Considerable Cana- 


dian freight now reaches Australia by 
New York,’ but the railroad rates art 
in most almost prohibitory 
against the Canadian manufacturers. 
Cargoes from New York by 
vessels consist chiefly of lumber, staves, 
marble, agricultural implements 
the like. It is estimated that 
sixty to elghty vessels clear from New 
York for Australia with such 
every year. In view of the fact that 
these commodities are all produced in 
Canada and 
many points in the United States 
quite as cheap to Montreal as to New 
York, Mr, Larke thinks that a line 
of salling vessels should be chartered 
to freight between Montreal and points 
in Australia. He thinks that there is 
sufficient trade to warrant a sailing 
vessel from Montreal during the season 
of navigation. 

Commissioner Larke notes that three 
representatives of Canadian firms re- 
cently sent out to develop trade in 
bicycles, axes, carrlage woodenware, 
farm implements and patent medicines 
have met with considerable success. 

It is reported to-day that Mr. Kim- 
ber, gentleman usher of the Black 
Rod, is to be superannuated and the 
office abolished. The only duty which 
Mr. Kimber has is to summon the 
faithful Commoners to the Senate 
Chamber at the meeting of Parliament 
and prorogation, and to prepare a list 
of those who are to appear on the floor 
of the House and in the Press Gallery. 
This means about three days’ work in 
the year, for which he receives $1 9, 
with fine quarters in the Senate as a 
residence, valued at $650, or $2000 in all.

Rosebery dodged the responsibility 
thrust upon him, The Dally Chronicle, 
@ most able and ardent anti-Govern- 
ment organ, criticized him in severe 
language. Lord Rosebery appears to 
have run out his most brilliant, most 
fitful, most pathetic career. The 
mighty chair now falls to the man 
who ought, by right and title, to have 
had it when Mr, Gladstone left it~ 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt. It is 
true that he is 70 yearg old, but his 
speech to his Welsh constituents day 
before yesterday shows him to be full 
of the vigor which Rosebery lacks. He 
is In perfect accord with the mgsses, 
which Rosebery was not. 

“This political tragedy shows that 
Rosebery stood almost alone against 
the overwhelming force of upinion of 
the mass of the nation. No event of 
past months shows so hopeful an au- 
gury for the delivery of the Armen- 
jans, and as the Tories, and even Sal- 
isbury, it is belleved, share the senti- 
ments all humane Christian persons 
must feel at the atrocities, a set- 
tlement of the Eastern question Is 
arriving—nay, even perhaps at this 
very moment, through negotiiutions in 
Paris, has already been made.”

supernatural flame of beauty. Its law 
of symmetry, its law of zones, its law 
of parallelism, something to excite tht 
amazement of the scientist, chime the 
cantos of the poet and arouse the 
adoration of the Christians. 

No one but the Infinite God 
fashion a carbuncle as large as y 
thumb nail, and as if to make all ¢ 
appreciate this precious stone he or- 
dered It set in the first row of the 
high priest's breastplate in olden time 
and higher up than the onyx and the 
emerald and the diamond, and in Bzek- 
jel’'s phophecies concerning the splen- 
dors of the Tyrian court the carbuncle 
is mentioned, the brilllancies of the 
Walls and of the tessellated floors sug- 
gested by the Bible sentence, “Thou 
hast walked up and down In the widst 
of the stones of fire!” But in my text 
it is not a solitary specimen that I 
hand you, as the keeper of a museum 
might take down from the shelf a pre- 
cious stone and allow you to examine 
it. Nor is it the panel of a door that 
you might stand and study for its 
unique carvings or bronzed tracerles, 
but there is a whole gate of it lifted 
before our admiring and astounded vis- 
jon—aye, two gates of it—aye, many 
gates of it, “I will make thy gates of

Gates of 
the church. Gates of anything worth 
possessing. Gates of successful enter- 


prise. Gates of salvation. Gates of na- 
tional achievement. Isaiah, who wrote 
this text, wrote also all that about 
Christ ‘as the Lamb to the slaughter,” 
and spoke of Christ as saying, “I have 
trod the wine press alone,"’ and wrote, 
“Who is this that cometh from Edom, 
with dyed garments from Bozrah?" 
And do you think that Isalah in my 
text merely happened to represent the 
fates as red gates, as carmine gates, 
as gates of carbuncle? No. He means 
that ft is through atonement, through 
bleed red struggle, through agonies, 
we get into anything worth getting 
into. 

Heaven's gates may well be made of 
pearl, a bright, pellucid, cheerful crys- 
tallization, because all the struggles are 
over, and there are beyond those gates 
nothing but raptures and cantata and 
triumphal procession and everlasting 
holiday and kiss of reunion, and so the 
twelve gates are twelve pearls, and 
could be nothing else than pearls. But 
Christ hoisted the gates of pardon in 
His own blood, and the marks of eight 


fingers and two thumbs are on each 
gate, and as He lifted the gate it 
leaned against his forehead and took 
from it a crimson impress, and all 


those gates are deeply dyed, and Isalah 
was right when he spoke of those gates 
as gates of carbuncle. 

What an odd thing it ts, think some, 


this idea of vicarious suffering, or suf- 
fering for others! Not at all. The 
world has coct: vicarious suffering mil- 


lions of times before Christ came and 
demonstrated it on a scale that eclip- 
sed all that went before and all that 
shall come after, Rachel lived only 
long cnough-after the birth of her son 
to give him a name. In faint whisper 
She sald, “Call him Ben-oni,” which 
means, “son of my pain,” and all mod- 
ern travelers on the road from Jerusa- 
lem to Bethel uncover their heads and 
stand reverently at the tomb of Rachel, 
who died for her boy. But in all ages, 
how many mothers die for their chil- 
dren, and in many cases grown up 
children, who by recreancy stab clear 
through the mother's heart! Suffering 
for others? Why, the world is full of 
it. 

“Jump!” said the engineer to the fire- 
man on the locomotive. “One of us Is 
enough to die. Jump!" And so the en- 
Kineer died at his post, trying to save 
the train. When this summer the two 
trains crashed into each other near At- 
lantic City, among the 47 who lost 
their lives, the engineer was found 
dead, with one hand on the throttle of 
the locomotive and the other on the 
brake: Aye, there are hundreds here 
to-day suffering for others. You know 
and God knows that it is vicarious sac- 
rifice But on one limestone hill about 
twice the helght of this church, five 
minutes’ walk from the gates of Jeru- 
salem, was the sublimest case of suf- 
fering for others that the world ever 
saw or ever will see.

age, and the thirteen colonies went 
through sufferings which the historian 
has attempted to put upon paper and 
the artist to put upon canvas, but all 
in vain Engraver's knife and report- 
er's skill and telegraphic wire and daily 
press, Which have made us acquainted 
with the horrors of modern battlefield, 
had not yet begun their vigilance, and 
the story of the American Revolution 
has never been told and never will 
be told. It did not take much ink to 
sien the Declaration of Independence, 
but it took a terrific amount of blood 
to maintain it. It was an awful gate 
of opposition that the men and women 
--and the women as much as the men— 
pushed back. It was a gate of self sac- 
rifice. It was a gate of blood. It was 
a gate of carbuncle. 

We are not indebted to history for 
our knowledge of the greatest of na- 
tional crises, Many of us remember it, 


and fathers and mothers now living 
had better keep telling that story to 


their children, so that Instead of their 
being dependent upon cold type and 
obliged to say, “On such a page of such 
a book you can read that,” will they 
rather be able to say, “My father told 
me so,’ “My mother told me so.’ Long 
after you are dead your children will 
be able to say, with the psalmist, “We 
have heard with our ears, O God! our 
fathers have told us that work Thou 
didst in their days, in the times of 
old.” But what a time it was! 

Four years of homesickness! Four 
years of brotherly and sisterly es- 
trangement! Four years of martyr- 
dom! Four years of massacre! Put 
them in a long line, the conflagration 
of cities, and sec them light up a whole 
continent! Put them in long rows, the 
hospitals, making a vast metropolis of 
pain and paroxysm! Gather them In 
one vast assemblage, the millions of 
bereft from the St. Lawrence to the 
gulf, and from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific beaches! Put the tears into lakes, 
and the blood into rivers, and the 
shrieks into whirlwinds! During those 
four years many good and Wise men at 
the north and the south saw nothing 
ahead but annihilation, With such a 
national debt we could never meet our 
obligations’ “wit such mortal antipa- 
thies northern and southern men could 
never come into amity, Representa- 
tives of Louisiana and Georgia and 
the Carolinas could never again sit side 
by side with the representatives of 
Maine, Massachusetts and New York 
at the national capitol. Lord John Rus- 
sell had declared that we were a bub- 
ble bursting nationality,” and it had 
come true, The nations of Europe had 
gathered with very resigned spirit at 
the funeral of our American republic, 
They had tolled the bells on parlia- 
ments and reichstags and lowered their 
flags at half mast, and even the lion 
on the other side of the sea had whined 
for the dead eagle on this side. The 
deep grave had been dug, and beside 
Babylon and Thebes and Tyre and 
other dead nations of the past our dead 
republic was to be buried. 

The epitaph was all ready: “Here 
lies the American republic, Born at 
Philadelphia, July 4, 1%76. Killed at 
Bull Run July 21, 1861. Aged $5 years 
and 17 days. Peace to its ashes.’ But 
before the obsequies had quite closed 
there was an interruption of the cere- 
monies, and our dead nation rose from 
its mortuary surroundings. God had 
made for it a special resurrection day 
and cried: “Come forth, thou Republic 
of Washington and John Adams and 
Thomas Jefferson and Patrick Henry 
and John Hancock and Daniel Webster 
and S. 8S. Prentiss and Henry Clay: 
Come forth!” And she came forth, to 
be stronger than she had ever been. 
Her mightiest prosperitics have come 
since that time. Who would want to 
push back this country to what it was 
in 1860 or 1850? But, oh, what a high 
gate, what a strong gate she had to 
push back before she could make one 
step In advance! Gate of flame! See 
Norfolk Navy Yard and Columbia and 
Chambersburg and Charleston on fire!

And 
when he saw the Invalid foot pass he 
would hail it and go out and offer 
medicine and crutch and helpfulnesa. 
And when he saw the aged foot pass 
he hailed it and told the old man of 
heaven, where he would be young 


again. When he saw the foot of child- 
hood pass on the sidewalk,he would go 
out with good advice and a laugh that 
seemed like an echo of the child's 
laugh Well, time went on, and as 
the shoemaker’s wants were very few 
he worked but little for himself and 
most of the time for others, and in 
the long evenings, when he could not 
wll see the feet passing on the side- 
walk, he would make shoes of all sizes 
and stand them on a shelf, ready for 
feet that would pass in the daytime. 
Of course, as the years went on, under 
this process the shoemaker became 
more and more Christian, until one day 
he said to himself: “I wish among all 
those feet passing up there on the side- 
walk I could see the feet of the dear 
Christ passing. Oh, if I could see His 
feet go by, I would know them, be- 
cayse they are scarred feet.” That 
night the shoemaker dreamed, and in 
the dream he saw the glorious Christ 
and he said, “O Christ, I have been 
waiting for Thee to pass on the side- 
walk, and I have seen lame feet, and 
wounded feet, and aged feet, and poor 
feet, but in vain have I looked for Thy 
scarred feet.” And Christ said to the 


shoemaker: “Man, I did pass on the 
sidewalk, and you did see my feet, 
and you came out and hail Me and 
bless Me and help Me. You thought 


it was the foot of a poor old man that 
went shuffling by; that was My foot. 
You thought it was the foot of a 
soldier that went Imping past; that 
was My foot. You thought that shoe- 
less foot was the foot of a beggar; that 
was My foot. The shoes, the clothing, 
the medicines, the cheering words that 
you gave to them, you gave to your 
Lord.

A HOMEMADE WINDMILL. 
_—__— t 

Fall Direction for Making One to Oper+ 
ate an Ordinary Pump. 


A windmill such as is portrayed be- 
low can be made by any ingenious far- 
mer at a trifling expense, says R. M. B. 
in Farm and Home. For an upright 
to place the windmill on, I use 6 by 6 
inch elm scantling. Cut a 2-inch strip 4 
feet long from the center and run It 
down on the cribbing of the well. Two 
bolts, a a, were riveted through up- 
right to cribbing. Two braces, b, of 2 
by 4-inch scantling make the upright 
secure. To upper end of upright !s 
bolted a piece of old pump piping about 
2 feet long for the sucker rod c c to 
work through, as well as for the wind- 
mill to turn and face the wind. The 
cross piece upon which the windmill 
works, d, contains a hole just large 





enough to allow it to turn easily on 
this pipe. The shaft from the windmill! 
to pitman passes close at one side or 
this pipe, The tail or vane is put on 
the opposite side of the cross piece to 
the fan and balances it. To prevent 
the main vane from holding the fan 
{po straight to the wind in a storm, I 
placed a smaller vane, e, at the side. 
Strong winds press against the smaller 
vane,turning the fan out enough to pre- 
vent breaking. The cross plece is 6 
by 6 inches. At about one-third of the 
distance from the pipe to pitman 1s 
placed a standard, g, for a lever, f, 
to work on. These parts were mado 
by a blacksmith My windmill has 
been in operation over a year and 
since placing the smaller vane, e, on 
the side, I have had no trouble with 
it; before then, a storm would break 
the leaves. 








A Voint in Dairy Practice,

has issued a statement, signed by 
Ash Kennedy, G. P. Pike; Ed Sawyer 
and D, C, Young, and reading as fol- 
lows: 

“We, the committee, think it due 
to the public and all parties concerned 
that the Cor: jiltee of Conciliation 
should set right the existing misun- 
derstanding, The strike was called 
because the executive of the company 
at Montreal refused to take up or 
discuss alleged grievances until they 
had first been presented to the di- 
sional officers on the division where 
the grievances were supposed to exist 
and they had failed to adjust them. 
In this the company was right. The 
rules of the company and the rules of 
all organizations of employes provide 
for this method of presenting such 
matters to the company, The Com- 
mittee of Conciliation did not discuss 
the alleged grievances of the opera- 
tors. The only question discussed was 
the best means of having the strike 
declared off. The proposition, which 
has already been published, was pre- 
sented to the company by the Con- 
ciliation Committee, representing the 
operators, and was accepted by the

Mr, Castle 
vehemently asserts his own innocence, 
as well as that of his wife. They are 
still in jail, bail having been refused,

New York, Oct. U.—Julian Ralph 
cables from London as follows to The 
Journal: 

At the United States Embassy, at 
Scotland Yard, and in the offices of 


the London newspapers, which do not 
dare to print a word of it, the Castle 
case is said to be the strangest and 
most interesting of its peculiar kind 
in_the recollection of living men. 

There lie In jail a respectable and 
Wealthy merchant of San Francisco 
and an attractive and intelligent wife, 
against whom not a word of reproach 
has been uttered or written in forty 
years, and yet they are charged with 
the persistent and indiscriminate ler- 
ceny of goods, both valuable and tri- 
fling. carried on for months, not only 
in England, but all over the Con- 
tinent, 

There is no gainsaying the fact that 
many men who know the facts in the 
case believe the charge to be true 
against either the man or the woman, 
or both. Some hold the woman guilty 
and the man t[npnocent; sme declare 
that the woman is an exemplification 
of the most extraordinary case of 
acute kleptomania ever met with. 

But the shopkeepers who suffered 
by the alleged thefts insist that in 
every case charged, Castle was with 
his wife and remained behind her, 
being always last to leave the shop 

Never did respectable man and wo- 
man find themselyes in a deeper, 
darker pit than these two are in, and 
yet their friends are of such charac- 
ter, 80 powerful, so respectable, and 
so numerous, that intelligent specta- 
tors await with acute anxiety thr 
Solution of the strange puzzle. How 
such damning evidence could  ac- 
crue against persons hitherto 
80 worthy Is yet to be explained. 

Said one of the United States Em- 
bassy officials to-day: 

“This case has at Jeast half a dozen 
features which place it far above any 
Other case with which the Embassy 
has had to deal. For three days the 
Embassy has been bombarded by 
sheaves of cablegrams and inundated 
by hosts of callers, all offering testi 
mony as to the high standing and 
reputation of the Castles, and offering 
any and every assistance possible to 
help clear him from the trouble in 
Which he finds himself,’ 

Two million pounds sterling 
been placed at the disposal of the 
Embassy with which to furnish ball 
for Castle, and, to all appearances, as 
much more could easily be obtained 
here in London from people who know 
him, #0 great is the interest tak n in 
the case, and so strong is the faith of 
individuals in Castle's probity. 

Secretary of State Olney has sent 
two urgent telegrams to the Embassy, 
urging that every proper assistance 
be rendered to Castle, and there is no 
doubt that eve ry possible means is 
being used by the Embassy to be of 
assistance

Victoria College was obtained on the 12th 
of October, 1556, just 60 years ago. 

In the following year, 18th of June, the 
doors were opened with Rey. Dr, Ritchie 
as first principal, In the first year 187 
students enrolled, the majority of them be- 
ing women, In 1830 Rev. Jesse Herbert 
became principal. During these years the 
college Inbored under great tinancial diffl-- 
culties, and it was only by great efforts on 
the part of such men as Dr, Ryerson that 
jt was kept from collapsing, In 1841 Uni- 
versity powers were granted, The pame 
or Victoria was given, along with a grant 
of £500 by the Government. To Victoria 
wns given the honor of graduating the 
first woman In arts In Canada. 

Dr. Ryerson became president In 
und held that position for a number of 
years with honor and distinction to the 
college. Dr. Alexander McNol followed 
him, who, in turn, was followed after four 
yours by the late Rey, S. 8. Nelles M.A,, 
L.D., who guided its existence for 
Under him many extensions we mide 
from time to time, and to him Victoria 
owes its true charactor as a broad, liberal 
uniyersity, Associated with him as pro- 
fessors were Chancellor Burwash, Dr “ane 
nar, Dr Harvie, F Breslaw and Dr © P 
Coleman. ‘These men are present profes: 
sors, saye Dr Harvie, 

To Dr. Nelles' instrumentality the pre- 
sent endowment fund of $250,000 of the 
college is due, In 1854 the department of 
medicine was added to the college; In 1560 
that of law, and in 1878 theology was add- 
ed. In the sawe year Victoria and Albert 
Colleges became afiiiiated and Victoria for 
the first time was called oa untyersity, In 
1887 Chancellor Nelles died and was fol- 
lowed as Chancellor by Dr. Burwash. 

In 1873 federation began to be agitated. 
At first both Dr. Nelles and Dr, Burwash 
strongly favored the movement, but In time 
the former changed his mind and became 
a bitter opponent, For seyen yeurs the agh 
tation went on, when Victoria became af- 
fillated to Toronto University in 1800, and 
wis at once removed to Toronto. 

During its history Victoria has graduated 
600 L.A.'s, 003 doctors, 125 LL.B.’s und 41

New York, Oct. 12.—Outbursts of in- 
tense religious fervor marked the mis- 
sionary meeting in Carnegie Hall yes- 
terda'y morning. Hundreds of 
sons contributed $110,000 in Jewelry, se- 
curities and cash to carry on the work 
of spreading the gospel. 

It was the occasion of the sermon and 
offering in connection with the thir- 
teenth annual convention of the Chris- 
tian Missionary Alliance, the climax 
of two weeks of meetings.’

The Rey. A. B. Simpson, president 
and founder of the Alliance, delivered 
the missionary sermon. It was a sim- 
ple address, describing the missionary 
endeavors of Philip, Peter, Paul and 
Barnabas. The point that he impress- 
ed on the audience was that the mis- 
sionary was not a hero. He simply 
was paying his debts to God. 

Then Mr. Simpson warmed to his 
subject, and his powerful volce filled 
the hall to its furthermost crannies, 
as, pointing to a large map of the 
world, he exclaimed tragically :

WHELAN’S SUBSCRIPTION. 


Mr. Talllon Says That His Version 
of the Matter Will be Very 
Different From Mr. 
Tarte’s. 


The case in the police court at Montreal, 
iu which Mr. J. Israel Tarte, the Liberal 
Minister of Public Works, is proscculung 
Mr. Grenior, a Liberal journalist, on tho 
charge of having criminally libeled him, 
has been productive of some spicy develop 
ments, as was generally expected, and tho 
manner in which that ‘‘old campaigner,” 
Mr. Tarte, testified as to notable incidents 
in his career, was really refreshing. It is 
not our practice to comment on cases which 
are sub judice, but no one who is conver: 
sant with the stories told as to Mr. J. P. 
Whelan’s golden bleedings for political 
purposes by that notorious pair Jimmy 
McShane and Ernest Pacaud, under tho 
Mercier regime, could fail to be struck by 
_ the discrepancy betweon Mr. Tarto's ovi- 
dence as to Whelan's alleged contribution 
to the Conservative campaign fund and tho 
yersion of the same affair which was given 
to the public by the leaders of the Con- 
servative party in the Quebec Legislature. 
For the present we reserye comment on 
the matter, but lay before our readers tho 
following statement which appeared in the 
Montreal Star : 

Hon. Mr. Tarte’s statements made under 
oath in connection with the $5000 of J. P. 
Whelan’s movey which he received in 1890 
from Ernest Pacaud and which he says he 
used for political purposes for the benefit 
of the Conservative Opposition at Quebec 
has naturally caused a good deal of gossip 
among politicians. The Hon. Mr. Taillon 
on boing seen said that he hoped that he 
would have an opportunity of being heard 
and giving his version of the matter. Said 
Mr. Taillon : ‘‘ My version of the facts will 
be very different from that of Mr. Tarte. I 
am not at all afraid to speak, but I do not 

- wish to say any more at present, principal- 

~ ly because I have not the full text of Mr. 
Tarte’s deposition before me, and the case 
is still before the courts. Altogether 
apart from this case, I may say that I 
have always made it a settled principle not 
to accept money from Government con- 
tractors for political purposes. I have 
more than once ref subscriptions that 
were offered me by Government contract- 
ors for my elections, and on one occasion J 
sent back a considerable sum of money 
which had been forwarded me by mail in a 
very delicate way.” 

Hon. G. A, Nantel also said that he 
would be heard when the proper time 
came. The story became public property 
in the Ford-Whelan case May 13, 1890, 
when J. P. Whelan said that the money 
had been taken fromthe bank ‘‘to pay 
boodlers with,’ and further added; ‘I 
paid the money to Mr. Ernest Pacaud to 
prevent his having any item struck off 
the official list of the budget of last ses- 
sion.” Mr. Pacaud in a letter to the 
oress at the time admitted having received 
10,000, adding that Mr. Whelan had a 
judgment in his favor for over $100,000 on 
the Quebec Court House contract.. Whelan 
was anxious to get hismoney. Mr. Pacaud 
added: ‘“‘I told him that I was afraid 
that the Opposition would create a big 
row, because it was to my knowledgo 
that they were complaining very bitterly 
of him; in the first place, because he 
had put me in possession of what I 
thought were very incriminating docu- 

’ ments so far as they were concerned ; and 
secondly, because he had not paid the 
amount which he had pledged himself to 
furnish them with during the elections of 
1886. They were consequently threatening 
to prolong the session for another month if 
the item in the budget in his favor was 
yreased, and I suggested to him, in his 
interest, the propriety of himself settling 
with the Opposition, because I was afraid 
that it the Government found thomselyes 
hurried in such a way they might allow the 
item to stand over till next session, I ro- 
peated the same suggestion the very next 
day to Mr. Whelan’s lawyor, Mr. Profon 
taine, but nothing more was said on the 
subjoct that day, and I left for Quebec.” 

It was subsequent to this that J. P. 
Whelan paid the $10,000 in question to 
Ernest Pacaud. 

Messrs. Taillon, Flynn and Blanchet, on 
May 15, 1890, made the following declur- 
alton : 

We deny most emphatically, in our own 
names, as well as in the names of the 
other members of the Opposition in the 





Legislature of Quebec, the assertions con- 
tained in Mr. Ernest Pacaud’s declaration 
as published in this morning's Quebec 
Chronicle, 
We never complained that Mr. Whelan 
: hadnot paid the amount which, in the 
words of Mr, Pacaud, “he had pledged 
himself to furnish us with during the 
elections of 1896,”’ because no such promise 
had boon made to us, We never “ threaton- 
ed to prolong the session if the item in the 
budget in Mr. Whelan’ favor was prossed 
by the Government.” 

We never asked for $10,000 or apy other 
sum, for the purpose of allowing the above 
itom to be adopted. 

Nover were we parties to any such ar- 
rangement, nor did we have any know- 
ledge of any such agreement ; we have not 
received one cent of the $10,000, neither 
have we authorized any person to receive 
the same, or any portion thereof, for the 
Opposition. 

We have never told Mr. Whelan, writ- 
ten to him or given him to understand that 
we intended to oppose the adoption of the 
item in question, 

Mr, Vacaud’s statements aro false and 
slanderous, and wo challenge him to ive 
the name of the person who received the 
money for the Opposition or any 
thereof. 

Mr, Alphonse Lemieux corroborated the 
story of the payment of $10,000 to Pacaud

Ottawa, Oct. 13.—(Speclal.)—Although

! talked over with Mr, Cameron, Pro- 
vincial Secretary, who was invited into 
the Council Chamber, Negotiations 
will be in progress two or three days, 
and by Friday, when a full meeting of 
council is to be held, terms of settle- 
ment will probably be reached. After 
this week there will be no council 
meetings for a couple of weeks, some

sub-committee of 
consisting of Sir Richard 
Cartwright, Messrs. Fielding and Pa- 
terson, will commence a peregrinating 
tour through leading centres of indus- 
try, with a view to eliciting informa- 
tion regarding the workings of the 
tariff. This tour will not necessarily 
occupy many weeks, as owing to the 
ready response to the circulars of the 
Department of Trade and Commerce 
much information has come to hand 
before the Ministers actually start out. 

Captain Ruelle of Detroit, command- 
er of a garbage scow which plies on 
the mighty Detroit River, was last year 
caught in the dirty act of dumping 
American filth in Canadian waters, 
and is now pressing for compensation 


for the indignities which the wicked 
Canadians heaped upon him at the 
time his scow was seized. Captain 


Ruelle did not know when he sought 
to dump his filthy cargo in Canadian 
territory that he was “breaking bulk,” 
and that in consequence he was yio- 
lating the Canadian law, for which he 
| was properly fined. In addition to that, 
the municipal authorities in Essex 
, County soaked the captain for breach 
of the municipal regulations and then, 
j when he got oyer to his own side of 
the river, the authorities there gave 
him a third dose. Captain Ruelle has 
induced a lawyer to write to the au- 
| thorities at Washington with a view to 
; Securing pressure upon the Canadian 
Government by way of Downing-street 
to secure $20,000 damages, but the cap- 
tain of the mud scow may just as well 
save his dollars, as he will not get 
anything from Canada if he tries till 
! doomsday. 

| Although to-day's decision of the Su- 
preme Court on the fisheries reference 
was expected, undoubtedly the case 
will be carried to the Judicial Com- 
> mittee of the Privy Council for final 
| settlement. The questions submitted 
to the court arose in the case of the 
Queen y. Robertson, decided by the Su- 
preme Court of Canada in 1882, That 
| was a case wherein the right of the 
‘ Minister of Marine and Fisheries to 
give a lease of a portion of the Mir- 
amichi River for the purpose of fish- 
ing was challenged by Mr. C. A. Ro- 
bertson, who was interrupted in the 
, enjoyment of his fishing. The court 
held that the general power of regu- 
, lating and protecting the fisheries is in 
the Parliament of Canada, but that 


j the license granted by the Minister of 


; Marine and Fisherles was 


void be- 


cause the law only authorized the 


' granting of leases ‘where the exclusive 











right of fishing does not exist by law,’ 
and in this case the exclusive right of 
fishing belonged to the owners of the 


land through which that portion of 
the Miramichi flows. It was also held 
that a license given by the Federal 


authorities to fish in streams running 


through provincial property would be 
illegal. This judgment led the pro- 
vinces to assert their rights, and a 


friendly refcrence to the Supreme Court 
of Canada was the result. 

The Chief Justice announced that 
; four members of the court were prac- 
tically a unit in their findings, these 


* four being Justices King, Taschereau, 


;Girouard and the Chief Justice, As 
the judgment seems desperately in 
volved your correspondent presents the 
following analysis made by Aemillus 
Irving, Q.C., who conducted the case 
for Ontario. Mr. Irving says: Prac- 
tically the Judges are in accord in fav- 
or of the provinces, except in as much 
as it confirms judgment in the Queen 
vy. Robertson in respect of non-navi- 
Kable waters and extends the same 
rule of law to all navigable rivers and 
great lakes the beds of which are 
wholly in the provinces, the right of 
fishing therein being a public common 
right, subject to provincial legislation. 

By the judgment to-day the Domin- 
fon is confined to the powers of con- 
Bervancy and regulation of fisheries. 
| "The Dominion has power to enact the 





imposition of a general license upon 
all persons fishing, but such licenses 
cannot be restricted to any particular 
locality. The Dominion power is 
general, and cannot give a license for 
any particular lake, river or other 
water, 

In the case of public harbors the 
judgment of the Supreme Court in 
Holman y. Greene is recognized, the 
lands thereof belonging to the Dom- 
inion, and as a cor quence tie right 
of fishing therein also belongs to the 
Dominion The Dominion has also

Borton Left a Letter Which Ludicates }bat 


Heo Was a Victhuw of Tnroqguited Love 


or Mad Tnfatuation--The Young Woman 


in the Case Bstablishes the Pact That 

She ts Blnameless-Barton's WUronstesdt 

ttterances Indicate That Ho Was 

Scarcely of Sound Mind 

Niagara Falls, Ont., Oct 13.—Th« 
suicide of the strange young man who 
leaped over Prospect Point, Niagara 
Falls, N.Y., yesterday afternoon, has 


had its first chapter in history and thy 


second one came up to-day. The un- 
fortunate man seems to have left u 
letter for the information of his friends 
and enemies, and this letter is one of 
the strangest collections of anger and 
pathos that have been seen in a long 
time. The first rounds of the mail 
carriers this morning brought a plain 


White envelope, addressed with a 
pencil, to Chief of Police Dinan, It 
had been dropped into the Niagara 
Falls, N.Y,, postoffice during the night, 
and was stamped as received at 649 
o'clock this morning, and left for de- 
rites at 7 o'clock just 15 minutes la- 
er, 

Below will be found the contents of 
that envelope in detail: 

Niagara, Oct. 10, 

To whom it may concern,—I presume 
by the time my letter is received, my 
poor body will be at the bottom of 
Niagara's roaring rapids, I care no 
more for no one. I could for one,and 
she shuns me. Oh, why did she do it? 
I met a girl here about three months 
ago. Her name is : I wrote 
her three or four times and received 
but one letter from her, and she stated 
she did not wish to hear from me. 
thought I would come and see her, but 
in yain, Oh, God, if she but Knew the 


lead- 


aching heart and burning brow. In 
agony I sit and scribble. If but one 
word of some one could touch her 


stony heart. I leave this letter to a 
friend whom—— knows. He will mail 
it after I am dead. My last words 
are that I may meet the girl in hell 


that ruined my life. Curse her! Oh, 
God, curse her until death; for her 
I die. I hope her stony heart will 
bleed if she ever hears the contents 


of this letter. 
sylvania. 
Chief Dinan, as soon as he received 
the letter, sent for the young girl 
named in it and questioned her. She 
told him promptly that A. H, B. was 
Albert H, Barton of Oil City, Pa., and 
she identified the writing as his. She 
practically admitted that she did not 
like his attentions, and the officer could 
not blame her in this matter, In or- 
der to settle matters more definitely 
the Chief telegraphed to the police at 
Oil City for further information re- 
garding Barton, who, if he is really 
the victim of this remarkably rash 
act, is one of the weakest specimens 
that Niagara has yet been called to 
inflict its awful penalty upen, 
According to the young woman's de- 
scription of Barton it certainly comes 
close to that of the suicide, She said 
he was 24 years old, dark complexion- 
ed and brown hair and mustache. The 
story told by the young girl certainly 
absolves her from blame in any way, 
and her desire that her name be kept 
from the public is a most reasonable 
one under the circumstances. Barton 
had no reason nor excuse for pressing 
his claim for her attentions, and be- 
cause she declined to acknowledge his

epistles she certainly was not to be 
blamed for his foolhardy action. 

The date of Barton's letter would 
indicate that he had written it on 


Saturday or else had made a miscal- 


culation of the date In some way. As 
to whom he gave the letter to mall 
no one will probably ever know, The 


time of its mailing seems to be proof 
positive that it was mailed long after 
the suicide occurred. Either the 
young man handed It to some stranger 
or boy to mall, or else some one has 
acted a party to his terrible deed. 
The most likely is that he imposed the 
task on some innocent head totally un- 
conscious of the nature of the missile,

picked up at Bic. per pound for choice. 

Atthe East end abattoir market this 
morning the receirts of live stock were 700 
cattle, 300 sheep, 300 lambs and 60 calves. 
Good to cholce steers and heifers sold at 3 
to 3}c; common to fair, 2to 2c; and in 
ferior 1) to lfc per Ib, live weight. Owlny 
to the continued discouraging advices from 
abroad, and the heavy losses made by ship- 
pers of sheep of Jate, the market was weak 
er, and prices declined 15 to 2eprr 100 
Ibs. The offerings were small, and suitable 
stock for the export trade was scarce, 
buyers only being able to pick out about 100 
head at $2.50 to $2.60 per 100 pounds live 
weight, On the other band, the market for 
lambs was stronger, and prices advanced jo 
per pound on account of the scarcity of 
choice stock, and loval buyers in some cases 
could not fill their wants, The demand 
was active, and sules of choice were made 
at 340 per pound, ard in some instances a 
trifle more was realized. Other sales were 
made at prices ranging from $1.50 and $3 75 
each as to quality. Culves were well en- 
quired for, and choice sold at $7 to $0 each, 
and common stock at $2.50 to $5 each.

The 
prisoners bad lived In one room in the 
Ceell Hotel, aud had gleaned from yartous 
shops a varicty of articles, such as 18 
tortolse shell combs, which were certainly 
jn excess of thelr requirements; 7 lvory- 
framed band wirrors, 7 gold watches, 17 
fons, 16 brooches and a great many other 
articles, 

It was difficult to belleve, Mr, Avery 
continued, that the male prisoner could 
have been unaware of what articles his 
wife had in her possession, particularly as 
Mr. Castle had been In the stops when 
the articles found in his wife's possession 
were missed. Mr. Avery admitted, how- 
ever, that it wan possible that the husband 
had been unconsclous of what was golng 
on, but, on the other band, the wife might 
have been getting the articles by her hus- 
band’s connivance or through his coercion. 

Mr. Charles Matthews, counsel for the 
prisoners, dwelt upon the Integrity, bign 
position and affinence of the yrisoners, 
whose family, he sald, were ready to fur- 
nish ball for them Im any sum, no matter 
how high. Mr. Matthews sald that he was 
prepared with a complete answer to the 
charges against the prisoners, The case 
of the lady, he sald, was extremely paln- 
ful. She had done what she would bere- 
after be called upon to answer for. Her 
reputation hitherto had been that of a 
woman of integrity, but her medical his- 
tory during the last three months had 
been of a character which had led physici- 
ons, who were present In court, to certify 
that she was Jnboring under the effects 
of a disease which was likely to lead to 
a temporary overthrow of her mind, and to 
this these doctors would testify when call- 
ed upon. 

Mr. Matthews’ address to the court on 
behalf of the prisoners was frequently In- 
terrupted by Mrs. Castle's sobbing. 

Mr. Avery, for the prosecution, sald that 
he would make no opposition to the admis- 
sion of the prisoners to ball. 

The physician of Holloway Jalil stated 
to the court that the detention of Mrs. 
Castle in fall bad been and would continue 
to be highly injurious to her health, as she 
was of a highly neryous temperament and 
disposition. 

The prisoners were then admitted to ball 
in the sum of £40,000 ($200,000) for thelr 
appearance In court next Tuesday, they 
haying been further remanded until that 
day.

Typographical Union Stronger Than Ever 
Before--Becret Societies Within the 
Union - The Cigarmakers. 


Colorado Springs, Oct. 13.—One hun- 
dred and ninety delegates~ from all 
parts of the United States and Canada 
are present at the 43rd session of the 
International Typographical Union. 


President W. B. Prescott, formerly of 
Toronto, in his biennial address, said 
that, in spite of adverse conditions 
during the last five years, the union 
was stronger to-day numerically and 
financially than ever before in its his- 
tory. 

The most important committee to re- 
port is the one appointed to investigate 
the condition of the Childs-Drexel In- 
stifute, and to make suggestions as to 
the course to be pursued for the relief 
and care o. |..uigent printers. 

The principal matter of business yes- 
terday was administering to the dele- 
gates an iron-clad oath, binding them 
to do all in their power to put down 
secret societies known as the Brother- 
hood in St. Louis ; the Carlton League 
and the Jaunita in New York. It is 
claimed that these secret societies ex- 
ist In the unions in the above cities, 
and that they are formed to control 
the elections of the officers and the 
legislation of the International Union 
in favor of certain subordinate un- 
jons throughout the country The 
matter created considerable excitement, 
but finally every delegate present, and 
some 50 ex-delegates, rose and took 
the oath. 


The Ciarmakers, 


Detroit, Oct. 13.—At yesterday's ses- 
gion of the Cigarmakers’ International 
Union's convention an amendment to 
the constitution was adopted, which 
forbids local unions to pay any more 
per capita taxes to central labor or- 
ganizations, with which they are affili- 
ated, in case they are conducted by 
professional politicians or members 
holding political offices. This action 
was taken in accordance with the reso- 
lution adopted at the last convention 
of the American Federation of Labor 

Another amendment adopted requires 
local unions to affiliate only with such 
central bodies as belong to the feder- 
ation

ability of establishing co-operative 
shops in places where difficulties exist 
which cannot be settled.

SECULAK ELDUCATION, 


Worthy Parents Not to be Denied the Bac 
ramecnts for Sending Their Chil- 
dren to Public Scheols, 


St. Louls, Mo,, Oct. 14.—A morning paper 
says: The question of secular education of 
Catholic children was ofticlally Oxed at a 
conyocaUion of Bishops and Are Lbishops of 
the Church, called by Cardinal Satolil 


at New York early in 1892, Ags the Papal 
representative, and speaking for Leo XUL, 
the following, which has never before been 
made public, was given to the hlerarchy: 

“We strictly forbld anyone, whetber 
bishop or priest—and this is the oxpress 
probibition of the sovereign pontiff through 
the Sacred Congreyation—elther by act or 
threat, to exelude from the sacraments 
Wortby parents who choose to send thelr 
children to the Public schools 

‘As regards the children themselyes, this 
enactinent applies with still greater force.” 

In support of the above prohibition, refer- 
ence Is made to section 195, page 104, conf. 
Trt, vi. B, 2; THT, vil., of the proceedings 
of the council of Baltimore, and throughout 
the ablegate'’s paper these proc ecdings are 
frequently referred to in support of his 
rulings. 

“When there is no Catholle school at all, 
or when the one that Is available Is little 
fitted for giving the children education in 
keeping with thelr condition, then the 
Public schools may be attended with a safe 
conscience, the danger of perversion being 
reudered remote by opportune remedial and 
precautionary measures ; a matter 
that is to be left to the consclence and 
Judgments of the ordinances.” 

Then, finally, In section XIII. of Mgr. 
Satolli's instructions to the archbishops ap- 
pears the followlng suggestion for placing 
Catholic schools, to a certuln extent, un- 
der the supervision of the State: 

‘* Bor the standing and growth of Catho- 
lic schools it seems that care should be 
taken that the teachers prove themselves 
qualified, not only by previous examination 
before the Diocesan Board and by a diplo- 
ma recelyed from it, but also have a teach- 
er’s diploma from the School Board of the

Had he resigned, the posi- 
Uon of the party without leaders in 
either the House of Commons or the 
House of Lords wou%d have been most 
awkward. Sidr William iHarcourt's 
leadership of the Liberals in 
House of Commons never has been 
impugned. Many think that he failed 
to support Lord Rosebery as loyally 
as he should have done; more say that 
his oVerbearing manner, his oppor- 
tunism, his want of one ounce of the 
enthusiasm of Mr: Gladstone, or even 
of Lord Rosebery, even were it not for 
the supposed pfeference of the Queen 
for other Liberal leaders, would debar 


him from a successful leadership of 
the party, but his fight against the

A DREADED PEST. . 


The Apple Maggot, or Railroad Worm, 
and How to Deal With It. 

The apple maggot or railroad worm 
is a serious pest that Is rapidly spread- 
ing from the east to the west, says the 
American Agriculturist. The mature in- 
sect is a fly, which cannot readily be 


poisoned, and it ts supposed that the 
eges which produce the maggots are 
deposited by the flies in the pulp cf 


the apple beneath the skin so that the 
young maggots are secure within the 
fruit from the time the eggs are laid 
until they are mature and emerge 
from the apple to go Into the ground, 
The maggot is very small and honey- 
combs the fruit without material injury 
to the skin or exterior appearance, but 
causes streaks of rot in the flesh of 
the fruit that are very repugnant to 
the consumer. The soil beneath In- 
fected trees was examined at the Rhode 
Island Experiment Station last fall 
(bulletin 87, L. F. Kinney), and the 
number of maggots that were secreted 
under different trees was estimated to 
be from 1600 to over 12,000, When hens 
were penned under the trees they work- 
ed faithfully and seemed to get enough 
food from the ground to sustain them 
during three or four days. It appeared 
as if few of the maggots were likely to 
be overlooked by the hens, It is prob- 
able that the apple maggots remain In 
the pupa state in the soil beneath the 
trees, in that latitude, from the time 


they leave the apple in the fall until 
the following spring, so that confining 
poultry in the, orchard is

It is important 
to ascertain the distribution of the pest, 
and all who observe it will please re- 
port to us. Carefully feeding all wind- 
falls or refuse apple to hogs or the 
stock is advised. Sheep, hogs and poul- 
try should be kept in the orchard after 
haying, if not before. Clean culture is 
also advised. Spraying is no protec- 
tion against this pest, because it does 
not affect the fly that lays the egg.

ARCTIC SEA WHALING. 


The Hardships of Sailors Shipping 
Ouz of ** Frisco” on Whalers, 
The awful story of mutincers, fighting, 

desertions, and a duel in the far Arctic 

regions, reported by telegraph recently, 
would not so much surprise the public 
were they in possession of a few of the 
facts relating to the methods that are used 
by the sailors’ boarding-house keepers in 
the city of San Francisco. Only a few 

“Cold” and experienced men are required 

for cavh vessel that goes out of the port of 

San Francisco whaling; the rest of the 

crew consists of green men, who are pick- 

ed up by the runners for the boarding- 
houses ; or of men who are lured to their 
places by attractive advertisements, 
promising good pay. These poor fellows 
are usualy men who are anxious to obtain 
work but cannot get it. Tho story they 
are told is something similar to this :— 
You get big pay when the ship returns ; 
we will giye you a good outfit of clothes 
and keep you here till the stip sails,” 
which is usually in a few days. He is then, 
if he decides to go, given a bed and _ his 
meals, and told not to leave the plice, Tn 
addition to he given a 
“splendid outfit’ of clothes, consisting 


this is 
usually of a single oil skin, a pair of mitts, 
two wool shirts aud two pair of socks. For 
every ordinary seaman shipped the shippor 
receives an advance note of $40 ; making 
possible a profit of from twenty to thirty 
dollars on each man. ‘The men engage on 
what is known as the “lay” system and 
the ‘greenies’ lay is exceedingly small. 
On board the vessel is an immenso chost, 
or storage room known as the ‘slop chest,” 
in this is kept sailors’ supplies, and it is 
not long before the unhappy dupe finds 
resort to it ;as he gots farther north he 
soon learns that his single oilskin does not 
keep out the chilly blasts, and itis re- 
placed by 4 doyble ane along with much 
other necessary clothing. For this he is 
charged ata very high rate, many times 
the real value of the thing obtained,and all 
this goes against his **lay’’ in addition to 
the advance note already given on shore. 
Let the catch be great or small when he 
arrives hoine at * Frisco” he is banded a 
silver dollar at the whaling olfice, in lieu 
of his year’s trip to the Arctic, and if he 
makes any complaint he is told that the 
lay on which he shipped is eaten up with 
supplies received from tho slop chest —and 
50 tho poor fellow is again adrift in a large 
American city with only a single dollar in 
his pocket. So much for whuling, its 
attendant dangors, hardships and frauds, 
practiced by those engaged in the business,

MEN ROASTED ALIVE. 


A Terrible Ballway Pitch-in Down South 
—Tralumcn Killed and Injared, 
But No Passengers Hurt 


Columbia, S, C., Oct. 14.—Through a 
misunderstanding of an order, the 
north and south-bound trains on the 
Florida Central and Peninsular Rail- 
road had a head-end collision at 3.05 
o'clock this morning, two and a half 
miles below Swansea, about 30 miles 
from this city. The trains came to- 
gether on an embankment, The eb- 
Sineers and firemen jumped and es- 
caped without injury. Express Mes- 
senger W. D. Lines and Mail Agen 
L. A. Thomas were pinioned inthe 
wreck, which caught fire from the coal 
oll lamps. 

The crews of both trains who were 
uninjured tried to cut them out, but 
the flames spread so rapidly that they 
could do nothing to aid the two un- 
fortunates, who were roasted to death. 

W. EE. Ulmer flagman, is missing and 
is undoubtedly among the killed. Ul- 
mer was last seen standing between 
the first and second-class coaches. He 
Was doubtless caught in one of the 
telescoped cars and burned up in the 
wreck, together with Lines and 
Thomas. Thomas is supposed to have 
been killed outright, as he was in the 
forward end of the combination mail 
and passenger coach, which was tele- 
scoped by being driven upon the ten- 
der. Lines’ death was a horrible one. 
He was not killed outright, but was 
caught under trunks and other wreck- 
age. His cries for help attracted at- 
tention and an effort was made te 
rescue him. The cars burst into 
flames almost immediately after the 
wreck occurred, and before help could 
reach Lines he was surrounded by 
flames. A barred window prevented 
the rescuers from reaching Lines, and 
while they were trying to pry open 
the bars he fell back in the flames. 
The horrified passengers listened to 
his screams without being able to ren- 
der any a: nce. 

Express Messengers T. C. Farmer 
and F. W. Price were slightly Injured. 

Not a single passenger was injured. 
There were very few passengers in the 
day coaches, nearly all the passengers 
being inthe Pullmancar in the rear 
of each train. The Pullman cars were 
not damaged. Although the accident 
occurred on a high embankment, not 
a single car left the track. The train 
left Columbia over an hour late and 
was instructed to wait at Swansea, 
25 miles south of Columbia, for No. 
36. The engineer of No. 35 read his or- 
ders Sweden, a station 30 miles fur- 
ther on, instead of Swansea. Before 
the conductor, who read the order 
properly, could ring htm down the col- 
sion occurres.-

Yyest plants of blackberry and red 
raspberry are obtainewd by cutting 
strong, vigorous roots in pieces four or 
five inches long and planting about 
*ipht inches apart In drills. Good plants 
are thus made in one season, Sucker 
plants coming up around the hill or 
between the rows, are also used and 
make good plants if carefully dug and 
a portion of the cross root retained, 
New plants of the black raspberry ure 
obtained by covering the tips with two 
ov three inches of motst dirt and 
leaving until spring. 


Cultings of the currant, gooseberry 


and grape may be made as soon as 
the leaves drop. New growth should 
be selected and cut in pieces about 


eight inches long. The cuttings may be 
set at once, eight inches apart in rows, 
teaving one bud above ground, or they 
inay be tiled in bundles, buried In 
sand and kept from frost until ready 
for setting in the spring. 

Good plants are also made by layer- 
Ing, bending the new growth to the 
ground and covering to the tip with 
moist dirt. This is the surest and best 
method, especially with gooseberries, 
which are hard to propagate from cut- 
tings. All cuttings should be placed tn 
rich, well prepared soll and thoroughly 
cultivated the following season. In se- 
vere climates protect in winter with @ 
mulch of coarse manure or straw. 

There are some advantages In propa- 
fating your own plants. You can con- 
tinue those varieties that do best in 
your particular locality and sojl, You 
can transplant them as your 
ground is properly prepared. You can 
use more care in transplanting and [ill 
the missing hills at leisure, It no 
doubt cheaper to buy plants from re- 
liable growers, and if the work is to 
be simply mechanical and for dollars 
and cents only, then do not try to 
propagate small fruit plants.

THAT $5,000 AFFATR. 
Mr. Tarte's conflicting statomonts as to 
his connection with that $5000 of Mr. 
Whelan’s money are so admirably 
handled by the Mail and Empire in its 
issue of the 15th inst., that we reproduce 
herewith our contemporary’s comments in 
their entirety : 

Asaresult of tho Tarte-Grenier libel 
suit, so farasit has gone, new light is 
thrown upon what is known to fame as the 
Wholan-Pacaud sffair. We were first 
introduced to this ‘‘ affair” in the course 
of a trial wherein Mr. Whelan, who had 
been the contractor for the building of the 
Quebec court-house, was accounting for the 
sums he had received from the Local 
Government in respect of that work. Mr. 
Whelan traced all the money, including 
$10,000 which he said had"been used ‘‘to 
pay boodlers with.” Pressed for details, 
he asserted that the cash had gone to Mr. 
Ernest Pacaud, ‘‘to prevent him having 
“my item:struck off the official list of the 
“‘*budget last session.” It appears that 
there had been an award of $140,000 to 
Mr. Whelan. This sum was placed in the 
estimates to be voted by the Legislature. 
Mr. Pacaud is said to have represented 
that it might not go through, and Mr. 
Whelan, as he declared, gave Pacaud the 
money to ensure its passage. 

The evidence created a sensation. At 
once Pacaud, who is to-day the right-hand 
man of the Federal Administration in Que- 
bec, made a statement. He asserted that 
he had certainly seen Mr. Whelan. ‘I 
told him,” he added, ‘‘that I was afraid 
**the Opposition "'--the Conservative Op- 
position—‘* would create a big row, be- 
“cause it was to my knowledge that they 
‘* were complaining very bitterly of him.” 
“They were threatening to prolong tho 
**gession for another month if the item in 
“the budget if his favor was pressed, and 
“ T suggested to him, in his own interest, 
‘the propriety of himself settling with the 
“Opposition.” This representation had its 
effect, and Mr. Pacaud received the $10,- 
000 for the purpose of buying up the Con- 

_servatives. On the very day that Pacaud’s 
story was published the Opposition mem- 
bers united in a declaration giving it a 
formal denial. The said they never threat- 
ened to oppose the item ; further, they 
never asked or received $10,000, or any 
other sum, and Pacaud’s statement, from 
beginning to end, was ‘false and slander- 
ous.” About this time Mr. Tarte was in- 
terviewed on the subject. He stated that 
he had not received a cent; nor had any 
member of the Opposition. Pacaud’s position 
Was now growing worse. It looked as if 
he had kept the money himself. Ia self- 
defence he published an interview, in the 
course of which he said he had not pre- 
tended that he had distributed the mor ey 
among the members of the Opposition. 
“*T said that I had remitted the money to 
**a person who undertook the 
“Opposition, and that as 
“understood.” The question now arose 
asto whothe dark horse, the great un- 
known, might be. Mr. Alphonse Lemieux 
lifted the veil on this point. To the Mont- 
real Gazette he spoke as follows: ‘‘Meet- 
“ing Mr. Pacaud, who knew my intimate 
“business relations with Mr. Whelan, he 
“‘said, ‘as you have frequently expressed 
***the desire to have your claim paid, I 
***am fully authorized tosettle the details 
“*with you.’ He told me that he had 
‘seen Mr. Tarte, who stated to him that 
“*Whelan had made a proposition to Mr. 
*Taillon, and Pacaud added that as Mr. 
**Taillon was not a proper man to mention 
** such matters to, ho (Pacaud) had arrang- 
“ed with Mr. Tarte that for a considera- 
“tion of $10,000 Mr. Tarte would see that 
“the Opposition would bo kept quiet, 
“and that this was the first basis of a set- 
“*tlement. Otherwise, if we did not con- 
** sent topay the $10,000, theOppositicn, as 
‘well as Mr. Tarte, would kick up such 
“a row that the item would

On the contrary, it was largely 
fouxht upon a most regrottable issue, 
which involved appeals to religious and 
national Hud that element 
been absent in the contest, Ido not hesi- 
tate to say that Sir Charles Tupper’s Ad- 
ministration would have sustained. 
Having a majority of between thirty and 
forty at his back, it was an easy matter for 
Mr. Laurier, the new Premicr—and, by 
the way, among the most deservedly 
popular of Canadian statesmen—to vote 
down Mr. Foster's motion. 

As you are aware, from 1854 to 18664 
reciprocity treaty existed between the 
United States and Canada, providing for 


the free exchange of the natural products 
of the two countries. Its abrogation was 
the act of the United States, not or Cun- 
ada. During the period the Liberals were 
previously in power—i.e., from November, 
1873, to October, 1878—Canada suffered 
severely in consequence of unfair competi- 
tion ; and the result was a demand fora 
change of policy in dealing with that 
country. The Conservative party, under 
the leadership of that great man, the late 
Sir John A, Macdonald, declared in favor 
ofa form of moderate protection in the 
country’s self-defence ; while the Liberals 
tenaciously adhered to an opposite course. 
The general election of 17th September, 
1878, resulted in an overwhelming defeat 
of the Government (Liberal) party at 
the polls, and within a month the 
Conservatives were again in_ office. 
In the session of 1879 the then Finance 
Minister, the late Sir Leonard ‘Tilley, in- 
cluded in his Budget speech the proclama- 
tion of a ** national policy,”’ which was 
vigorously assailed by Sir Richard Cart- 
wright and other Opposition leaders. The 
*“national policy” was carried, and it was 
put into successful operation, Ic was up- 
held at each succeeding general election. 
Some years ago the Liberals nade ** unre- 
stricted reciprocity wich the United States” 
the chief plank in their platform ; they 
announced itto the country and to the 
world, It was vigorously opposed by the 
Conservatives for several re wons—amony 
them the following ;—(1) The free admis- 
sion of all products, natural or manafactur- 
ed, of the United States into Canada vould 
prove ruinous to the young and growing 
manufacturing industries of Canada ; (2) 
such a policy would involve diseriimi- 
nation against the mother conutry and the 
rest of the empire in favor of x foreign 
and not at all tines the tot friendly 
of nations ; (3) it would raise tho ques- 
tion of Canada’s relations te the mother 
country, for it could not be expecad that 
Bogland would favourably regal a trade 
policy which pliced a foreign country at 
the growtest possible advautnge while it 
imposed duties upon the exports of the 
United Kingdom ; and (4) it would foree 
Canada to decide between independence or 
annexalivn, tn 1891 the Tlonorable 
Edward Blake, now prominently and 
actively identified with the Irish National- 
ist party, withdrow from active participa- 
tion in Canadian politics, on account of 
the uncomovromising stand his party had 
taken on this question, he peluting out 
in a letter to lis former constituents ‘hat 
the tnoyitable result of their policy going 
into operation would be the alternative of 
deciding between independence or aunexa- 
tion, 

Sir Richard Cartwright, who is to ap- 
proach Mr. Chamberlain in a few days, is 
the boldest and most outspoken advocate 
of the ** unrestricted reciprocity with the 
United States’’ policy. If trade matters 
came withio the range of thvir convorsa- 
Lions, it would bo interesting to learn how 
Sir Richard would attempt to reconcile 
tariff discrimination in favor of that 
country with a desire to mako stronger and 
permanent the ties which unito Canada to 
the empire. 

In conclusion, I may atate that the Con- 
sorvative policy has always favored reci- 
procity with the neighboring Republic in 
natural products, and a declaration to that 
effect has been on the Dominion statute- 
book since 1878; but since the abrogation 
of the treaty of 1854.66 Aimeoricans have 
not manifested a disposition to negotiate 
with Canada with a view tothe restoration 
of the condition of affairs then existing, 
On the contrary, their course has been one 
of harassing and hampering Canadian trade 
in every possible way,— Yours J.J.

Prom the Capttal. 

Ottawa, Oct, 16=-(Special.)—The Cabi- 
net has had one of the lengthiest sit- 
tings to-day since the formation of the 
Government, the Ministers being in 
icouncil from 11 am. until 6 o'clock 

p.m., with a very brief intermission for 

luneh, which was served in the ante- 
room adjoining the Council Chamber. 

The all-important school question was 
under consideration. At the close 
there was no official announcement, 
but the indications were that the meet- 
ing had been a most satisfactory one. 
The Premier greeted your correspon- 
dent with his usual urbanity, and said, 
in reply to a question, that there was 
going to be “Peace, harmony and 
everything pleasant." 

WITHIN THE CHARMED CIRCLE. 

At 3 o'clock Messrs, Watson, Cam- 
eron and McMillan, the Manitoba dele- 
gates, were admitted to the Council 
Chamber, and were closeted with the 
Ministers for three hours. Several 
gentlemen who are interested in the 
settlement of this question were about 
the precincts of the Council Chamber. 

Among them was Father Corbell, an 
intimate of L'Abbe Proulx. Neither 
the Ministers nor provincial delegates 
to-night will speak of the result of the 
day's negotiations, and it is possible 
no Official announcement will be forth- 
coming until the Manitobans have re- 
turned to Winnipeg. Judging from 
j the Premier's remark, however, every- 
thing is looking lovely. 

A leading Liberal said to-night he 
understood that the sum and sub- 
stance of the proposed settlement is 
he allowance of half an hour each day 
or the teaching of religious doctrines 
by a minister of any denomination, 
and in school districts where the Catho- 
lics predominate the preference is to 
be given to Catholic teachers.

CONVOCATION AT M’MASTER, 


The Baptist University Opens This Year 
With the Largest Namber of 
Students In Its History 


Toronto, Oct. 17. 

MeMaater University held its aunual con- 
yocation in Bloor-street Baptist Church 
last night. The statement made some time 
ago that the classes in this tnfant untver- 
sity were larger this year than ever was 
verified last night when the body of the 
chureh was packed with undergraduates In 
theology and arts. Ip the front rows were 
the lady undergraduates, and with them 
the Moulton College girls. There were a 
good number of friends of the university 


in the gallery. 
ON THE PLATFORM. 

The Chancellor, Rev. Dr. Wallace, presid- 
ed, and with him on the platform were: 
Prof M S Clark, Dr J H Rand, Rey CA 
Gaston, Drs D M Welton, A H Newman 
and C A Goodspeed, Profs James Ten 
Broecke, J S Campbell and A B Willmott, 
Messrs J W Russell, W H Plersol, W Vind- 
lay and W S McLey. 

The proceedings were opened by the 
nudience singing heartily the 70th Hyman, 
Dr. Rand read the first 11 verses of the 
first chapter of Philipplans, and Aecy. Chas, 
1). Easton led In prayer. 

In delivering the opening 
Chancellor spoke encourngingly of the pre- 
sept outlook for the unlversity nnd afvill- 
ated colleges, Moulton and the Baptist Col- 
lege in Woodstock. In tne two latter the 
attendance this year was about the same 
as that of Inst year, but In the university 
the registration was really beyond the 
accommodation of the Dullding. In the 
entering class in theology there are 10 
graduates in arts, the like of which has 
never been known In the history of Baptist 
theological education In Canada. 

The university expects to graduate 25 in 
arts next spring. This speaks well for an 
that bas graduated but four 
classes. In the faculty of the university no 
changes haye occurred during the year, ¢x- 
cept that Prof. MeKay has leave of nb- 
seuce for a year of special graduate study 
at Cambridge, Pugland, 10 mathematics, 
and Mr. J. W. Russell, B.A., ts lecturing 
in his stead, and is assisted by Mr, Wi. 
Findlay, B.A,, fellow In mathemuatios. 

Dr. Wallace then called on Prof. 
to deliver the address of the cvenlug, 
“The Relation of MeMaster to the ‘Tl 
logical Trend of the Age.” In giving this 
address, Prof, Farmer clearly showed that 
he had a clear grasp of the tendencies of 
the present century,and that he would he 
no mean disputant in theological contro: 
yersies. 

He said the opening or a university at 
any time and in any place was a hotewor 
thy event, but the founding of nother 
such Institution in Toronto right uuder 
the shadow of the great mother of univer- 
sities was something that challenged at- 
tention and Inyited enquiry, Why was 
MeMaster founded? In tne words of the 
churter, it was to be a senool of Cliristian 
learning. This did not mean a mere Vir- 
nish of Christianity, McMaster was found- 
ed on the principles of Christianity as laid 
down by Christ himself, and (the reason 
that It would not enter into confederation 
when asked a few years ago was because 
it was feared that this foundation would 
be interfered with, and too much secular- 
ism would creep in. 

The spenker then went on to show that 
the trend of the age was agnosticism and 
Infidelity. This had begun soon after the 
Reformation broke Catholicism. In the 
18th century rationalism was rampant to 
England. [rom there it went to France, 
but its strongest hold was in the philo- 
sophic mind of Germany, where it was 
selzed upon by court and university. An 
attempt was made to reconcile this denial 
of the supernatural with religion. Dislike 
for the supernatural became a malaria, 
which attacked all alike, until philosophy, 
sclence, Iiterature and art were pervaded 
by It. The result was that the muiasses 
became affected with it, and religion in a 
short time became a weak factor In Ger- 
man society. It soon spread to Bugland 
and America, where it took the form of 
what ts called higher eriticlsm among the 
educated, as it had done io Germany, but 
among the rank and file of the yx 
sowed the seeds of dislike for the Gospels, 
and a teniency to look upon them as belng 
not unlike other pleces of Wterary arr, 

Coming now to the duty of McMaster, 
Prof. Farmer said it was to knock down 
this corroding scepticism and to teach peo- 
ple to accept the troths of the Bible In 
thelr original intentlon, The tendency of 
the age Is to Implant In the minds of peo- 
ple a desire to constantly want something 
new, not only in the material things of 
life, but also in thelr theological teachings 
The duty of McMaster was to check thin 
and make people satisfied with the plain 
truth which the Gospels lunported, One 
thing God demanded from lis followers 
was obedience, and this McMaster moat 
teach her students or she would fail tu ber 
mission. The men who have become the 
most distinguished In life have been men 
who have obeyed, and obedience must al- 
ways be kept before the public eye

The coffin containing the 
body of the deceased Archbishop was 
covered with a white ana gold em- 
broidered pall and Was placed in front 
of the altar surrounded by lighted tap- 
rs, The Very Rev. Wm. Farrar, D.D., 
Dean of Canterbury, opened the ser-es 
xf services by celebrating the function 
of Holy Communion. The weather was 
“xtremely disagreeable, a heavy rain- 
fall, accompanied by high winds pre- 
yvilfns, but this state of things had 
no effect in keeping people away from 
the Cathedral. Everybody present 
wore deep mourning, and the Primate's 
throne was heavily draped with black. 

At 12 o'clock the funeral procession 
was tormed in the cloister of the Ca- 
thedral, the clergy attached to the 
diocese leading, followed by the mem- 
bers of the House of Commons, tnem- 
bers of the House of Lords, bishops 
and members of the convocation, Then 
came the Most Rev. Wm. D. McLagan, 
D.D., Archbishop of York and Primate 
of England; the Most Rey. Wm. C, 
Lord Plunkett, D. D., Archbishop of 
Dublin; Very Rey. F. William Farrar, 
Dean of Canterbury, and the Rev. 
Hugh Benson. 

Next came the coffin, with the pall- 
bearers, the Earl of Cranbrook, Lord 
Ashcombe, Lord MacNaghten, the 
Dean of Lincoln, Sir BE. M. Thompson 
and the Chancellor of Truro. 

Within the Cathedral the family and 
relatives of the dead Archbishop, the 
family of the Archbishop of York,and 
other representatives of private mourn- 
ers occupied places in the rear of the 
choir.

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A STUPENDOUS WORK, 
It Has Cost the U. 8. Governmenta Million 
Dollars to Fatablivh tho Trans- 


continental Arc. 


Washington, Oct. 16.—The and 
geodetic survey has just concluded its 
labor in the fleld upon the most stu- 
pendous geodetic survey under- 
taken in any country, and which gives 
the United States the longest base line 
upon which to establish subsequent 
surveys, in existence in the world. It 
is known as the trans-continental arc, 
and lies along the 389th parallel of | 
north latitude, extending from saint |

coast 


ever 


to ocean, Its eastern end is at a point 
on the Atlantic ten miles south of Lit- 
tle Ege Island Lighthouse, below Cape 
May, and its western end js six miles 
north of Punta Arenas Lighthouse, on 
the Pacific, above San Francisco, sev- 
eral miles. According to the radius of 
the 39th parallel, as given by Bessel, 
the famous astronomer of Konigsberg, 
Germany, who first calculated the 
diameters of the earth and measured 
the distance from the earth to 61 Cy- 
gni, the nearest fixed star, the length 
of the arc as measured by the coast 
and geodetic survey oficers is 111 feet 
in error; and, according to the radius 
of the same parallel as fixed by Sir 
Andrew Clarke of Glasgow University, 
the error is 98 1-2 feet. But General 
Dufield, superintendent of the survey, 
declares that these variations from the 
heretofore established standards show 
‘error In them and not in the calcula- 
tions of his scientists. 

By the measurements made on the 
line and which have been aggregated 
| in the office here, the arc, at sea level 
| for the entire distance, that Is follow- 
ing the curvature of the earth’s sur- 
face, is 2625.8 miles in length, The 
establishment of the radius of the 39th 
parallel from these measurements is a 
matter for further calculation. The 
work was inaugurated by the survey 
nearly half a century ago, and has cost 
the Government about one million dol- 
Jars. Russia and China are the only 
other countries on the globe wherein a 
base line of anything like equal magni- 
tude is possible, and jin neither one 
is it likely to be surveyed for many 
years.

They were stopping with a relative, Con- 
ductor Auderson, 20 Beaconsficld-ayenue, 

Clemens Was employed by the Preston 
Furnace Co. Ue was forced to give up 
his position through ill-health. His en- 
yugemeut with m young lidy was also 
broken off. His troubles threw him Into 
a state of despondency and melancholia, 
from which it was Impossible to rouse him. 
It Was on this accouns that he came to To- 
ronto to consult Dr. Clark. 

Young Clemens left Mr. Anderson's house 
before breakfast yesterday morning, and 
as he had not returned at noon, bis rola- 
tives became anxious and consulted Dr, 
J. O. Orr, who had been treating him for 
a few weeks. He had not called on the 
doctor, and the first pews they had of him 
was that he was dead, 

About 12 o'clock Clemens met a man 
named Smith, who is employed at 581 Jor- 
Vis-strect, and asked him the location of 
the bridge from which others had jumped. 
The only one who saw hin take the fatal 
leap was a Miss Dundas, a school girl. 
She ran to Mrs. Becher's house near by and 
guve the alarm. The jump was about 100 
feet, The suicide struck on bis head. His 
neck, riba and arms and skull were broken. 
Ou lis person was found a note addressed 
to Jobn Anderson, 20 Beaconsfield-avenue: 

*T dic for love. I eftertaln no ill-will 
to anyone.” 

The body was tuken to the Morgue 
and subsequently removed to 20 Beacons 
feld-avenue. Corover Young issued 4 war 
rant for an inquest, but afterwards with- 
drew it.

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GREAT BOOM IN WHEAT | 









Armour Said a Ten-Cent Profit 
Was Good to Take. 


As He Sold Out-—Many Chicago Operators 
Whe Got in at the Bottom Have Alse 
Sold Out and they Are Now Buying 
Meavier Than Ever—The Shoringe tn 
the Crop Makes the Largest Business ta 
the Windy City for Vcars—This Boom 
WII Stay. 


Chicago Inter Ocean, Oct. 17. 

There was excitement in the wheat pits 
the world over yesterday. 

Liverpool started the ball by advancing 
4 cents, and took all the wheat In sight 
here and at seaboard. Australian ood In- 
olan, buyers also secured several cargoes 
at San Francisco, and advanced 
there 4% cents, 

Ericeat here advanced nearly cents 
above Thursday's close, getting to the 
highest point on the crop, 72% cents—an ap- 
preciation of 15 cents for December and 19 
cents for the cash property In the past 
Ove weeks. There is no stopplog the up- 
ward movement. 

Nearly everybody you meet on ti» vireet 
is amazed at the advance, and the belief 
that wheat Is golng to 80 cents befor: elec. 
tion is Common talk everywhere, aud there 
are more who confidently predict $1 before 
next spring thun were 50-cent bears two 
months ago. It Is fashionable to be a bull 
these days, and the market looks as though 
it was getting back to the time that ‘the 
old traders talk about, when the bulls bud 
all the money and the bears were tot In 
It. The latter are very scarce these ‘lays, 
and are afrald to sell short, as they Lave 
been severely punished and find that it 
js one thing to sell wheat and another 
eet to get it back without suffering a 

This change in sentiment Is the resu't cf 
a shortage iu the world’s wheat crop, 
bringing the supplies down toa normal con- 
dition, so that there is not a large surplus 
anywhere, and forelgu buyers are taking 
the cash property as fast as they can get 
it. No one ever expected that Australia 
and South Africa would buy cargoes in 
New York, but they took 100,000 bushels 
yesterday. 

They have secured all the frelght room 
at the AUlautic coast for the next three 
months, and some have cngaged sal!ings 
as fur ahead as March. Yesterday 10 cints 
per bushel was pald from New \ork to 
Liverpool for prompt shipment, and there 
was little to be had at that figure. This 
room Is not entirely for wheat, but Is for 
corn, outs, rye and barley. ‘These grains 
are golng abroad in unusual quantities, ow- 
ing to the shortage In feed crops In Eu- 
rope, aud the extremely low priees. There 
js more going out in a day from the At 
Jantic ports than there was In a month 
last year. 

In the past three months we have ex- 
Ported 41,635,000 bushels of wheat and 
flour, an Increase of 13,000,000 bushels over 
last year. At the same time we have sent 
out 29,506,000 bushels of corn, 0,033,000 
bushels of oats, 1,786,000 bushels of rye, 
4,749,000 bushels of barley, au Increase as 
compared with last year of 15,000,000 bush- 
els of corn, 8,800,000 bushels of oats, 1,785,- 
000 bushels of rye and 3,477,000 bushels of 
barley. We have also sent out 70,000 
barrels of corn meal. These products have 
not only materially benefited the Western 
farmer, but have also caused Burope to 
part with its gold, which Is now comlug 
over at the rate of several million dollars 
per day, and is Ikely to continue until 
after election, 

Not in years bas the grain business of 
Chicago been as large as during the past 
three weeks, about 30,000,000 bushels bay- 
ing arrived here, and this week we re- 
ceived 12,131,000 bushels. Most of this was 
corn and oats, there being 4,442,000 bush- 
ela of corn and 5,000,000 bushels of outa. 
The wheat movement was also signiticant, 
aggregating 1,410,000 bushels. 

Six months ago the grain recelyers on 
the Bourd of Trade were oomplainin 
about the eleyator men haying capture 
thelr business. For the past thirty days 
every recelying house on the floor has had 
about all it can conveniently attend to, 
aud the elevator people have recelved more 
crain than thelr men were able to unload, 
which has resulted In a temporary blockade 
at a few houses. Country shippers who 
have not been heard from for three years 
have suddenly sent In grain to be sold, 
and the copnilésion men are actually work- 
ing ulghts to keep up. This change ie due 
largely to the low rates on grain from the 
West, giving the small shippers the same 
advantage as the large ones. 

It Is easy to trace who the winners have 
been on the advance In wheat. Onudah 
has taken a profit of 10 cents on a bushel. 
W. RK. Linn, W. T. Baker, C. A. Malr, Ar- 
thur Orr, ©. J, Sioger and a few others 
have all taken from 6 to 10 cents out of 
the market on Ines ranglog from 200,000 
bushels to 3,000,000 bushels. P. D. Armour 
has sold several million bushels within # 
few days, and says ‘a 10-cent profit Is a 
good thing to take, as be Is not a wheat 
trader.”

WEYLER CALLED DOWN. 





He Has Been Killing Teo Many People and 
Altracting Too Much Attention. 

New York, Oct. 17.—Senor Manuel 4. 
Moran, who was deposed by Gen. Wey- 
ler from the editorship of La. Discu- 
sion of Havana because of his alleged 
too free treatment of events in Cuba, 
arrived to-day on the steamer Ciudad 


Condal. In an interview with a repre- 
sentative of the United Associated 
Presses, he sald: “If the plans of 


General Gomez have not miscarried an 
advance guard of 1500 patriots is to- 
day crossing from the Province Santa 
Clara into the Province of Matanzas, 
and the main body will in a few days 
strike what is expected to be the de- 


cisive blow in the campaign. With 
Maceo in the east awaiting this move- 
ment, and Gomez pressing forward, the 
Spanish forces will be sandwiched. It 
will be the great and in all probability 
the final stroke for freedom. Not un- 
til this struggle is ended, and the peo- 
ple of Cuba attain their independence 
will the world know how the truth has 
been systematically suppressed. 

“Under existing circumstances it is 
impossible to send out the truth con- 
cerning any victory or advantage gain- 
ed by the insurgents, so strict is the 
censorship. Should the editor of a 
newspaper publish news disastrous to 
Weyler he (the editor) is called upon 
to disclose the source of his tnforma- 
tion. Refusal means imprisonment. 

"Betrayal of the author of the infor 
mation means similar punishment for 
that person. The prisons are now over- 
flowing. There are fewer execuUlions 
than there were two months ago. 
Within the past week Weyler was no- 
tifled by Premier Canovyas not to kill 
so many, asit was attracting attehtion. 
Whatever executions now take place 
are in secret. The Spanish command- 
ers under Weyler ure beginning te 
show the white feather. The Royal 
troops in the Province of Havana are 
never moved in bodies of less than @ 
thousand. They are afraid to venture 
out with a smaller number. General 
Weyler now proposes as his coup de 
grace to surround the impregnable 
heights held by Maceo and wait for the 
Cuban general to come down. No 
one knows better than Weyler that 
Maceo cannot dislodged from his 
position. The advance guard of Go- 
mez, I have no doubt, Is at thia mo- 
ment in the Province of Santa Clara 
or on its border, and the most import- 
ant engagement of the revolution is 
not far off. The Spaniards must meet 
them, and it will be the Waterloo of 
the Spanish army on the continent of 
America.”

England’s Old Trees, 

The oldest tree in England is the 
yew tree at Braburn, in Kent, which Is 
sald to be 3000 years old, while at 
Fortignal, in Perthshire, is one nearly 
as old. At Ankerwyke house, near 
Staines, is a yew tree which was fam- 
ous at the date of the signing of 
Magna Charta—l215-and later was 
the trysting place of Henry VIII., and 
Anna Boleyn 

The three yews at Fountains Abbey 
are at least 1200 years old, and be- 
neath them the founders of the abbey 
sat in 1132. There are no famous oaks 
that rival any yew in age, 2000 years 
being the greatest age attained. Damo- 
rey'’s oak, in Devonshire, which was 
blown down in 1703, had this distinc- 
tion, Cowthorpe oak near Wetherby, 
Yorkshire, is said to be 1000 years old.

This statement is positively true, as the 
facts were heard from the lips of Gen. 
Bernal In person, when he was Interviewed 
on bis arrival In Hayaua, and cculessed 
them without shame to all the reporters, 
who silently listened to his ‘‘exploits.”’ 

With the 40 men killed by Melguiso there 
were four women and a child, but he does 
not know whether the child was abandoned 
in the woods or killed. They tried to force 
the women to tell them the whereabouts 
of Maceo and his plAns, but the only words 
they got out of them were that the Span- 
jards were cowardly dogs, and this so en- 
raged Melguiso that he ordered them shot 
immediately, they all dying with the cries 
of “Vive Cuba Libre." 

This affair and that of Bernal shooting 22 
captives clearly show that the Spaniards 
continue their relentless butchery and do 
not pardon a single man captured in the 
field, while the Cubans pursue an exactly 
contrary course, as the following recent 
case gives evidence: Perico Delgado, com- 
manding one of Maceo’s brigades, In a 
Nght, captured a licutenant<colouel named 
Penichet of Cuban birth, with 19 soldiers 
of the line and seven yolunteers. The 
Heut.-colonel, on account of his extraction, 
and the seven yolunteers were killed, but

DELATH OF DR, MANLEY. 





The Venerable and Respected Physician of 
the Township of Derby Passes 
Over to the Majority, 


Owen Sound, Oct. 19.—(Special.)—Dr. 
Henry Manley of this town, county 
jail physician and one of the oldest 


practising physicians in Ontario, died 
last night at his residence in the Town- 
ship of Derby, about two miles from 
town, after a considerable illness, aged 
78 years. He was born in Devonshire, 
Eng,, and reeeived his medical degrees 
at Bristol in 1848, coming then to this 
country and residing at Toronto. 
Shortly after his arrival at Toronto he 
was appointed resident physician of 
the Toronto General Hospital, at the 
end of a year being appointed as at- 
tendant physician of several bands of 
Indians in this neighborhood, He 
moved to Owen Sound, where for the 
past 47 years he has resided and ac- 
tively practised his profession. About 
25 years ago he was appointed county 
jail physician, which he has been ever 
since. The deceased doctor was wide- 
ly known In this vicinity, not only on 
account of his success as a physician, 
which his skill and long experience had 
enabled him to attain, but also be- 
cause of his many excellences of char- 
acter and his genial and kindly dis- 
position. A widow and large grown up 
family survive him, among whom are 
W. J. Manley of Wiarton, Henry Man- 
ley of Meaford and Arthur Manley of 
this town, all druggists. The funeral 
is to take place to-morrow.

THE SUPERANNUATED. 


“Edmund Allen Meredith, formerly 
Deputy Minister of the Interior of Cauada, 
and James Noxon, one of the Inspectors of 
Prisons and Public Charities for Ontario, 
both of the City of Toronto, in the Province 
of Ontario: to be Commissioners to investi- 
gate, inguire into, and report upon tho 
affairs of the Kingston Penitentiary.” 


« Such was the announcement made in 

the official Gazette of the 17th Ostober, 

and is worthy of more thau a passing 
notice. 

No little political capital has in the past 
been made by such men as Mr. McMullen, 
member for North Wellington, and others 
of the same party, out of what they con- 
stantly and repeatedly declared to be ar 
abuse of the powor vested in the Govern- 
ments of the day to place civil servants 
upon the superannuated list. That ad- 
vantage has been taken of these provisions 
is beyond question ; and we should like our 
readers, and those who in the past have so 
loudly declaimed against those abuses, 
whether there ever was a more flagrant 
case, than that committed by the 
Mackenzie Government in the superaunua- 
tion of Mr. Edmund Allen Meredith, one 
of the gentleman just appointed ‘to in- 

** vestigate, inquire into and report upon 
the affairs of the Kingston Penitentiary.” 

On the 17th of Sept., 1878, the Macken- 
zio Administration was overwhelmingly 
defeated by the people at the polls. Im- 
mediately after, that is, early in the month 
following, the Ministry resigned, but just 
before doing so, an order-in-council was 
passed placing Mr. Meredith, Deputy 

- Minister of the Interior, who was then only 
in the sixty-first year of his age, and in the 
full vigor of ‘ife, upen the list of pension- 
ers, with an annual allowance of $2,240; 
and appointing Mr. Wm. Buckingham, Mr. 
Mackenzie's Private Secretary, to the 
vacancy thus created, at a salary of $3,200 
per annum, 

It will be noted that the superannuation 
of Mr. Meredith took place just kIGHTEEN 
years ago this morth, on the ground of old 
age and inability to perform the work in- 
cidental to his position, though but 61 years 
old. Now, when the gentleman has reach- 
ed the good old age of 79, Sir Oliver 
Mowat, Minister of Justice, appoints him 
to the highly responsible and laborious 
position of a commissioner to inquire, in- 
vestigate, and report upon the whole sys- 
tem, management and working of the 
largest and most important penitentiary in 
the Dominion ; the proper performance of 
which duty will require a constant and 
close application of both mental and 
physical powers. Yet a gentleman who 
has been on the superannuation list for 
eighteen long years, and who is now in his 
seventy-ninth year, has been selected to 
perform these arduous duties. Will not 
this question natuarally suggest itself : 
If Mr. Meredith is mentally and physicial- 
ly capable of performing the work which 
he has been appointed to do, then was not 
his superannuation little less than a fraud 
upon the revenues of the country ? 

If properly sunerannuated ciglitcon 
years ago, on account of age or inability 
for work, then Sir Oliver has for some 
unknown reason sclected a gentleman 
wholly unfit for the performance of the 
duties assigned tohim. If capable, then 
his superannuation was unjustifiable. 

Mr. Meredith was one of the old and 
most trusted servants of the Crown. He 
was Under Secretary of State for the 
provinces from May, 1866, to June, 1873, 
on which date that office was abolished, 
and the office of Deputy Minister of the 
Interior created, to which Mr. Meredith 
was appointed, ‘This office Mr. Moredith 
filled, with great ability and credit to him- 
self, and to tho advantage of tho country, 
until October, 1878, when after the 
defeat of his Government in the general 
élections, Mr. Mackenzie superannuated 
him, as we have already pointed out, to 
make room for Mr. Wm. Buckingham, the 
retiring Premier's Private Secretary. 

Have the electors any idea of tho 
financial results of this act of a Liberal 
Administration, as it affucta the coffers of 
the Dominion? If not, it is well they 
should, Mr. Meredith, when superannuat- 
ed, was in the receipt, as Deputy Head of 
& Department, of $3,200 per annum, and 
was rotired of

At that time Major Forbes 
had the main body on the other side 
of the river. The patrol party were 
surrounded by myriads of Lobengula’s 
men, and their escape looked, as it 
afterwards proved, hopeless. Scouts 

wrnham and Gooding and a trooper 

‘med Ingram offered to make an at- 
empt to reach Major Forbes and bring 
reinforcements. They succeeded in 
making the other camp, only to find 
that Major Forbes was too sorely pres- 
sed to help the other command, and 
the river had risen so that it was 1n- 
possible to return, and Wilson and his 

‘ " 
men made the memorable “last stand. 
The exploit of Burnham was accounted 
the bravest incident of the war, as the 
chances were a thousand to one against 
them when they started. 

The killing of M’'limo undoubtedly 
saved the whites from fearful atrocities, 
and was regarded as preventing a gen- 
eral massacre. Of this affair Mr. Burn- 
ham will only give the account made 
by him to Earl Gray, the administra- 
tor of Rhodesia at Buluwayo, It is a 
cold document that tells but little of 
the herolsm and endurance of Mr. 
Burnham, but it is all that can be 
given, because the chief actor refuses 
any other information. The report fol- 
lows:

Sir: I have the honor to report that 
upon the information obtained by Native 
Commissioner Armstrong und Jald before 
me bere we belleved It possible to get Into 
the Matoppo and get M’'limo In his cave, 
It was found there was to be a big Indaba 
about the full of the moon, and almost 
with certainty he would be there some 
time previous. 

After several attempts that were failures, 
on the 23rd of the month we succeeded In 
enatching M'limo in the act of going 
through his jncantations in the cave, Our 
orders from General Carrington were to 
e.pture him If possible, but on no ace ount 
to allow bim to escape us. We were sur- 
rounded by Kil in all directions. The 
ground is very rough-—-huge granite kopjes 
and boulders and dongas. We hid our 
horses as near the cave as it was possible, 
and with great difficulty got ourselyes Into 
the cave. M'limo was golng through a 
preparatory Indaba this day, aud the wo- 
men and the old men were carrying beer 
and utensils for the big indaba to come off 
op the following day. The imp! was sup- 
posed to be behind the granite bull. 

Just as M'lima had finislied his dances 
in the smaller crevices and pathway lead- 
ing to the main entrance and was atarting 
luto the main cavern, I shot him with a 
Lee-Metford rifle. killing him Instantly. We 
left his body at the entrance to the big 
caye, He was o man 60 years old, with 
short-cropped hair He wis not dressed 
with any snakeskins, charms or any of the 
ordinary equipment of the witch doctor, 
reither had he any article of white manu- 
facture. He was not a Ringkop; he was 
an Makalaka. His features were rather 
aqguiline for a negro; very wide between 
the eyes. His skin was more red than 
biack 

Immediately after killing him we rushed 
down the side of the mountain. Just at 
the foot there is na large kranl of over one 
hondred huts, bullt on waving grass, no 
dagga being near It The huts are conical 
with low doors, and were used as tempor- 
ary resting places by the people coming 
to hold Indabas with M'limo. We fired 
these huts T wind, blowing strongly 
ngalinat the kopje, carried a huge sheet of 
flame and volumes of smoh far r the 
top. The Kaffirs saw us and shouted ond 
shriecked as wo got to our horses For two 
hours we were hotly purstied and were 
nearly, exhauated Fortunately the Kat 
fire abandoned the chase after we crossed 
the Shashani River We arrived at Mang 
we at 6.30 p.m

BACTERIOLOGY AIDS THE FARMER. 


Certain Crops Proved to be Improved by 
Inoculation. 


The resources of bacteriology are 
simply inexhaustible, and its beneficent 
complications are as yaried as they are 
comprehensive, while investigations of 
theoretical interest are daily assuming 
@ practical importance hardly dreamed 
of by their original discoverers, Little 
did Hellriegel, Wilfarth and Beyerinch, 
says Nature, imagine that when they 
announced 1}! certain leguminous 
crops, such as peas, beans, lentils, etc., 
are able, by means of root nodules, te 
absorb the free nitrogen of the atmos- 
phere, and that this was accomplished 
by the aid of a particular bacteria con- 
tained in certain nodules, little did they 
anticipate that a few years later the

This is, however, 
what Dr. Nobbe, a distinguished follow- 
er in the footsteps of Hellriegel, has 
rendered by his brilllant researches an 
accomplished fact. Pure cultivations of 
nodule organisms sultable to the growth 
of no less than seventeen different 
varieties of leguminous field crops, may 
now be purchased from this enterpris- 
Ing firm. Bach bottle bears a differ- 
ent-colored label, according to the crop 
for which it Is destined, while the Ger- 
man as well as the botanical name of 
the plant is also affixed. About one- 
half an acre of land may be Inoculated 
for half a crown, which represents the 
price of a single culture bottle, The 
cultivations are prepared at the 
Hochst works, under the direction of 
the former assistant of Dr. Nobbe, and 
the result of this latest development of 
practical bacteriology will be awaited

labor of any class of plants. The care 
ind transplanting of annuals from see a 
Is laborious and often unsatisfactory 
in results, and the good housewlfe can- 
at all times spare the time to at- 
Farm and Home.

life. This summer he went with his 
family to Padua, tn Italy, for the bene- 
fit of his health. He chose a foreign 
country intentionally, and used a 
fictitious name for additional security. 
But the Italians learned who he was, 
and they are even more prejudiced 
against executioners than the French. 
The city was not large enough for M. 
Deibler and the other visitors, and 
they intimated this to him very plainly. 

It was necessary for the police to 
escort him to and from his house. 
Little boys shouted at him as he 
passed in the street, and everybody 
pointed the finger of scorn at him. 
Finally he was obliged to cut short 
his visit. 

The prejudice against M. Deibler is 
to a certain extent easily understood. 
It arises from a natural aversion 
against a man whose business Is the 
taking of human life, even when the 
life is that of a murderer. But it is 
noticeable that there is a flercer pre- 
judice against M. Deibler than there 
{s against any American or English 
executioner. ‘This is partly due to the 
fact that he is credited with having 
“the evil eye,” which brings death or 
disaster to whomsoever it lights upon. 

The respectable M. Deibler Hves at 
No. 3 Rue Vicq-d'Azyr, between the 
Boulevard de la Villette and the Rue 
Saint Maur, half an hour's walk from 
the famous prison of La Roquette, 
where all the beheadings in Paris take 
place. It is a poor street, and the 
house is a modest one. 

He js about Nifty years of age, stout- 
ly built, anfi of medium height. His 
hair is gray, and he wears a chin 
beard. Respectability speaks from 
every part of his person, His wife is 
a typical thrifty Frenchwoman of the 
lower middle class. With them lives 
his mother, who is over eighty. He 
{s a kind son and an affectionate hus- 
band. 

When M. Deibler officiates at an 
execution he wears a black suit, in- 
cluding a frock coat and a silk hat. 
His predecessor wore a sort of unl- 
form, but the black sult appears to M. 
Deibler the most appropriate attire 
for a respectable functionary. It ts re- 
lated that at his second execution, 
when he was still suffering somewhat 
from the nervousness incidental to in- 
experience in such an office, he drop- 
ped his silk hat into the basket im- 
mediately after the decapitated head 
of the criminal had fallen there,

As the Roman Catho- 
jlics have taken the ground that no 
teacher who is not a Roman Catholic 


Is competent to impart the religious 
instruction of the church, it is pro- 
vided that in all schools where 30 or 
more Roman Catholic children at- 
tend. a Roman Catholic teacher shall 
be employed, whose duty it shall be 
to impart religious instruction. All 
teachers, however, must be properly 
certificated, The schools will be under 
Government inspection. The inspection 
will be uniform and in this way the 
general efficiency ef the schools will 
be maintained, 

To provide for the education of all 
children there fs a bi-lingual provision, 
so that children who cannot speak 
English may be taught to do so by 
the use of the French language. It is 
understood that no Dominion legislo- 
tion will be necessary to give effect 
to the agreement. It will be adopted 
by order-in-council by both Govern- 
ments, and then the Legislature of 
Manitoba will pass an act at its first 
session, giving it the force of law. 
It was felt that, before making the 
arrangements, public, the Manitoba 
Government should have the oppor- 
tunity of scrutinizing it, so that in a 
matter of such Importance there can 
be no possibility of a misunderstand- 
ing between the parties to the com- 
pact.

Sir Donald Smith and Sandford Fleming 
WIL Represent Canada. | 


Ottawa, Oct. 20.—(Special.)—Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell having resigned the 
position of Commissioner for Canada 
at the Colonial Office Conference on the 
Pacific Cable question, it is understood 
the Government has decided to asso- 
ciate Sandford Fleming with Sir Don- 


ald Smith as representatives to the 
conference, The meeting has been 
fixed for November 9th at Mr, Cham- 
berlain's office in Downing-street. 
Official information reached Mr. Wm. 
Smith, ex-Deputy Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries, that the Board of Trade 
in London had decided to reduce the 
proposed new sound signals at sea from 
nine to five, thereby simplifying navi- 
gation. Last year a committee sat in 
London to revise the rules of road at 
Sea, and it was decided to increase the 
sound signals from three to nine. The 
shipowners immediately protested that 
great confusion was likely to arise 
{rom this proposed change, and at the 
request of the Canadian Government 
Mr. Smith, who was then in London, 
joined in these representations on be- 
half of Canadian shipowners, The 
Board of Trade has now seen its way 
clear to simplify the rules, and as soon 
as all the great powers have signified 
their assent to them they will be pro- 
mulgated, and will of course affect Ca- 
nadian shipping. | 
Advices received here indicate that 
counterfeit Canadian 560-cent pieces, 
bearing the date of 1892, have been 
placed in circulation in British Colum- 
bia. The bogus coin is of good color 
and well executed, but is considerably 
lighter in weight than the genuine 
coin. The Commissioner of Dominion 
Police states that no complaints have 
been made to him of late respecting 
the circulation of counterfeit coin in 
the eastern portion of the Dominion, 
but it is his intention to look into this | 
particular complaint. | 
The Government has decided to pre- 
sent a gold watch, sultably inscribed, 
to Stephen Bradley of Miller Lake,

London, Oct. 20.—The Berlin corres- 
pondent of The Times telegraphs that 
Baron Von Y Sann resigns the 
Government of tsast Africa on account 
of ill heaith, and will probably be pro- 
vided with a post at home. 

At the autumn sessions of the Co- 
lonial Council to-day, Dr. Kayser 
Chief of the German Colonial Depart- 
ment. delivered his farewell address 
He denied that he had resigned on ac- 
coun}? of the ceaseless attacks of the 
Peters’ party, but, he said, it was an 
open question whether tha colonial 
policy would ever bring advantage or 
blessings to Germany.

“Herr Arendt visited me 
on the evening of Baron Von Wiss- 
mannh’s appointment, and made a veil- 
ed threat of persecution unless Dr. 

Dr. Kay- 
Ser predicted that revelations would 
foon be made which would clear the 
atmosphere of the scandal and in- 
trigue in German colonial affairs, He 
hoped that eventually the colonies 
would be self-supporting and would 
justify the dreams of the colonial en-

Montreal, Oct, 21—(Special.)—The 
World correspondent learned to-day 
that the report from Winnipeg to the 
effect that Mr. W. W. Ogilvie and the 
Lake of the Woods Company were 
paying 87 cents for wheat in Manitoba 
only applied to a sale of ubout 500 
bushels where a couple of rival agents 
had lost their heads in the struggle 
for supremacy.

JULIAN KRALPR TELLS ABOUT 17, 


The Principal Cause of the Jump Was 
That Enzlish Millers Were “Cauci.t.”’ 


New York, Oct, 21.—Julian Ralph 
cables from London to The Journal: 
“The opinion is generally expressed 
here that a speculative element will 
most likely form a part of any con- 
tinuance of the big shipments of 
Wheat beyond another fortnight. Al- 
ready there has been considerable 
gambling in freights, and this is likely 
to increase if big shipments are kept 
up much longer. One broker said to 
me to-day that if all the vessels al- 
ceady chartered for the grain trade 
Were to bring thelr grain to England 
the island would be buried under a 
mountain of wheat, There are sevy- 
eral causes for the present great sliort- 
age of wheat In England which Is 
causing such large exporis from 
America, the principal among them 
being the fact that millers have been 
badly ‘caught.’ 

“Flour went up yesterday 3s 6d a 
sack, a greater advance than has oc- 
curred for 20 years. For a long time 
millers have been running on a hand- 
to-mouth basis, expecting the market 
price of wheat to go sll lower, and 
the opening of the milling season has 
found them almost entirely without 
supplies. 

"Then various other conditions arose 
to cause a large demand for English 
flour, The stock of foreign wheat on 
hand is extremely low, being scarcely 
one-third of what it was two years 
ago The English home crop was ex- 
ceptionally large this year, and was 
secured in the very finest condition. 
This crop was about Seven million 
quarters, against three and a half 
million quarters last year, while In 
quality, welght and condition it was 
better than has been known in very 
many years The millers counted on 
having this English stock to draw up- 
on at the start of the milling season 
if they were ‘caught’ at that time, 
But close on the heels of the fine har- 
vest weather came heavy rains, which 
extended practically all over England, 
and which have been almost incessant 
ever since. These rains have prevent- 
ed the threshing of this year's crop 
to a very large extent, and these was 
little or none of last year op 
hand The millers could not buy 
enough wheat in Bngland to any 
where near keep their mills going 
and had to at once import heavily 
from America. The BEnglish farmers, 
too, will never sell on a rising mar- 
ket, and what wheat was threshed 
Was not put on the market, The very 
wet weather has been greatly against 
sowing the English crop this fall, so 
that next year’s outlook is by no 
means rosy, and this, too, has been 
something of a factor.

A Famine of Freight Cars im the West 
Owlng to the Wheat Boom. 

Chicago, Oct. 21—Omaha, Nebraska, 
reports that the freight car famine

FOURTEEN WENT DOWN. 


The Stenmer Arazo Sank Very Quickly 
After Striking the Rocks—Deplor- 
able Loss of Life. 


Marshfield, Oregon, Oct. 21,—The 
steamer Arago of the Oregon Coal and 
Navigation Company went to pleces 
yesterday morning against the jagged 
rocks of the jetty at the entrance 
to Coo’s Bay. She sank in five fathoms 
of water, within ten minutes after the 
rocks had punched a great hole in her. 
Fourteen persons went down with the 
wreck. They are; John Norman, pas- 
senger, Murshfield, Oregon; Bb. H. Me- 
Giaw, passenger; Bichard Walter, 
passenger, Oakland, Oregon; W. E. 
brown, chief engineer, San Francisco; 
William Whittle, fireman, San Fran- 
cisco; Wric Wall, foreman, San Mran- 
cisco; Anthony McGade, San Fvan- 

Ruchasa Patterson, steward; 
Patience, steerage passenger, 

. BS. Parks, steerage pussenger, I. 
Fernandez, chief cook, San Francisco; 
J. KK, Ruger, sailor; Henry Sander, 
sullor; Ben, the mess-boy. 

The Arago left her dock at Empire 
City yesterday morning with six pas- 
sengers and 700 tons of coal, bound 
for San Francisco, Although the 
Weather was hazy and the bay quite 
lumpy, and at times breaking, every- 
thing looked well enough to go to Sea. 

The Arago was hugging close to the 
north jetty and traveling slowly when 
the first breaker was encountered. 
This checked the headway of the 
steamer. Then another breaker caught 
her on the port bow and swung her 
around, Before she could recoyer @ 
third breaker plied aboard. The Arago 
Was then clear out of her course, Be- 
fore she could be brought around 
again, her stern crashed against the 
jagged rocks of the partly construc- 
led Government jetty, knocking 4 
great hole in her bottom, Then the sea 
that had been rolling heavier subsid- 
ed for a moment. It was only a min- 
ute, though, uutil the breakers aguin 
dashed over the vessel, sweeping her 
decks from stem to stern. The second 
breaker swept overboard several Life 
rafts, taking wilh them four steerage 
passengers and a couple of members 
of the culinary departinent, who went 
down like rats. Another sea carried 
away the smokestack, apt. Reed 
then sounded the whistle of distress, 
and ordered his men to man the life- 
boats. Though im imminent danger 
of sudden death, the seamen remain- 
ed cool and followed their orders 

John Norman, a passenger, was 
clinging to the forward rigging, but 
Was not strong enough to climb out of 
the breakers. Every sea stretched 
him out at arm's length from the 
shrouds, He was an old man and 
struggled for life with all his strength. 
Finally, however, he became exhaust- 
ed, and crying "Good-bye," he let ge: 
Hie was last seen floaling off by the 
stern. The men in the boats had a 
terrible battle with the terrific sea 
The first mate boat capsized twice 
The last time no one returned to the 
surface but the mate, who swam to 
the econd boat All thi time the 
lifeboat was making leeward against 
the breakers, Then a calm spell cama 
and the jetty was rounded It 
then two miles before a landing 
be effected By this time the life 
ing crew arrived at the wreck and 
took up the remaining survivors, Th 
was effected only with great diffoulty 
as the rigging was being rapidly ub 
merged Capt Reed the last 
man to leave the ship The Arne 
cabins were awept level with her decks 
She Is lying on the ocean beach not 
100 yard from the hulk that marks 
the remains of the stearner Wetmore, 
wrecked three years ago. The beaoh 
ja strewn with wreckage, and only 
the two maatsa of the steamer are vis- 
ible.

THE GRAIN STANDARDS 


There Will be No Change in 
Them This Year. 


The Board to Fix the Standards Met at 
Winnipeg Yesterday and Passed a Vig- 
orous Kesolution, Which Was Wired to 


Sir Menury Joly at Ottawa, Therefore 
the Kegulations Remain the Same as 


at Present, 


Winnipeg, Oct. 21.—(Special.)—The 
board to fix grain standards conyened 
at Winnipeg this morning, the millers, 
dealers and farmers all being fully re- 
presented. The Board at once con- 
sidered the proposed changes In the 
wheat classifications, <A letter was 
read from the Ottawa authorities 
stating that changes were proposed on 
the representations of the Liberal 
members of Parliament from Manitoba, 
which representations had led the Gov- 
ernment to suppose the changes would 
benefit the farmers of the country. , 

By an almost unanimous vote the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted by the 
Board, both the mover and seconder 
being farmer representatives; ‘Re- 
solved that the Standards Board re- 
commend the Government not to put 
into .force the proposed changes of 
classification, and that the department 
instruct all inspectors to permanently 
exclude scoured wheat from the grades 


of No. 1 and No hard and No. 1 
Northern.” 

This resolution was promptly wired 
to the Government, and the Board pro- 
ceeded to examine samples and fix 
standards,

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GOVERNMENT CONCEDES. 


On Representations From Winnipeg the 
Changes WIL Not Go. 

Ottawa, Oct. 21.—(Special.)—Sir Hen- 
ry Joly received a telegram from Win- 
nipeg to-day stating that at the meet- 
ing of the Western Board for thé se- 
lection of grain standards, numbering 


18 members, the farming delegation on 
the Board had decided in favor of the 
old classification for No. 1 hard. Out 
of the nine farmers on the Board, seven 
were in favor of the continuance. of 
the old classification, for this year's 
crop at any rate, The definition of 
No. 1 hard under the law as it existed 
Was two-thirds hard red fife, with a 
minimum weight of 60 pounds to the 
bushel, and the. change which would 
have gone into effect after four issues 
in the Canada Gazette, would make 
No. 1 hard to consist of three-fourths 
hard red fife and a minimum weight of 
61 pounds to the bushel. It was chiefly 
through the influence of the Ovo Lib- 
eral members, Mr. Richardson and Mr. 
Macdonell, coupled with a communica- 
tion from the Central Farmers’ Insti- 
tute, that the Controller was induced 
to make the change, but it now appears 
as if these representations did not 
properly gauge the feeling of the farm- 
ing community” in Manitoba. It is 
understood that the publication In the 
Canada Gazette of the proposed new 
classification will be immediately 
stopped, thereby leaving matters as 
they stood.

They kicked a good deal against 
the advance on this side; but they now ap- 
pear to realize the Inevitable, and have to 
pay up in order to get the cheese, The total 
exports from Montreal up to the close of 
last week were 1,244,332 boxes against 
1,238,422 boxes for the corresponding period 
last year, showing an Increase of 
boxes.—Trade Bulletin.

Herr Leck- 
ert and Baron Von Lutzow ascribed the 
alteration to Count Vou Hu'eclerg, who 
Saw in the ascription a veiled political at- 
tack, and caused the arrest of the corres- 
pondents. It is staled that one vf the 
men has been released. . 


BUS AcdS KEEPS MOVING. 


The Bunk KReiurns fer Sepiembcr Give No 
Sign of Deterioration - A Stcady 
Movemicnt. 


Ottawa, Oct, 21,—(Special.)—If there 
is nothing startling in the bank re- 
turns for September, it is quite cer- 
tain there is no sign of deterioration. 
Business seems to have kept a sleady 
movement, and in the aggregate can- 
not be said to differ greatly from the 
returns of the same month a year ago. 
The chief items are as follows: The 
reduction by the Ontarlo Bank from 
one and one-half millions to one mil- 
lion disturbs the capital item through- 
out. Commercial Bank of Windsor 
shows an increase in capital paid up 
of $4260, and Molsons Bank added $25,- 
000 to reserve fund. Bank notes in 
circulation auvmented $1,143,022, which 
is a smalle: iucrease than was ex- 
pected, and they fall a little short of 
the amount on Sept. 30 a year ago. 
Deposits of the public increased dur- 
ing the month $547,181, and during the 





year $4,854,062. Total liabilities stand 
at $234,810,603, an increase of $418,499. 


Specie and Dominion notes show a 
reduction since the August statement 
of $194,604, as do also notes and 
oheques on other banks to the extent 
of $306,845. Balances due from banks 
in the United States amount to $16,- 
015,600, an increase of $746,147, Bal- 
ances from banks in the United King- 
dom stand at $9,881,792, a decrease of 
$865,608 during the month. 

A slight reduction is shown in muni- 
cipal and foreign securities, but an in- 
crease in railway securities. 


Call loans, now $13,577,151, increased 





$358,598; current loans have reached 
$209,959,682, an increase during the 
month of $2,348,728, and during the 


year of $12,230,348. Overdue debts In- 
creased $95,172 during the month. but 
show a reduction for the year of $781,- 
904, 

The total assets amount to $324,264,- 
175, an Increase of $1,528,712. Direc- 
tors’ Mabilittes are $7,210,154, an in- 
crease during the month of $103,441. 
Vhe greatest amount of bank notes 
in cireulation at any time during the 
month of September was $33,268,021, an 
increase over August of $1,367,617, and 
over that of the same month in 1895 
of $114,846.

| SPAIN AND HER COLONIES, 


The Prime Minister Explains the Condition 
of Affairs In Regard to the Wars. 


| London, Oct, 22—The Daily Stan- 
dard’s despatch from Madrid says that 
Queen-Regent Christina presided at 
the meeting of the Council of Minis- 
ters held yesterday. Senor Canovas 
del Castillo, the Prime Minister, pre- 
sented a summary of the eyents which 
have occurred in Spain and the col- 
onies within the past three months 
and a forecast for the near future. 
The outlook, he said, showed that 
great distress existed among the peo- 
ple in the southern and eastern parts 
of the kingdom, which fact would 
render the collection of taxes during 
the coming winter slow work. The 
, withdrawals of 20,000 men from the 
plows and mills within the past 20 
months, he said, was severely felt and 
Spain would, in consequence, be ob- 
‘liged to import large amounts of 
, breadstuffs. The prosecution of the 
war against the insurgents in Cuba 
and the troubles in the Philippine Is- 
_Jands had markedly diminished the 
, exports of manufactured and agricul- 
, tural products to the West Indies and 
the Philippine Islands, causing great 
distress and discontent. In the towns 
and rural districts there was visible a 
feeling of impatience and anxiety, all 
classes of the people having been led 
to hope for quicker and more decisive 
results from their sacrifices. Every- 
body, the Premier said, recognizes the 
fact that the drain cannot long con- 
tinue at the present pace. Patriotism 
and national pride alone can check

The Liberals, Democrats, 
and even the Republicans, 
have a sort of instinctive presentiment 
that impels them to cohesion with a 
view of averting international complli-

THAT TREAT) OF ALLIANCE 


Which Terminated tn the Military Con- 
Yention of 1890, 


London, Oct, 22.—The Daily Chront- 
cle claims to have obtained the out- 
lines of the much-debated treaty of 
alliance between France and Russia, 
Which terminated in the military con- 
vention of 1890. The treaty was sign- 
ed in December, 1893, M. Casimir Per- 
fer and M, De Glers, Russian Foreign 
Minister, being chiefly concerned. The 
treaty, The Chronicle says, is simply 
a military convention, with special re- 
lation to the balance of power created 
by the Austro-German alllance and 
lapses when the latter terminates. It 
is purely defensive, and, therefore, 
could not be used to aid in the re- 
covery by France of the Reichsland, 
and is directed only against such an 
attack on tht part of Germany as 
was meditated by Prince Bismarck in 
1875. Codicils have been added to the 
treaty dealing with the unfounded 
scare over the reported intention of 
Great Britain to intervene in Morocco 
and the Chino-Japanese war. 


| ADMITS THE THEFT, 


But Mrs, Castle Said She Could Not Tell 
Why She Did It. 


London, Oct. 22,—Mr. Lewis Welll, a 
watch manufacturer of Hatton Gar- 
den, who is one of the sureties of Mr. 
and Mrs. W. M. Castle of San Fran- 


cisco, now at liberty under £40,000 bail, 
pending their trial on Noy. 2, upon 
charges of shop-lifting, said to a re- 
presentative of ine United Associated 
Presses this morning: ‘Doctor George 
Henry Savage, one of the leading Eng- 
lish experts in mental diseases, who 
examined Mrs, Castle for four hours, 
is prepared to swear that she is not 
responsible. .In the course of Dr. Sav- 
age'’s conversation with her Mrs. Cas- 
tle confessed that she had taken the 
things she Is accused of having stolen, 
but she could nut tell why she had 
done so.” 

Mr. J R. Roosevelt, First Secretary of 
the United States Embassy, informed 
& representative of the United Assocl- 
ated Presses to-day that he had had 
an interview with Mr. and Mrs. Castle 
yesterday, and said that Mr. Castle 
might possibly make a written state- 
ment in behalf of his wife and him- 
self to-day, Mr. Roosevelt said that 
the American Embassy would not in- 
terfere in the case, and was merely 
watching its progress. He added that 
the British Home Office had granted 
every request that had been made by 
the Embassy in Mr. and Mrs. Castle's 
behalf. Mr. Roosevelt also said that 
the Embassy had received several let- 
ters from New York stating that Ed- 
‘ward J. Ivory, the alleged dynamite 
conspirator, who was arrested in Glas- 
gow under the name of Edward Bell, 
Was a man of good character, but weak 
and apt to be influenced by his assoct- 
ates.

It would take a large 
amount of money to do this, and they 
have not secured it.” 

Speaking of the recent rise in the 
price of wheat, Sir Charles pointed 
out that it would prove of immense 
benefit, not only in making Manitoba 
and the Northwest Territories content- 
ed, and in helping the farmers, but 
also in largely assisting to encourage 
immigration, and thereby helping to 
settle the great belt of the west. He 
recognized that while the circum- 
stance was purely accidental, the pre- 
sent Government would‘reap whatever 
benefit might be attached to it.

The Imperial Government and the Spced 
of Steamers-— Postal Concession 
to Merchants. 


Ottawa, Oct. 22—(Special.)—In the 
House of Commons last session Mr. 
Kaulbach, M. P., urged the Govern- 
ment to make representations to the 
Imperial authorities in fayor of regu- 
lating the course of steamers cross- 
ing the banks of Newfoundaind as a 
greater protection to fishing vessels. 


In March, 1892, the question of regu- 
lating the speed of steamers was sub- 
mitted to the Imperial Government by 
the Dominion authorities. The reply 
of the Home Government was to the 
effect that there was no statutory 
power to prevent steamers crossing 
the Great Banks, or to specially regu- 
late their speed in crossing. Heoce 
it appears that, while Mr. Kaulbach’s 
object is a most laudable one, it is not 
possible to give effect to his sugges- 
tions. The department has been ad- 
vised by the Board of Trade or its 
former answer on this question. 

There is a possibility of the dispute 
between Noble Bros, and the Fisherics 
Department being prolonged for some 
weeks yet. Some time ago the com- 
mission of Judge Johnston, who has 
the matter in charge, was extended 
to Oct. 30, and now it is said there 
will be a further extension until the 
end of December. 

The Postoffice Department has made 
@ concession to merchants, etc., who 
send out printed catalogues, by which 
they will be permitted to enclose cr- 
der lists in such catalogues. Hereto- 
fore, when such printed forms or or- 
der lists were included, the catalogues 
were liable to a higher rate of post- 
age. They can now go at the sume 
rate as the catalogue, namely, le fo 
4 ounces. The department has decided 
to put a stop to the practice of en- 
closing handbills, programs, show ad- 
vertisements, etc,, In newspapers sent 
to subscribers, In cases where such 
enclosures are found hereafter the 
newspaper publisher will required 
to make a declaration of the nurmber 
of copies he has so mailed, and will 
have to pay postage at the rate of le 
per copy 

The appointment of three commis- 
sioners on behalf of the Dominion to

Managers—The Movement of Wheat 

—Other Montreal News, | 

Montreal, Oct. 22,—(Special.)—The } 
jelegation appointed the other day by 
the Board of Trade to interview the 
Grand Trunk and Canadian Pacific au- 
thorities with a view to have those 
corporations extend their summer rates 
to the end of November met General 
Manager Hays and Vice-President 
Shaughnessy this afternoon, and the 
whole question was threshed out in a 
very complete manner. Mr. Robert 
Bickerdike presided, and it was repre- 
sented to the railway men that the 
bulk of the fall trade concentrated in 
October and November, and it was | 
quite impossible for the merchants to 
complete their shipments by the lst of 
November, so they urged that the date | 
of increase be made the 20th, or the 
end of November. \ 

Both Messrs. Hays and Shaughnessy j 
Spoke at length, claiming that the 
summer rate was not a paying one, but , 
simply given to compete with water ' 
rates. In fact, they contended that 
the so-called winter rate was nol ex- 
cessive, and compares very favorab y 
with rates on United States railways, j 
They had a lake and rail iace which 
was much lower in summer than in 
winter. However, the representatives 
of the two big railroads promised that 
they would give the matter their seri- 
ous attention. It is hot thought here 
that the railways will accede to the 
Board of Trade's request, and if they 
do it would be only for this year. 

The figures showing the movement of 
grain will be of interest. The follow- 
ing table gives the quantity of wheat 
received at the elevators along the line i 
of the Canadian Pacific, west of Win-;

THE APIARY. 


Anteresting Consideration of the Disposal 
of Laying Workers. 


A short time ago I noticed a colony 
which was not populous and examir- 
ed it to find the cause. As I puffed 
at little smoke from a bellows smoker 
over the tops of the combs, I saw a 
peculiar kind of cell work which I re- 
cognized at a glance as the product of 
laying work«rs. The cells were very ir- 
regular, being built up separately and 
extending high over the surface of tho 
comb. Drones with 
much difficulty 
were drawing 
their bodies from 
the cells and, 
these were miny 
of them on the 
top of the comb. 
That there had 
been enough work- 
ers to rear and 
worthless insects was 
having given t:.m a comb of brood to 
rear a queen. If a queen had been 
reared the laying workers had destroy- 
ed her before I discovered the condi- 
tion of the colony. 

I opened a populous hive, rermoved 
from it two frames of brood and put- 
ting them in the center of an empty 
hive, placed division boards on each 
side. One of the combs contained 
hatching brood, the other eggs and 
larvae, and both were well covered 
with bees. Care was taken not to re- 
move the queen wi'h the frame. I moy- 
éd the hive containing the laying 
workers to a new stand, placing the 
one into which the frames of brood had 
been put in its place. This was done in 
the morning and when the workers 
flew away to the fields in search of 
honey they returned to the old stand. 
which was now occupied by a new 
hive. Toward evening I removed the 
combs containing honey to the new 
hive, putting them in the empty places 
between the division boards and the 
sides of the hive. There were many 
drones and few workers upon the re- 
tinaining combs, which I brushed off 
as I removed them. 

Then I emptied the bees from the 
old hive upon the grass and destroyed 
them. There were many drones and a 
few workers which may have been 
layers. Then the caps were removed 
from the combs containing brood and 
these combs given to strong colonies 
to be cleaned out and used for rear- 
ing workers. A tin quart can of 
Syrup, with perforated cover, was in- 
verted upon the combs, thus provid- 
ing food for the brood. When there 
are sufficient bees to care for more 
brood I shall remove one of the divi- 
sion boards and put in its place a 
frame of brood without bees, and when 
they have increased sufficiently to 
care for another I shall remove the 
other and substitute another comb of 
brood. Laying workers are the pests 
of an apiary, There is no Way by 
which they can be distinguished from 
other workers and they will destroy 
every queen which is introduced. Some 
bee-keepers claim that they can be got 
rid of by moving the hive, as they 
never fly out in search of honey. The 
non-laying workers always return to 
their old location and can thus be in- 
duced to enter a new hive. w hile the 
layers will be left alone in the old one 
and can then be destroyed. I am try- 
Ing to prove the truth or falsity ot

When comb honey 1 
taken from the hives, it 
stored in a hot, dry atmosphere A 
room in the southwest corner of a 
building, where it will become very 
hot in the afternoon, is a good place 
to store comb honey I know of one 
beekeeper who has a small house of

There was 
a fall of 4 3-4c from yesterday's clos- 
ing price, exceeding the advance for 
any day since the sensational upward 
movement began in this country and 
abroad. Late in the day there was a 
recovery and the highest point during 
the morning session was 74 1-4c. The 
olosing price was 70 1-2c, Vowards 
the closing hour the slump was 50 
rapid that the drop of a cent and 
more found no bidders. The price 
went from 78c to 71 1-4c, in five min- 
utes. The scenes in the pit were such 
as Board of Trade ‘history is made of, 
There was a frantic rush of sellers 
on the strength of a rumor that Cu- 
dahy had joined Armour in unloadmg 
his holdings. Thousands of bushels 
were dumped on the market, but there 
were no buyers who could keep pace 
with the quantity offered. There 
were some heavy losses. The main 
cause of the decline was said to be 
the failure to secure advances from 
the banks for buying cash wheat. 
Within half an hour after the opening 
the price of December wheat went 
down 2 3-4c and the inexorable banker 
was blamed for refusing to lend money 
on any terms. The demand for money 
overshadowed all talk of foreign short- 
age, of shipments to India or news 
from Australia and Russia. 

Cash wheat sold below futures and 
the price of the former declined from 
6c to 7c before the traders were al- 
lowed a breathing spell. 

Armour said that the key to the 
situation was the scarcity of money 
and that the price of cash wheat was 
pulling future wheat down. The curb 
last night prepared the way for the 
slaughtering of the market price to- 
day, Wheat sold at 74c In the street 
and this, added to the cry of distress 
from the cash market, threw the pit 
into hysterics at the opening. 

Houses were swamped with country 
orders to sell at a certain price if the 
decline continued. Most oer them 
wanted the deal stoppea at 74c to 
74 1-2c, but before they could as much 
as shout ‘Sold!’ the expert in_ the 
box had marked the price down from 
75 1-4c to 72 1-2c. Then pandemonium 
broke loose in all its fury and the 
bravest speculator was filled with a 
dread of what might tome. 

Bulls with big lines of December 
wheat, who have beén busy unloading 
during the last few days, surrender- 
ed some more to the tottering mar- 
kets. (/They sold tat prices twiich 
brought them fortunes and took their 
chances of buying back again at a 
tower price. The bulls who have been 
crying ‘Dollar wheat’ have not been 
silenced by the tumble of the last two 
days. The bankers said that the elec- 
tion uncertainty made it impossible 
for conservative banks to decline loans 
for speculation in large sums. 

Armour’s grain department stated 
that the money market was becoming 
more closely allied to the wheat mar- 
ket, and that the election was the only 
relief in sight.

Of 
course, the main lines of the story are fol- 
lowed, but some of the incidents are quite 
new, and characters are introduced who 
are not in the book at all.” 

Passing by a natural transition to Mr. 
Parker's Canadian stories, the novelist ad- 
mitted that to a great extent he was 
digging in virgin ground. ‘*It is a singular 
thing, to my mind, that all the history of 
Canada has produced only one really not- 
able work of fiction William Kirby’s ‘Le 
Chien d’Or,’ a veritable mine of informa- 
tion and research, a powerful and admir- 
able piece of romance, not the easiest in 
the world to read, and yet one to which I 
wish to pay my earnest tribute. There 
was the Hudson’s Bay Company, with a 
history extending back to the times of 
Charles I[,, with prince Rupert for its first 
Governor, with all the series of adventures 
and moving incidents which fell to the lot 
of the Argonauts of the Far North ; there 
was the city of Quebec, the point of con- 
flict of the two races in the hemisphere, 
with all its brilliant and romantic life 
under the auctent regime, wud that all was 
left untouched save by this man I admire 
—Wiliiam Kirby. Was my Pierre a real 
man? Yes; although his characteristics 
were not bound up in one single person, 
Pierro and his people, cast in romantic sur- 
roundings, represent the reality, The things 
they did are in keeping with the life of tho 
Far North ; and even Pierre's philosophy, 
if it may be called such, is by no means 
unnatural. The French half-breed of 
Canada is peculiarly imaginative, combin- 
ing the subtlety of the Indian with the 
romantic temperament of the Fronchman. 
Theirs are no swelling periods. What they 
know and think concerning life they ox- 
press trenchantly, straight to tho point. 
Their thought is governed by their environ- 
ment, by that atmosphere which I have 
tried to reproduce. When all the forces of 
life are fused in the crucible of the North, 
the crystalat the bottem is composed ofhope 
and courage. In Australia, which has birds 
without song, flowers without perfume, 
rivers that spring in the middle or a desort 
and disappear in the middle of a plain, the 
crystal would be found to be speculation 
and pessimism, with the same dash of cour- 
ago. It isall a matter of environment. 
Lonce meta shepherd onalonely Aus- 
tralian plain, 300 milesfrom any hubitation, 
and asked him what he thought about life. 
*Gov’ner,’ he said, * up here we are all 
gambling with God!’ That would have 
been impossible in Canada.

BAPTISTE LAKE. 

Baptiste Lake, where the railway at 
present ends, isa large and fine body ~of 
water, with an imposing shore-line of rocks 
upon its southern side. On the gentle 
slope of the northeastern side, where once 
was & trading post of the Hudson Bay 
Company, is now ai Indian Reserve, where 
a few families roside, with Baptiste as 
their chief. ‘The waters of the lake abound 
in fish. In fact, Mr. Hutchinson told us 
there are millions of gray trout there, two 
or three feet long, and at this season of the 
year they come in shoals up to the long 
bridge which spans one of the bays of the 
lake. They are, however, a canny fish 
and will take no man's bait. From the 
end of the street at Baptiste Lake we went 
by waggon and on foot on te Bird’s Oreck 
on the Hastings road, and down that road 
to Bancroft, where several other iron ore 
properties were visited. Ono of these is 
in Faraday township, a milo southwest of 
Bancroft, Some exploration work was done 
Apon it 16 years ago by Mr. Pusey, who sank 
several pits in the drift, to the ore body. 
There are no outcroppings, but the dip- 
needle indicates that the deposit has a 
length of 900 feet, by a breadth of 100 
feet. The samples of ore which I saw on 
this ground were somewhat silicious, but 
not too high, it is claimed, for a good 
furnace ore. Another similar deposit is in 


of Bancroft. Its extent, as shown by the 
dip-needle, is 500 by 1900 feet, but the ore 
body is covered throughout by 10 or 15 
feet of drift. The mining right of both 
these locations is owned by Mr. Pusey. 
Another deposit of magnetic ore is on lot 
30, of the 13th concession of Dungannon, 
and is exposed over asmall area of the 
southern slope of a very high hill, 14 miles 
east of Bancroft. Lt is the property of Mr. 
James Cleak, the pioneer of Bancroft town. 
CONTINUING THEIR TRIP, 

From Bancroft we went east through 
Dungannon into Mayo, and found ac- 
commodation for the night at the little 
hamlet of Hermon. From the highest hill 
close by the corners, one can seo in every 
direction, ranges of hills, 8 to 10 miles 
distant. Our course after leaving Hermon 
was northward to Fort Stewart in Carlow, 
in the neighborhood of which there are a 
number of excellent farms. Indeed, in 
spite of the ranges of Laurentian rocks, 
hand is much good land throughout the 
country. Everywhere we had travelled 
up to this point, the grass looked rich 
and green, and the cattle sluek and fat. 
Dairying is the principal industry of the 
farmers, aud there are numerous cheese 
factories alony the highways. A farmer in 
Monteagly uid me he had a herd of 22 
cows, most of them of Holstein and Jersey 
grades. Sheep farming, too, seems to pay 
well, and no sweeter mutton or beof is pro- 
duced elsewhere in Ontario. 

A BLEAK KEGION, 

From Fort Stewart we went southeast 
back again into Mayo, to strike the Mis- 
sissippi-road. We followed this road into 
Ashley, and, after crossing the Mississippi 
branch of the Madawaska River, we enter- 
ed upon a tract of naked, gray granite, the 
most bleak and desolate I haye seen in all 
Canada, It was at one time splendidly 
timbered with pine, but this has evidently 
been burned over and over again since the 
lumberman finished his work upon it, and 
only a few charred stumps remain as ovi- 
dence of its former glory.

Washington, Oct. 23.—Hon. Lewls D. Aps- 
ley, vice-chairman of the Republican Con- 
gressiona] Committee, to-day gaye out the 
following statement : 

“On Sept. 7 I predicted that Major Mc- 
Kinley would haye 802 electoral yotes. Af- 
ter a careful study of the canvass, and 
from information I now have, I feel con- 
fident that this will be increased to 325 
from the following states :

Sun Yat Sen alleges that Tang, one 
of the officials at the Legation, told 
him that it was intended to bind and 
gag him and convey him in a box or 
sack on board a steamer bound for 
China, or kill him in the Legation end 
send his corpse to China, where, in 
accordance with the Chinese practice, 
the body would be decapitated.

Dearer Money Caused the Slump-—Foreign 
Stocks Weakened at the Close. 


London, Oct. 23.—The stock markets 
opened good to-day, but with the ex- 
ception of Americans they gave way 
later, consols falling from 1.08 1-2 to 
1.08 1-4. The reason for the setback 
Was dearer money. There were signs 
to-day that the Bank of England had 
begun to borrow money from the mar- 
ket.

Married Well But Became Addicted to 
Drink and at Last Died 
in a Hovel. 


Toronto, Oct. 24. 

Sarah Lesile, a dissolute woman once 
much respected, and the wife of a promi- 
nent Hast Bnd citizen, died suddenly at 
about 6 o’clock last night in the ram- 
shackle place old John Richardson calls a 
home at 173 Simcoe-street. 

Deceased had been drinking very heayily 
of late and yesterday, With Richardson, 
she consumed a large quantity of whis- 
ky. At noon she lay down on the dirty 
mattress which answers the purpose of a 
bed in John’s scantily furnished apart- 
ment, and John lay op the floor with his 


head on the foot of the mattress. When 
Richardson awoke soon after 6 o'clock he 
attempted to arouse his companion, but his 
efforts were useless, and he rushed out 
for a doctor. After calling at the homes 
of half a dozen medical men he got Dr. 
Macdonald of Simcoe-street to call and 
see the woman, who had been dead some 
time when the doctor arrived. 

Dr. Macdonald notified Coroner Johnson, 
who Issued a warrant for an inquest on 
Monday and the remains were taken to 
the Morgue In the patrol wagon, 

Sarah Leslie was a few years 
pretty milliner and dressmaker. Her 
maiden name was McGee, and she was 
looked upon as one of the cleverest wo- 
men in her profession in Toronto, and 
was much sought after by the leading 
stores, After a short perlod of married 
life she became addicted to liquor and a 
separation from her husband followed. 
Since then she had been leading a wanton 
life, and it Is now nearly two years ago 
that she became identified “with John 
Richardson, who is a “ scissors-to-grind " 
man and umbrella mender, well known on 
the streets. 

Just previous to the time deceased threw 
in her lot with John a woman named Me- 
Kee, ao niece of Richardson's, died very 
| suddenly under somewhat similar circum- 
| stances at the same house. Her husband

Spiders That Catch Birds, 


W. J. Rainbow,an Australian naturalist, 
“ives a description of the large bird entrap 
ping spidors of his country. Represntatives 
of this genus abound in tropical aud sub- 
tropical regions. Their webs are composed 
of two kinds of silk—one yollow, excood 
ingly viscid and elastic; the other white, 
dry and somewhat brittle. The latter is used 
for tho framework of the web, the guys and 
radii, and the former for tho 
rings 

These snares are at varied heights, some- 
times within reach, again ten to twolve 
feet from tho ground, but Always in a 
position exposed to tho rays of the sun 
Che diameter is also variable, from three 
foot upward. One seen by Graffe in the 
Fiji Islands constructs a wob 30 foot in 
liameter. These snares are strong enough 
to entrap small birds. In the author's 
opinion the web is not set for such gaine 
and the spider does not feed on her orni: 
thological victim. In the caso where she 
has been observed with her fangs in the 
body of the ensnared bird, it is probable 
that it is for the purpoao of hastening the 
death of the bird in order to provent its 
struggles to ox Ape Spiders of the genus 
a es are casily tamed. Although exceed 
ingly voracious, they can exist for many 
days without food or water. San Franciaco

WUEAT AND SILVER. 


Practical Argument by the United States 
Secretary of Agriculture. 


Washington, Oct. 23.—The Secretary 
of Agriculture expresses himself thus 
in regard to the rise in wheat: "The 
rise of wheat in the Chicago and 
New York markets during the last 60 
days is about 20c a bushel. This on 
a crop of 450,000,000 bushels makes 
$90,000,000. At least 200,000,000 bushels 
of this wheat is now owned by Amer 
can farmers. Thus, in less than 60 
days, wheat has made for its pro- 
ducers about $40,000,000, 

“During the same period silver has 
declined 2c an ounce, from 68c to 66c 
The alleged kinship of prices tor wheat 
and silver is disproved. Wheat 1s 
divorced from silver on the lawfal 
ground that the relation of supply to 
demand is the sole regulator of values, 
and Bryan and Watson and Sewall 
are made co-respondents because of 
thelr scandalous assertions. 

“If it be dishonest in a dollar to 
rise In its power to purchase wheat, 
js it not equally dishonest for wheat 
to tise in its power to purchase dol- 
ars?” 


NEARLY SINIY MILLIONS 


is What the Rise in Price Will Mean te 
the Untted States Farmers. 


Washington, Oct. 23.—The Secretary 
of Agriculture to-night issued the fol- 
lowing: “After a careful canvass of 
the situation, .e most conservative 
estimate of the amount received by 
the farmers for their wheat up to the 
21st Inst., when wheat reached Its 
highest point, is $28,688,000 over and 
above what they would have received 
at the prices ruling Sept. 1. 

“According to the most reliable ad- 
vices and the experience of good au- 
thorities enjoying special advantages 
for forming sound opinions, not less 
than 45 per cent. of this year’s crop 
js still in the farmers’ hands, In view 
of the uncertainties of the market, it 
ia difficult to estimate the amount 
that will be received by producers 
for that portion of the crop still in 
their hands, but on the basis of yes- 
terday'’s prices there would be a fur- 
ther gain of nearly $30,000,000 over the 
value based on the prices ruling Sept. 
1, If. therefore, the average price of 
wheat should not fall below the pre- 
sent figures, the proceeds from the 
eale of this year’s wheat crop will 
net the farmers not less than $58,688,- 
000 over and above the value of the 
crop on Sept. 1.”

Ottawa, Oct. 25.—(Special.)—Mr. Far!l- 
beault of the Geological Survey Staff, 
Ottawa, returned on Friday from his 
season's fleld work in Halifax County, 
Nova Scotia, where he was employed 
chiefly in the gold bearing districts. 
The boom in the Lake of the Woods 
district and British Columbia has given 
an impetus to Nova Scotia gold min- 
ing.

Hon, Mr. Mulock, Postmaster-Gener- 
al, is putlng in extra hours in his 
department, going into the matter of 
postal contracts, many of which he ook

Wacte for road carriage over terki en 
traversed by railways, and it is the § 75 
peotation of the Postijaster-Geners 
efrect a saving by avolding duplication 
of this kind. On being asked by yore 
correspondent if he expected to Cara 
revenue and expenditure balance s 
year, he replied : “Not so fast, youn’ 
man. Don't you know that there i 
an annual deficit of $750,000 ? Mr. 
Mulock gaid if ho made the two sides 
in the ledger balance within the next 
three or four years he thought he 
would be doing well. . 
The exports for the quarter ending 

30th September show the gratifying in- 
eréase of $3,268,280. The September 
increase was a substantial one, being 
nearly two millions and a quarter. The 
imports show an increase of $3,257,483, 
and the duty collected of $65,206. 

Sir Charles Tupper returned from 
Cornwall last evening, and to-night took 
train for Toronto to attend the provin- 
cial organization meeting. It will not 
be the Opposition leader's fault if a 
strong central organization jis not cre- 
ated, and a spirit of enthusiasm en- 
gendered which will lead to victory 
when the opportunity arises. 

Municipal bodies in Ontario will be 
Interested in the arbitration just con- 
cluded to determine the amount to be 
pald for the next five years under the 
Municipal Act by the city of Ottawa 
to the County of Carleton on account 
of jail and court house expenses. For 
the five years up to 1890, the city paid 
an annual sum of $5800. Then in 18% 
the city was coaxed into increasing 
this amount to $9750 per annum. This 
year the county wanted $10,800, which 
the city refused to pay, but offered the 
county $10,000, The county declined to 
accept the sum, and an arbitration was 
decided upon. Judge Deacon of Pem- 
broke was the county arbitrator, Tay- 
lor McVelity, the city representative, 
while Judge Bell of Chatham was 4p- 
pointed third arbitrator by the Liecut.- 
Governor of Ontario. The city’s case 
was vigorously fought by City Solicitor 
MacTavish, with the result that the 
award, on which all the arbitrators are 
in accord, gives the county a net an- 
nual payment of $8104, or $1900 less 
yearly than they were offered. The 
arbitrators disallowed the county's 
claim for compensation for common 
use with the county by the city of 
the court house and jail. The decisions 
in County of Kent v. Chatham, and 
County of Lincoln v. St Catharines 
had an important bearing on the 
award. 

A despatch has been received from 
the Colonial Office inyiting the Domin- 
fon to take part in an «international 
exhibition to be held at Brussels next 
year, The object of the exhibition is 
to appeal to all industri=! progress. 
There are to be fourteen sections, aS 
follows : Fine arts, social economy, 
hygiene, salvage, industrial and decor- 
ative arts, lighting, heating and their 
uses, electricity, locomotive power, mil- 
itary science, industrial manufactures, 
material, processes and products, sport- 
ing goods, exercise, popular games, 
temporary competitions in agriculture 
and horticulture, practical instruction, 
industries and handiwork of women, 
commerce colonies, and ev¢ery facility 
is to be afforded for foreign exhibits. 
The British Government has expressed 
its willinginess to participate in the 
same. 

Regulations have been adopted by 
the United States Government whereby 
vessels navigating the Soo River are 
limited to a speed not exceeding seven 
miles an hour, The object in making 
this regulation is to prevent the ex- 
tensive wash on the banks which is 
the result of the big steamers going 
at full speed. A fine is imposed on 
vessels found guilty of breaking this 
regulation. American vessel owners 
are greatly exercised because the 
regulation applies to them and can- 
not be enforced against Canadian ves- 
sel owners. They are now clamoring 
for an international arrangement to 
be made with Canada under which 
our vessels will be restricted In the 
same way 

The Prentiss murder case is one 
which is now engaging the attention 
of the Justice Department. Petitions 
are coming in asking for a commuta- 
tion of the death penalty fixed for Dec. 
17. The grounds urged are that Pren- 
tiss is a mere boy, only 18 years of 
age, and the man Lingard, whom he 
Was accused of killing, was a strong 
man, with whom a boy could never 
cope. 

The total sealing catch of this year 
as reported to the Fisheries Depart- 
ment, was 37,324, of which 17,425 were 
males and 19,899 females. 

The postoffice savings bank account 
for September shows the deposits for 
the month to have been $599,250, and 
withdrawals $617,249. The balance to 
credit of depositors is $29,219,745

Ningara Falls, Oct. 25.—Local people are 
still puzzling over the Ferritch-Barton sul- 
side, whichever it be. Though the hat of 
the yictlin has been positively identified by 
Mrs. Ferritch as that belonging to her 
husband, the fact remains that the des- 
cription of the victim, as given by eye- 
Witnesses of the tragedy who saw him as 
he passed them in the park on bis way 
to Prospect Point to make the leap, does 
not in the least correspond with the des- 
cription of Mrs. Ferritch’s husband.

To add to the 
liystery Is first the letter received from 
Barton, In which it was stated that he 
proposed to commit sulcide; and, second, 
the fact that his description very nearly 
tallies with that of the sulelde. The af- 
fair certainly ts sprouded in mystery; and 
as the body will never likely be recovered 
it seems destined to remain so. The only 
nearly satisfactory solution of the watter 
is that both Ferritch and Barton have 
sulclded. 


TRAIN DOWN A BANK, 


A Special on the Cunada Eastern Strack 
by a Landsiide—Maryclous Escape 
of Passengers and Tratnmen. 


Fredericton,N.B., Oct, 25.—An engine, 
tender and first passenger car lies at the 


bottom of the Bank of Nashwaak Riv-| 


er, one-third covered by rising waters, 
nearly opposite the Marysville Church. 
This was a special train of the Canada 
Eastern Railway, and had on board 
Superintendent Hoben, Alex.

Yesterday was the most exciting day 
of all for the speculative fraternity 
A great deal of attention has been 
bestowed on the wheat market of late 
and particularly the past week. Thy 
advance in the Chicago market within 





two months has been 23c. The climax 
Was reached on Monday last, when the 
December option sold at 79 3-4c. Then 
the stories of large amounts of money 
and even fortunes began to be circulat- 





ed about the fortunate ones who had 
bought and were holding wheat at the 
time. But there is an end to all things. 
Hundreds of people were induced by 
the higher prices to try thelr luck In 
wheat, and the buying by outside 
operators, including those in Toronto, 
was ona large scale a week ago than 
a month ago, when prices were muc h 
lower. 

Many thought that wheat should be 
bought at the beginning of last week 
on declines of le to 2c per bushel, but 
it has turned out differently. The 
trading element had become so bullish 
that many talked a dollar wheat in 
the near future, They backed thelr 
opinions and lost. 

The market yesterday declined 4c per 
bushel, the Decenber option selling 
down to 69c, anc this is a decline of 
10 3-4c since Monday last. Margins 
have been wiped out indiscriminately, 
and the losses extremely heavy. The 
losses came quicker than the profits, 
and in some instances operators who 
had made money up to Monday last 
are now behind Jn their speculations. 
The British markets yesterday were 
very flat at a decline of 21-2d_ per 
cental. Available supplies are large, 
and the future market will depend 
greatly upon the action of Liverpool. 


Demoralizrtion at Chicago, 

Chicago, Oct. 24;—Wheat Is sinking In 
price so rapidly that even its most de- 
voted friends are beginning (o desert 
{ts cause. Yesterday's rally from 
Thursday's weakness induced a mod- 
erate return to confidence, but to-day s 
break not only offset that revival, but 
carried dismay to some of the most 
pronounced and constant bulls. Liv- 
erpool was not content to only disre- 
gard our yesterday's improvement, but 
cast additional gloom over the minds 
of holders of wheat by declining from 
2 144d to 2 1-2d. This was the all- 
important factor in the market during 
to-day’s session, The cash wheat situ- 
ation was somewhat relleyed, but there 
was still a very much congested con- 
dition to report.. Money with which 
to earry the grain is badly needed and 
the: stringency is most discouraging. 
Ordinary news pertaining to the mar- 
ket cut little figure. Receipts at Chi- 
cago were 188 cars, and 31,700 bushels 
were taken from store. The North- 
west had 1088 cars against 836 last 
Saturday, and 116 a year ago. Ship- 
ments from both coasts for the week 
were 3,823,000 bushels, 300,000 less than 
for last week. Atlantic seaboard clear- 
ances for twenty-four hours amount- 
ed to 289,666 bushels. Closing continent- 
al quotations were higher to correspond 
with the American advance of yester- 
day. 


At New York. 

New York, Oct. 24.—Wheat opened much 
lower at the Produce Wxchange this morn- 
lug. December closed last night at 80%, 
opened to-day at 77, and May, which clos- 
ed yesterday at Si%, opened to-day at 
804%. Lower cables and free selllug were 
the cause of the lower prices,

Thi tep means Mat a@ poy ertul Teet 
of British warships will be found in 
Canadian and in West Indian waters 
the year round, wherea il pre nt 
the summemmontas find t hips on 
the Canadian and Newfoundland 
coast, while the other half of the 12 
months is spent In the West Indies 
The division of the North American 
station in the manner indicated may 
not take place until next pring, but 
it ls probable there was good founda- 
tion for the statement of a couple of 
months ago that Halifax harbor will} 
contain at least one member of tho 
British fleet this winter, One of the 
most interesting features of the story 
that the naval service will be doubled 
and more than doubled is the slate- 
ment that the flagship for the British 
North American division will not be 
the battleship Renown, but that it 
will be the mighty ship of war Royal 
Arthur, one of the great monsters of 
Britain's navy. and that she will bring 
the new Vice-Admiral with her to 
command this division. When the 
Vice-Admiral now commanding, Sir 
James Erskine, leaves this station in 
a few months’ time, his flagship, tho 
Crescent, will return to England 

The division of the station will, of 
course. mean two British Vice-Adml- 
rals on this side of the Atlantic, One 
of them will be Sir John Fisher; who 
will be the other is unknown, but 
his flagship will be the Renown, To 
keep the officers of the various ships 
attached to both divisions familiar 
with the waters of British North 
America and the West Indies, It is 
said here there will be an exchange 
of divisions every elghteen months, 
the ships on the Canadian coast going 
to the West Indies and vice versa. | 
The big cruiser Talbot, which receatly * 
came to Halifax from England to re 
place the Magicienne, will, it is un- 
derstood, be one of the {Vest Indian 
fleet, and her place here will likely 
be taken by another ship of the same 
class. 


The recent additions to the British | 


ships in American waters have al- 
ready greatly strengthened the squad- 
ron, and {t is quite certain that by 
next summer Great Britain will nave 
on this side of the ocean the greatest 
fleets she has ever despatched across 
the Atlantic. The ships have already 
begun to take their departure from 
Halifax and Bermuda for the winter, 
the Talbot and Intrep!d having sailed 
this week, but the flagshio Crescent,

A TERRIFIC STORM. 








St. John Harbor « rowded With Veasels 
Which Had to i'nt in for Shelter— 
Some Rom . Expericnees. 

St. John, N.B., Oct. 25.—This city ex- 
perienced the worst wind and rain 
storm for years on Saturday. Start- 
ing before daylight Thursday morning, 


it continued until early this morning 
with great severity. The harbor is 
crowded with coasting schooners in for 
shelter. Considering the high wind 
yery few marine disasters are so far 
reported, During Saturday, in a pour- 
ing rain, hundreds stood about the 
wharves watching the immense seas 
dash over Negrotown Point breakwat- 
er, Partridge Island and other places. 
The schooner Lynx had a narrow es- 
cape, and for s time it was feared 
both schooner an! crew would go to 
the bottom. The Lynx was bound 
from River Hobert for Vineyard Haven 
for orders, and put in here for shelter, 
and anchored near Beacon Light, 
About 9 o'clock the vessel dragged its 
anchors and Was soon at the mercy 
of a very angry sea. The crew took 
to the rigging, and a crew ef fishermen 
put out from the Carleton side of the 
harbor, but could not reach the ves- 
sel. Then the captain of the steamer 
State of Maine had one of his life- 
boats launched and manned by profes- 
sional boatmen, and the crew was 
taken off. Soon after the Storm King got 
hold of the vessel and towed her to 
a place of safety. 

The steamer St. John City, which 
left Halifax on Friday, arrived to-day 
after a very rough experience. ‘Lhe 
ship was compelled to put to sea. 





THE SUPREME COURT, 


Lake Erte and Detroit Biyer Ratlway Com- 
pany's Appeal Heard, Also That of 
Farwell & Glendon. 


Ottawa, Oct. 26.—(Specilal.)—In the Suv 
preme Court yesterday the case of the Lake 
Erle & Detroit River Rallway y. Sales was 
proceeded with. The Rallway Company ap- 
peals from the judgment of the Ontario 
Court of Appeal, which confirmed Mr. Jus- 


tice MacMahon’s decision in favor of the 
plaintiff in the trial court. The question as 
tried In the courts below was as to wletler 
the goods of the respondent, burned at the 
railway company’s station at Merlin, Ont, 
on Feb. 7, 1895, were destroyed through 
the appellant’s negligence, On this appeal 
counsel for the appellants argued that they 
Were entitled to rely upon the conditions 
of the shipping Dilla as exempting them 
from lHability from negligence. Against 
this it was contended that the conditions 
were not pleaded aud moreover that they 
only applied to the company as carriers, and 
net as common warchousemen, as to which 
a special contract had been made. Judg- 
ment reserved. Riddle for appellant 
Thomson, Q.C., and Tilley for respondent. 

Farwell & Glendog v, Jamieson was 
uext argued.. The defendant Jamieson was 
owuer of a house leased to one Armstrong, 
and the lease was mortgaged to a loan 
company, who put a notice on the house 
that It was to be let, and gave the key to 
&@ man uamed Parsons with authority to 
show the premises to applicants. Parsons 
rented the place to the plaintiffa for sutor- 
age of pianos aud defendant distrained on 
the planos for reat under the original 
leuse. The question for declalou was whe

An Old Family. 


The Orono (Ont.) News of the 22nd inst., 
says: The name of the lato Colonel 
Ketcheson found in connection with the 
wediling notice of one of his descendants in 
our marriage column, will revive the past 
in the minds of many of our readers. The 
Ketcheson family is one of the oldest and 
most substartial in the Province, and its 
history is intimately associated with the 
history of the country, and with the history 
of the Methodist Church in Upper Canada 

William Ketcheson, the Colonel's father, 
was a Yorkshireman, who came when fif- 
teen years of age with his grandfathor to 
one of the New England Colonies. On

the breaking out of the revolutionary 
in 1775 he enlisted as a soldier and joi 
the dragoons. After the war he carried hi 
family to Nova Scotia, but a fire consum- 
ing all his property he came to Ontario in 
1787, and settled at Hay Bay, in Freder- 
icksburg. Here shortly afterwards he 
took an active part in the erection of the 
first Methodist church ever built in Cana- 
da. From a beam of this church, at the 
time of the centenary a few years ago, & 
handsome staff was fashioned, and this is 
annually transmitted as the insignia of 
oftice by the retiring President of the Bay 
of Quinte Conference to his successor. 

Colonel William Ketcheson, the son of 
this Loyalist dragroon and pioneer, was 
born in 1782. He served with distinction 
in the war of 1812. In the early decades 
of the century his well appointed hcme in 
Sidney wasa centre from which radiated 
influences that were powerful and benign. 
He was one of nature's noblemen. To the 
weary Methodist clergyman of that early 
day Squire Ketcheson’s home wasa veri- 
table oasis in the desert, and his hospitality 
was proverbial. The Rey. George Payter 
the historian, acknowledged his indebted- 
ness to him for much yaluable information 
pertaining to the work of early Mothod- 
ism, and was wont affectionately to speak 
of him as **My old friend.” The grand 
old man lived to a great age and left a 
posterity who aro true to the traditions of 
their family and staunch supporters of the 
church of their fathers.

“The first number of a new paper is too 
often accompanied with a loud shout about 
‘filling along felt want,’ about ‘distin 
guished contributors’ and ‘ trained writ- 
ers,’ etc., etc. There is one future for a 
paper issued into the world in that way 
unless it changes hands, and that is to die. 
Any man fit to conduct a Paper knows that 
a successful paper is a growth, and cannot 
be made in a year or ten years. Heknows 
that there is no training school for writers, 
and that the writer ‘with a style’ is born, 
not trained, and he knows, too, that jour- 
nalism under the most favorable conditions 
is such a risky thing that no real journi:- 
ist ever shouts about what he is going to 
do.” 

« Knoxonian” might have gone further, 
and said that every real journalist is too 
much occupied with his work to waste time 
in shouting. ‘That is left to the fakirs of 
the profession, whose stock in trade con- 
sists of boasts of what they cw do, aro 
going todo, and have done. The real 
journalist does not disgust his readers 
with ‘shop talk”; ho takes them to be 
people of sense and discretion, does his 
work conscientiously and lets it speak for 
him. In newspaper work, as in many other 
lines, the emptiest vessel makes the most 
sound ; boasting is often made to do ser- 
vic in covering up or distracting attention 
from glaring defects.

THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION,

Washington, Oct, 26. 
Presidential election will 
der conditions which have never be- 
fore prevailed, and which will render 
the official count a matter of difficulty 
unusual delay 

Since the last Presidential 
almost every State which 
then adopted the Australian ballot 
system has by State enactment pre- 
scribed some form of secret blanket 
ballot, either based on the Australian 
plan or closely resembling it, The 
only exceptions are Georgia, Loulsiana, 
North Carolina and South Carolina 
In the first three States named the 
old open ballot system prevails and 
the election machinery is in the hands 
of the State authorities, In South 
Carolina there is what Is called a “re- 
form ballot,” the avowed purpose of 
which is to restrict the votes of I- 
literate negroes, In nearly all the 
other States blanket ballots will be 
cast, and In many of them the count 
will be complicated by the fact that 
State, legislative and county nomina- 
tions are printed on the same ballot 
With the names of Presidential elec- 
tors Connecticut has an envelope 
system and New Jersey prints each 
party ticket upon a separate ballot, 
Should the election be In any way 
close, it is, therefore, quite possible 
that it may be 24 hours. or even 48 
hours, after the polls close before the 
result is known with absolute cer- 
tainty. In States like Nebraska for 
instance, where, according to conser- 
vative opinion, there may not be a 
margin of 56000 votes elther way, it 
will be impossible to arrive at a cor- 
rect judgment until all the back coun- 
tiles are heard from, The polls in the 
cities close at 4 p.m., but in the coun- 
try districts keep open until6 p.m., and 
with a Governor, a legislature and 
county officers to elect, all on one bal- 
lot, it will take at least six hours to 
complete the count,

OVER A MILLION LOST. 


Big Grain Elevators at Chicago Gone Up in 
Smoke and a Million Bushels 
of Wheat Burnes. 


Chicago, Oct. 26.—In less than an 
hour at noon to-day fire destroyed $1,- 
200,000 worth of property on the north 
branch of the Chicago River in a di- 
lapidated locality known as Goose Is- 
land. The Pacific grain elevators A 
and B, owned by the Chicago and Pa- 
cific Elevator Company, were com- 
pletely destroyed and several frame 
dwellings adjoining were swept away. 
There was more than 1,000,000 bushels 
of wheat stored in the two great elc- 
yators. The loss on that is estimated 
at $861,000, on corn $34,800 and a small 
loss on oats. The loss on the building 
and machinery is placed at nearly 
$300,000. The insurance fully covers 
the losses. Supt. Perry said the fire 
started in elevator B, in the south 
part, and he believes it was caused 
by sparks from a passing tug in the 
river. No employe of the company 
knows anything more definite about 
the origin of the destruction. 

Thousands of spectators gathered 
and cheered in wonder and admiration 
at the grand sight, unique in the an- 
nals of fire history. Great bins, con- 
taining thousands of bushels of dry 
&érain ,one above the other, were eaten 
gradually away by the flames. One 
bin withstood the destroyer longer 
than the rest and -hung suspended in 
the air, One side caught fire near the 
bottom and the heap of grain, releas- 
ed from its confinement, poured to the 
sround a hundred feet below, to be 
met by the flames in its descent, 
the whole forming a picture of a burn- 
ing Niagara.

A sort of preliminary conference of the 
supporters of the Provincial Opposition 
was held at the Queen's yesterday.

Halifax, Oct. 20.—An evening paper prints 
a sensational story to-day, in which it is 
charged that WUllam O'Connor, a British 
subject, who went to New York from Hall 
fax in 1892, was for four years confined ia 


the Insane Asylum on Ward's Island, 
though he cluims to have been perfectly 
gane ull the time. O'Connor, who has just 


returned to Halifax, says he secured nis 
release, by persistently insisting that he 
was not insane, and with the assis 
auce of his friends, with whom he com 
municated clandestfuely, he alleges that 
letters which he would ask officials to send 
for him never reached those for whom 
they were Intended. According to the 
man's story, Rey. Deau Partridge of bre@ 
ericton recelyed one of his letters, and om 
communicating with the cnalrman of ibe 
N.Y. State Lunacy Commission, the latter 
took measures thut resulted in O'Connors 
release, with enough moucy to take him to 
Canada. O'Connor states that the autbork 
ties insisted on him leaviag New York 
State, and gaye him $20 to pay expenses, 
He chirges that he was practically alee 
ped in New York four years ago, and raik 
roaded to Ward's Island, when he went te 


Bellevue Hoerifal to comsult a pbysician 
about insolmuia, from which he was a 
chronic sufferer.

a nest of boodlers. O'Connor intends to 
present his case to the British t,vvernment 
and ask them to demand reparation for 
what he claims was enforced and wrongful 
detention.

Spaniards Claim to Have lepeatedly 


Whipped the Ecbels. 


Havana, Oct. 26.—Ool. Segura has report- 
ed to the Government that his command 
surprised a body of rebels at Garganta 
Sorva, Province of Pinar Del Iilo, and that 
in the fighting that followed four of the 
Insurgents were killed. The Spaniards by 
this victory guined possession of a route 
to the hills, und started to Dulld trenches 
to defend their position. While employed 
im this work the troops were continually 
fired upon by tle rebels, but no losses were 
sustained. On Oct. 24, Col, Segura le 
main body of bts command and, with @ 
small force, started to reconnoltre the 
country.

DON'T KNOW WHERE THEY SIAND. 
But the Trade Belicve That Finally Prices 


Will be Better. 


London, Oct, 26.—In 
with a representative of the United 
Assoclated Presses to-day, Robert 
Rim, a member of one of the leading 
houses doing business as brokers in 
Baltic wheat on the Grain Exchange, 
said: “The fall of half a crown in 
California wheat in Liverpool has dis- 


organized the market, and we do not 
Know exactly where We stand. Ustil 
we receive some of the arrivals of 
wheat which are now due from Cali- 
fornia, thus fixing actual values, the 
markets must be uncertain. The trade 
has come to the conclusion that there 
is going to be a different level from 
what they are accustomed to and bet- 
ter prices. I do not think we shall 
ever return bo the old level. At pre- 
sent we can take every bit of Call- 
fornia wheat we can possibly get, and 
I expect an immediate rise of another 
shilling. It is not likely that the mar- 
ket will be overcrowded for the next 
six months. Then the new crops will 
be coming in. During the interval 
California and River Platte wheats 
will be chiefly relled upon, as there 
are discouraging reports concerning 
the Russian and Australian crops. 
The River Platte prospects are good, 
but those dealers are holding prices 
very stiff. The California holders are 
not pressing sellers, but it is the re- 
sellers that are knocking dewn the 
markets,”

At Chicago, 


Chicago, Oct. 26—The wheat market 
kept speculators guessing to-day, and 
at the close they were apparently as 
far from a solution as at the start, 
although prices rested at a gain from 
Saturday. The cables from Liverpool 
at the opening were 1-2d higher, that 
Information tending to encourage buy- 
ers a little, but the closing advices 
were lower. Quick changes in price 
Were constantly taking place and the 
tone veered from strong to weak and 
vice versa without any apoarent mo- 
tive. The routine news incident to 
the session was, generally speaking, of 
a character to disappoint advocates of 
higher values, but the burning of an 
elevator In the northern part of the 
city, by which 1,200,000 bushels. of 
wheat was destroyed, gave the mar- 
ket an upward inclination at the close. 
Closing continental cables were all 
lower. December wheat opened from 
69 7-8c to 70 1-4c, sold between 71 1-8¢ 
and 69 1-4c, closing at 70 8-4c to 70 7-8c, 
Je to 1 1-8c higher than Saturday. 
Cash wheat was firm and Ic higher. 


Continental Markets. 


London, Oct, 26—The reports of to- 
day's grain markets on the various 
Continental bourses, received at the 
London office of the United Associated 
Presses, are as follows: 

Antwerp—The wheat market was in- 
active. Holders compelled to accept 
lower bids. Time business has been 
paralyzed by the violent fluctuations 
of the American markets. Corn wes 
easy, with very few buyers. 

Paris—Flour opened weaker, but 
better feeling followed. 

Berlin—The market opened with a 
full number of «...crs at lower prices. 
On the strencth of news from America 
the market later became firm. 

Buda Pest—Offers Increased at lower 
prices. 

Amsterdam—Market lower. 

Marseilles—Market steady and with- 
out notable changes. 

Odessa—The Danubian and Ruessian 
markets were inactive and nominally 
very firm, Sellers refuse to make con- 
cessions, but the best opinion is that 
if there is a symptom of decline in 
any market ours will give way. At 
the close there was a disposition to 
sell. but practically dealings are in 
a state of suspense.

The Weekly Review. 


Tondon, Oct. 26.—The Mark Lane Ex- 
press, in its review of the grain mar- 
ket, says: ‘The rise in the price of 
wheat is justified by the situation. 
It is not a speculative advance; on 
the contrary, a speculative effort to 
bear the market is on foot.

Liverpool, Oct. 26—Owing to a scar 
elty of buyers, the wheat market 
opened with a nominal business. but 
shortly afterwards the market show- 
ed 1 1-2d advance.

Teachers! Convention. 
A convention of th» Public School 


teachers of Sidney was convened at Wall- 
bridge on Friday, Oct. 23rd, by Mr. John- 
ston, P.».1. 

Mr. Johnston opened the convention by 
giving « short address on the subjects of 
letter writing and reading. He stated that 
in many schools the scholars did not read 
woll, and as this was one of the most im- 
portant subjects marked out in the course 
of study, he trusted that the teachers pre- 
sent would do all in their power to make 
their pupils as proficient in this subject as 
possible. 

Mr. Rose, of Wallbridge, next, in a very 
able manner, gave his method of tvaching 
spelling, ‘ 

The subject of Phonics was then intro- 
duced by Mr. Frappy. He showed how 
scholars, if taught this subject properly at 
first, could in'a few weeks do a great 
amount of the work required for them- 
selves. 

Mr. Hicks next took up the subject of 
grammar. He outlined his mthod of 
teaching this subject toa class from the 
time it was first required until the class 
was ready for the entrance examination. 
Mr. Hicks laid great stress on the neces- 
sity of thorough drill and con.tant review. 
The teachers present were highly pleased 
with the manner in which Mr. Hicks 
treated this subject. 

During the afcernoon sesjion Mr. Fair- 
man took up the subject of geography and 
Mr. Solmeg that of Jiteraturs. 

At the close of the convention a vote of 
thanks was tendered Mr. Johnston for the 
deep interest he had always taken in aid- 
ing the teachers, and thus, through them, 
making the schools of South Hastings 
second to none in Ontario.

Prof, Ellis Found Arscnic tn the Stomach 
of George Si rnaman of Rain- 
ham Centre. 


Cayuga, Ont., Oct. 27,—The adjourn- 
ed inquest on the body of George H, 
Sternaman, who died at Rainham 
Centre last August under suspicious 


circumstances, was resumed to-day 
and completed. Mr. C. W. Coulter, 
Crown Attorney, was present in the 
interests of the Crown. ‘The coroner, 
Lr Thompson, read the report of Dr. 
Witis on his analysis of the viscera of 
deceased, He found arsenic in the 
stomach, bowels and liver, After tak-

But it Wilt Only be Temporary, as Stocks 
arc Low and the isc in Wheat 
Prices Was Justified, 


London, Oct. 27.—Mr. Philip B. Skel- 
ton, secretary of the old Corn Ex- 
change in Mark Lane, in an inter- 
view with a representative of th> 
United Assoclatea Presses, said in re- 
gard to the recent rise in wheat: “I 
certainly think the demand genuine 
and the rise justified. <A reaction is 
probable, but it will be only temporary 
and caused by people having stock on 
hand being induced to rush to sell.

The abcence of the surplus of 
former years has stimulated trade. 
The statements which have been made 
that there is a manipulation of the

London, Oct. 27.—The Marquis of 
Lansdowne, Secretary of for 
War, delivered a speech at Leeds to- 
night, He took occasion to deprecate 
the speech recently made at York by 
Sir Edward Clarke, formerly Solicitor- 
General, who said that Great Britain's 
claims in Venezuela were untenable 
and that no honest or impartial orbi- 
trator or commission could decide in 
Great Britain's favor on the evidence. 
Lord Lansdowne declared that Sir Ed- 
ward's statement was a staring and 
serious one. Great Britain's claims 
had been carefully investigated and he 
believed that most of them could be 
supported by satisfactory evidence, 

Lord Lansdowne. added that there 
was reason to hope that the time was 
approaching when these questions 
would be settled by arbitration or an 
amicable compromise upon suitable 
conditions, When the time came Great 
Brtain would enter court, not for a 
moment believing that every point 
would be decided in her favor, but 
confident that her claims would be 
found to be supported by evidence 
based upon the established principles 
of international law.

The Presidential Election in the States 
and the Power of the Bishops. 


London, Oct. 27,—The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette this afternoon publishes a de- 
spatch from Rome saying: The Pre- 


sidential election (in the United

His evidence 
differed In some particulars from that 
Riven at the last trial. To-day he 
swore that among other things Bren- 
nan said to him, when he gave him- 


self up, “If Strathy had not at- 
tempted to throw me out, I would 
not have shot him.” This was not 


given in his last evidence. 

During Maryin’s evidence and others 
following during the afternoon Bren- 
nan's two daughters, Agnes and Mary, 


were present and sat with downcast 
look during the proceedings. Brennan 
Wept considerably at times, and ap- 


peared terribly agitated. 

George F. Oakley of Toronto testi- 
fled to the belief that the bullet pro- 
duced came from the pistol produced 
in court. 

Fred M, Smith, ex-deputy sheriff, 
testified to beingin the sheriff's office 
when Brennan came in and said: “I've 
done a dreadful deed this morning; 
I've shot John Strathy, and," handing 
the revolver to the sheriff, “here is 
the thing that done it.” He talked 
considerably about his troubles, say- 
ing “I blame John Strathy fof all of 

“During the last fifteen years the 
prisoner did not appear to be quite 
sound in his mind. He romanced a 
reat deal. At one time said he was a 
shareholder in Morgan and MeVittie's 
greenhouse. He spoke seriously of 
running for mayor."’ Here the judge 
humorously asked Mr. Lount: “Is the* 
an evidence of insanity?’ This seem- 
ed to satisfy Mr. Lount, who at once 
closed the cross-examination. 

Sheriff Drury corroborated Mr. 
Smith's evidence. While Mr, Drury 
was relating his visit to the jail to 
tell Brennan of Strathy’s death, the 
prisoner sobbed bitterly, and appear- 
ed broken in remorse. 

The rest of the evidence of the day 
was corroborative of that given last 
spring.

He was glad the Hon. Mr, Tarte had 
sone to the Coast, and he hoped the 
Government would adopt an energetic 
immigration polley. Hon. Mr Vlorget 
is in fact so enthusiasti over he 
question that he suggests that th 
Government and Canadian VPacifk 
unite and offer not only a free home- 
Stead, but erect a small house and 
barn, and offer this to the cramped-up 
farmers of the Old Land. The Sen- 
ator says no effort or expense should 
be spared in getting twelve thousand 
more farmers and wheat producers in 
the Province of Manitoba. 

“I thought I was a good Canadian be- 
fore I left, but I am a better one now, 
for I never knew before what a country 
we possess," 

The Senator also related the fact 
that in returning home he was glad to 
see that, while the American side of 
the "Soo" seemed to be at a standstill, 
there were no less than 265 fine bulld- 
ings going up on the Canadian side. 
Hon. Mr, Forget is not one of these 
men who bellevye Canada begins at 
Cape Gaspe and ends at Carillon. 

It appears that Hon. Col, Baker, Min- 
ister of Education in the British Co- 
lumbia Government, had rather an un- 
pledsant quarter of an hour on Sun- 
day afternoon in O'Brien Hall, where 
he had been invited to deliver a short 
address. There is'a good deal of so- 
clalism in those Sunday afternoon re- 
unions, but the Western Cabinet Min- 
ister had been under the impression 
that he was to address something like 
@ Sunday school. The result was 
that when the gallant Colonel, who is 
an ardent Britisher, had had his say, 
one or two of the members who were 
present got up and severely censured 
the visitor for the ideas he had pro- 
claimed, “One of the chaps damned 
England and the other damned me,” is 
the way the Colonel explained the in- 
cident to his friends; but he would 
not be damned, and in replying to 
the remarks of the speakers in ques- 
tion he raked them fore and aft, In 
fact both of them came and apologized 
to the dignitary from the Pacific Coast. 
Sir Richard Cartwright, Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, who is in town, 
said this morning, in answer to a 
question, that the tariff enquiry has 
not yet commenced. ‘We will certain- 
ly take all proper méaris to let those 
affected know in ample time," he said. 
“Communications will be sent to the 
press and In other ways all will re- 
ceive notification. It is possible that 
the Ministers who are chieily concern- 
ed with the enquiry will first of all 
proceed west, and pursue their en- 
quiries there, returning east when they 
have finished, Montreal can always 
easily be reached.” 

Mr. Fabian Vanasse, Harbormaster, 
who came within sixteen votes of de- 
feating Hon. Mr. Laurier’s candidate in 
Yamaska, has been dismissed to make 
way for a friend of the party in pow- 
er. 

L'Blecteur gives the following as 
coming from the Pope: “I am not yet 
acquainted with all the details of the 
school question, but there is a fact that 
cannot be lost sight of, and that is 
that the destinies of an English colony 
are confined to a Roman Catholic 
Prime Minister. This is perhaps the 
most important event that has taken 
place since my appeal to the Angiican 
Church,” 

Montreal is threatened with a disas- 
ter even worse than that of Johns- 
town, owing to the present condition 
of the city reservoirs on Mount Royal 
overlooking the city.

The leakages have in- 
creased so as to thoroughly saturate the 
university grounds, and threaten to Un- 
dermine the foundations of the big 
building. The leakages have been left 
to grow from bad to worse until the 
condition of the reservoir has become 
such as to threaten an appalling dis-

At the same time It looks as if bu 
ness were coming to a standstill until after 
the United States eleétion. The Stock Ex- 
change will be closed until Monday.

Vessels From Canadian Ports Which Havo

London, Oct. 28.—The Italian barque Afri- 
ca, Captain Cacase, from Chatham, N.B., 
Bept. 18, which arrived at Bristol yester- 
flay, reports haying encountered severe 
weather on the passage. When off 
Gundy Island she shipped a great quan- 
tity of water, which washed off two-thirds 
of her deck load, and did sundry damage 
about her decks.

The accident is undoubtedly a very 
sad one and will be deeply lamented 
by the whole community. Mr. Ed- 
gar was one of Owen Sound's oldest 
residents, having come in the early 
days of the town. He was for many 
years bailiff of the first Division Court 
of Grey, giving up the position a year 
or two ago, He has been town tax 
collector for the past ten years and 
upwards, as well as being at the same 
time collector of water rates. The de- 
ceased was one of the best known men 
in the county, was a prominent 
Orangeman and a staunch and ener- 
getic Conservative, besides being con- 
nected with many of the different 
fraternal societies. He was about 58 
years old and a native of Ireland. He 
leaves a widow and grown up family. 


CHARGED WITH MURDER. 








Mrs. George MH Sternaman Arrested tn 
Buffalo in Connection With the 
Death of Her Husband. 


Several years ago George H. Sterna- 
man went from the Township of Rain- 
ham, Haldimand County, Ont., to Buf- 
falo to work. He secured board at the 
home of Ezra Chipman, a carpenter, 
and fellow-workman, whose wife, nee 
Olive Sevenpiper, also came originally 
from Rainham. Chipman died some- 
what suddenly, and after a time Ster- 
naman married the widow, Mrs. Chip- 
man having secured the amount of a 
life insurance policy on her husband. 


Last July the second husband was 
taken ill, showing symptoms similar to 
those of Chipman, and now it is sus- 
pected that both were poisoned. 
Sternaman’s mother sent for the 
sick man to come to his old home and 
he did so, his wife accompanying him, 
and insisting on attending him. Ster- 
naman died in August and the Cana- 
dian doctors, finding the man carried 
substantial life insurance, suspected 
that there was something wrong. 
An inquest was ordered, the body ex- 
humed, and the viscera sent to Dr. 
Pllis of Toronto for analysis. The re- 
Sult was the finding of arsenic, and 
the coroner's jury rendered a verdict 
of arsenical p ig. The widow has 
been arrested and is now in custody 
at Buffalo.

The Lovosick Spider, 

Some interesting experiments have 
been lately carried out on the range 
of vision and sense of color possessed 
by spiders, according to the New York 
Journal. 

Twenty species of attidae were 
Selected, and their study and observa- 
tlons were extended over eight suc- 
cessive summers. Apparently when 
their prey, which consists of small in- 
sects, is motionless, they perceive them 
at a distance of five inches, but when 
they are moving they can sight them 
at much greater distances, while each 
other they can see distinctly up to at 
least twelve inches.

A Canadian Lady's View of 


American Electioneering. 

A Belleyilla lady now in Cleveland, 
Ohio, in writing to her friends here, yives 
her opinion of American enthusiasm in 
their election campaigns in the following 
graphic style :-- 

“Well, of all the crazy lupatics that 
ever lived, the people hers aro the worst 
over elections. Last Wedoesday afternoon 
we went to see a Rvupublican parade. It 
was nearly two houra in passing givon 
points. There were different clubs from 
all paris of the city, each with its own 
badge and uniform. The hardwere men 


i wore yellow felt hats, and carricd tin canes 


with a whistle in the end of each; another 
club sported umbrellas made of red, white 
and blue material; another decorated 
themselves with immense yellow chrysan- 
thomums ; another wore long Jinen ulsters 
aud capes lined with blue cotton; one 
had Bryan laid out on a stretcher, and 
borne aleng by some stalwart Republicans, 
I cannot remember one-half of the 
grotesque sights that were presented to 
our view while watching the procession 
passing us. There were, I may add, six 


or eight bands. One of the clubs 
was mounted. On the following 
day we had «a McKinley bicycle 
club parade composed of about three 


thousand men, some with lanterns—Chin- 
ese —some with umbrellas, some in fancy 
costumes, and T may addin all sorts and 
kinds of fantastic “rigs.” The noise of 
the horns was enough to deafen one, I 
say again they are lunatics. To-night 
there is to be » women’s parade, but they 
can’t make much bigger fouls of themselves 
than the men do! Wednesday afternoon 
thers is to be another of thesa ludicrous 
parades ; and on next Saturday the farce 
will end by two additional exhibitions of 
what may be foirly styled the political 
mania, which now pervade the whole peo- 
ple of this country. ‘The one in the after- 
noon will be McKinleyite, and the one in 
the evening Bryanite ; then ends that kind 
of business, and ‘Tuesday ends it all. There 
aro hundreds of Democrats voting for Me- 
Kinley, most of whom never cast a Re- 
publican vote before. They are literally 
wild with excitement, You can see large 
portraits of McKinley pasted up in the 
windows of many of tho best houses in the 
city, a8 well a8 in many ‘‘swell” ones. 
All this looks very badly to mo—but they 
do enthuse so here. IThope we shal! have 
no such exhibitions of political luoaey in 
Canada,”

New Yciu, Cct. 29.—Ballard Smith 
in a special cable to The World says:

the cattle afield, our bare feot wet with

dew, and rode the horses with the hal- 
ter to the brook until we fell off, and 
hunted the mow for nesta until the 


feathered occupants went cackling 
away. We were nearly all of us born 
in the country, and all would have 
stayed there had not somo adventur- 
ous lad on his vacation come back 
with better clothes and softer hands 
and set the whole village on fire with 
ambition for city life. So we all under- 
stand rustic allusions, The Bible is 
full of them. In Christ's sermon on 
the mount you could see the full blown 
lilies and the glossy black of the crow’s 
Wing as it flees over Mount Olivet 
David and John, Paul and Isaiah find 
in country life a source of frequent il- 
lustration, while Christ, in the text, 
takes the responsibility of calling God 
a farmer, declaring “My Father is the 
husbandman,” : 

Noah was the first farmer. We say 
nothing about Cain, the tiller of the 
soll. Adam was a gardener on a large 
scale, but to Noah was given ali the 
ficres of the earth. Elisha was an asn- 
culturist, not cultivating a ten-acre lot, 
for we find him plowing with 12 yoke 
of oxen. In Bible times the land was 
so plenty and the inhabitants so few 
that Noah was right when he gave 
every inhabitant a certain portion of 
land; that land, if cultivated, ever after 
to be his own possession, just as in 
Nebraska the United States Govern- 
ment, on payment of $16, years ago 
gave preemption right to 160 acres to 
any man who would settle there and 
cultivate the soll. 

All classes of people were expected to 
cultivate ground except ministers of 
religion, It was supposed that they 
would have their time entirely occupied 
with thelr own profession, although I 
am told that sometimes ministers do 
plunge so deeply into worldliness that 
they remind one of what Thomas 
Fraser said in regard to a man in his 
day who preached very well, but lived 
very ill, “When he is out of the pulpit, 
it is a pity he should ever go into it, 
and when he Is In the pulpit, it is a 
pity he should ever c#me out of it.” 

They were not small crops raised in 
those times, for though the arts were 
rude, the plow turned up very rich 
soll, and barley and cotton and flax 
and aif kinds of grain came up at the 
call of the harvesters. Pliny tells of 
one stalk of grain that had on it be- 
tween three and four hundred ears. The 
rivers and the brooks, through arti- 
ficial channels, were brought down to 
the roots of the corn, and to this habit 
of turning a river wherever it was 
wanted, Solomon refers when he says, 
“The King’s heart is in the hand of 
the Lord, and He turneth it «as the 
rivers of water are turned, whitherso- 
ever He will.” 

The wild beasts were caught, and 
then a hook was put into their nose, 
and then they were led over the field 
and to that God refers when He says 
to wicked Sennacherib, “I will put a 
hook in thy nose and I will bring thee 
back by the way which thou camest,” 
And God has a hook in every man‘s 
nose, whether it be Nebuchadnezzar or 
Ahab or Herod, He may think him- 
self very independent, but sometime In 
his life, or in the hour of his death, 
he will find that the Lord Almighty 
has a hook in his nose, 

This was the rule in regard to the 
culture of the ground, ‘Thou shalt not 
plow with an ox and an ass together,” 
illustrating the folly of ever putting 
intelligent and useful and pliable men 
in association with the stubborn and 
the unmanageable. The vast majority 
of troubles in the churches and In re- 
formatory institutions comes from the 
disregard of this command of the Lord, 
“Thou shalt not plow with an ox and 
an ass together.”’ 

There were large amounts of prop- 
erty invested in cattle, The Moabites 


paid 100,000 sheep as an annual tax, 
Job had 7000 sheep, 3000 camels, 500 
yoke of oxen. The time of vintage 


was ushered In with mirth and music, 
The clusters of the vine were put into 
the wine presses and then five men 
would get into the press and trample 
out the juice from the grape until their 
garments were saturated with the wine 
and had become the emblems of 
slaughter. Christ Himself, wounded 
until covered with the blood of cruci- 
fixion, making use of this allusion 
when the question was asked, “Where- 
fore art Thou red in thine apparel and 
Thy garments like one who treadéth 
the wine vat?" He responded, “I 
have trodden the wine press alone.” 

In all ages there has been great honor 
pald to agriculture, Seven-elghths of 
the people in every country are disci- 
ples of the plow. A government tis 
strong in proportion as it is supported 
by an athletic and industrious yeo- 
manry. So long ago as before the fall 
of Carthage, Strabo wrote 28 books on 
agriculture Hesiod wrote a poem on 
the same subject, "The Weeks and 
Days.’ Cato was prouder of his work 
on husbandry than of all his military 
conquests. But I must not be tempted 
into a discussion of agricultural 
quests.

ble, and standing amid the harvests 
and orchards and vineyards of our 
own country—larger harvests than 
have ever before been gathered—I want 
to run out the analogy between the 
production of crops and the growth of 
grace in the soul, all these sacred writ- 
ers making us of that analogy 

In the first place, I remark, in grac: 
as in the flelds, there must be @ ploy 
That which the theologians call convk 
tion is only the plowehare turnin ul 
the sins that have been ted ind 
matted in the soul A fa t tld 
his indolent son, “There are a hundred 
dollars buried deep in that fleld.” The 
fon went to work and plowed the fleld 
from fence to fence, and he plowed it 
ery deep, and then complained that | 
he had not found the money. But when 
the crop had been gathered and sold 
for a hundred dollars more than any 





teachers, to all parents, to ull Christian 
workers: Plow deep; plow deep! 

But what means all thi crooked 
plowing, the crooked furrows, the re- 
pentance that ends In nothing? Men 
groan over thelr sings, bul get no bet- 
ter. They weep, bul thelr tears are 
not counted, They get convicted, but 
not converted. What is the reason? I 
romember that on the farm we set a 
standard with a red flag at the other 
end of the fleld We kept our cye on 
that. We almed at that We plowed 
up to that, Losing sight of that, we 
made a crooked furrow. Keeping our 


eye on that, we made a straight fur- 


row. Now, In this matter of convic- 
tion we must have some standard to 
fulde us, It ja a red standard that 


God has set at the other ond of the 
fleld It is the cross, Keeping your 
cye on that, you will make a straight 
furrow. Losing sight of it, you will 
make a crooked furrow. Plow up to 
the cross. Aim not at elther end of 
the horizontal plece of the cross, but 
at the upright plece, at the center of 
it, the heart of the Son of God who 
bore your sing and made satisfaction. 
Crying and weeping willl not bring you 
through, “Him hath God exalted to be 
a prince and Saviour to give repent- 
ance.” Oh, plow up to the cross! 
Again, I remark, in grace, as in the 
field, there must be a sowing. In the 
autumnal weather you find the farm- 
er going across the field at a stride 
of about 23 inches, and at every stride 
he puts his hand Into the sack of grain 
and he sprinkles the seed corn over the 
field. It looks silly to a man who does 


not know what he ts doing. He is 
doing a very important work. He is 
scattering the Winter grain and 


though the snow may come, the next 
year there will be a great crop. Now, 
that is what we are doing when we 
are preaching the gospel—we are scat- 
tering the seed. It is the foolishness 
of preaching, but it is the winter grain, 
and, though the snows of worldliness 
may come down upon it, it will yleld 
after awhile glorious harvest, Let us 
be sure we sow the right kind of seed. 
Sow mullein stalk, and mullein stalk 
will come up, Sow Canada thistles, 
and Canada thistles wll come up. 
Sow wheat, and wheat will come up. 
Let us distinguish between truth and 
error. Let us know the difference be- 
tween wheat and hellebore, oats and 
henbane. 

Again, I remark, in grace, as in the 
farm, there must be a harrowing. I 
refer now not to a harrow that goes 
over the field in order to prepare the 
ground for the seed, but a harrow 
which goes over after the seed is sown 
lest the birds pick up the seed, sinking 
it down into the earth so that it can 
take root. You know a harrow. It 
is made of bars of wood nailed across 
each other. and the underside of each 
bar is furnished with sharp teeth, and 
when the horses are hitched to it it 
goes tearing and leaping across the 
field, driving the seed down into the 
earth until it springs up in the har- 
vest. Bereavement, sorrow, persecu- 
tion, are the Lord's harrows to sink 
the gospel truth into your heart. 

Again, I remark, in grace, as in the 
farm, there must be a reaping. Many 
Christians speak of religion as though 
it were a matter of economics or In- 
surance. They expect to reap in the 
next world. Oh, oh! Now ts the time 
to reap. Gather up the joy of the 
Christian religion this morning, this 
afternoon, this night. If you have not 
as much grace as you would like to 
have, thank God for what you have 
and pray for more. You are no worse 
enslaved than Joseph,no worse troubled 
than was David, no worse scourged 
than was Paul. Yet, amid the rattling 
fetters, and amid thé gloom of dun- 
geons, and amid the horror of ship- 
wreck, they triumphed In the grace of 
God, The weakest man in the house 
to-day has 500 acres of spiritual joy 
all ripe. Why do you not go and reap 
it? 

Again I remark, in grace, as in farm- 
ing, there Is a time for threshing. I 
tell you bluntly that Is death. Just as 
the farmer with a flail beats the wheat 
out of the straw. so death beats the 
soul out of the body. Every sickness 
Is a stroke of the flail, and the sickbed 
is the thrashing floor. What say you, 
is death to a good man only taking 
the wheat out of the straw? That is 
all. An aged man has fallen asleep. 
Only yesterday you saw him in the 
sunny porch playing with his grand- 
children. Calmly he received the mess- 
age to leave this world, He bade a 
pleasant goodby to his old friends. Tho 
telegraph carries the tidings, and on 
swift rail trains the kindred come, 
wanting once more to look on the face 
of dear old grandfather. Brush back 


the gray hairs from his brow; it will 
never ache again. Put him away in 
the slumber of the tomb; he will not 
be afraid of that night. Grandfather 
was never afraid of anything. He will 
rise in the morning of the resurrec- 
tion jrandfather was always the 
firat to rise His voice has already 
mingled in the doxology of heaven 


Grandfather alwaya did sing In church 


Anything ghastly in that? No, The 
thrashing of the wheat out of the 
straw, That is all 

The Saviour folds a lamb In his 
bosom The little child filled all the 
house with her music, and her toys 


are scattered all up and down the stairs 
just as she left them, What if the 
hand that plucked four o'clocks out of 


the meadow Ia still? It will wave in 
the eternal triumph. What if the 
volce that made music In the home 
in wtill? It will alng the eternal ho- 
sanna, Put a white rose in one hand, 
& red rose In the other hand, and 4 
Wreath of orange blossoms on the 
borw, the white flower for the vic- 
tory, the red flower for the Saviour’s 
acrifice, the orange blossoms for her 
marriage day. Anything ghastly about 
that? Oh, no! The sun went down, and 
the flower shut The wheat thrashed 
yut of the straw, “Dear Lord, give 
me sleep,” sald a dying boy, the son 
of one of my elders; ‘dear Lord, give 
me sleep." And he closed his eyes 
and awoke in glory.

Its Wondorfal Instinct Causes It to Save 
a Horse's Life. 

Many an instance of canine wisdom and 
heroism have beon recorded, but this week 
ono worthy of notice came under personal 
observation at the home of Wm. L, Peters, 
of Ameliasburg.

“The Cariboo mine is one of the 
richest in the west.
